Five Western Railway Systems 
Affected by Trouble— May 
Tie Them Up 



St. Paul, MInp., Sept. 14.— .-V general 
strike of bollermakers on tho Chicago 
and Great Western, the Great Xortli- 
ern, the' Omaha, the Norlhei n Pncific 
and Soo railroads was called loflaj- 
and It Is expected tliat before night 
the entire system will bo tied up. "I'lio 
bollermakers are aided in their fight 
by their helpers and In case of the 
Great Western, the machinists In tho 
big sliops wont out in sympathy. 

The strike of tho bollermakers on 
the five railroads followed a refusal 
of tho railroads of a demand for an in- 
crease to 45 cents an hour east of tho 
Missourl rlver, and 47% cents an hour 
WWt'otithdTMlssouri river.' Theso the 
rallroctds consider to be the heaviest 
demand ever made by any of their shop 
employees. 'As a compromise the rail- 
roads offered a nine hour day and 41 V6 
cents an hour east of the Missouri 
river .and a nine hour day and"43M! 
cents 'west of the Missouri iflver. This 
increase would have lieen equal to 11 
1-2 cent differential above wages paid 
machinists in tho shops. 

The Great Western situation Is com- 
IjUcntofl by an alliance b(;tweon tho 
machinists and boilermakors and ma- 
chinists in the big sliups at Oelwoln, 
Iowa, went out in sympathy. On the 
otlier lines only the liollermtikers and 
their helpers wont oul, of the en- 
tire number of men out, tlie hoilor- 
inakcrs represent about one-third, 
while tho rest are bollormnker.s' help- 
rs who had no grievance but went out 
iHiroly in .sympathy with tho boUor- 
ijakers.

Berlin, Kept. 14.— Walter Wi'liman, 
head of the Chicago Iteconl-llerald 
polar expedition, has sent this cable- 
gram to the Lokal Anzeiger from Tom- 
sOc: 

••"After the steamer I':;xpress cast off 
tho cable, the balloon .Inu iiea did ex- 
cellently, hut an Increasing winii soon 
gave us a hard struggle and the storm 
drove us toward :somei'(hlgh. jagged 
mountains, near tho -coast, ■ where the 
airship would have been destroyed If 
she had struck. Then there ensued a 
fight between the storm and motor. 
Tho latter triumphed and we soon 
rounded to the north of Foul Island in 
the teeth of tho wind. Our confidence 
In tho America: had so Increased in 
the meanwliilo that 'il: 'gave tho order 
to .start for tho North Pole. 

'"I'lie wind, however. Increased to 12 
miles an hour and the. snow fell so 
thickly tliat wo could not see a ciuarter 
of a mUc. Just then the compass 
failed to act owing to a defect in ita 
construction. AA'o ■were soon lost in :i, 
snowstonii above tlio P'olar Sea, and 
threatened with destruction. 

"After a brief deliberation, wo do- 
cided to try to got back to tho Expros.? 
to rectify our compass tind start again. 
It was Impossible, liowever, to keep 
in ono direction and wo were again 
carried into dangerous proximity to 
the mountains. Vanlmen, the engi- 
neer, tlicn made tho motor run at top 
speed and, tho America moved again 
against the , wind ' Which ,wtts blowing 
probably 15 miles -an' hour. : .She clr- .

"VVd'co'iird-have' returned to the Ex- '■■ 
press if wo could have seen where to 
steer, but under the circumstances tha .

At tlio end ot Foul bay wo 
used a trailer flllod with provisions and

"After crossing tho glacier, wo open- 
ed the valVQ and landed on the upper* 
glacier, half a inilc in sliore. Tho 
landing was effected so successfully 
that material weighing nine tons des- 
cended 300 feet and louciiod ice with 
no shock or damage wliatover, except- ' 
ing several bent tubes and broken 
wires. Numerous dujilicato Instru-- 
ments were not in.lured. 

"The self-registering barographs, 
metoorograplis and manometers con- 
tinueil running .after tlie landing. Tho 
mantle of the balloon can easily bo 
repaired. 

"The America was in the air foi' 
three iiours and fifteen minutes and 
covered about ir> miles wltii her own 
machinery. She, made threo Uiopd 
against tho wind, proving her power 
and capability ol!. being steered. 'l''ho 
ascent was successful in every respect.. 
The America from every .standpoint Is' 
ihe best airshi)) and the. most durablo-, 
for a long journey that. has ever been 
built. She hold the gas splendidly. 

"Later In the samo day tho Express, 
found us and fetched the steamer 
Frith jo.fC with men and sledgea from : 
the camp. The - crew of the America 
lived for .three days comfortably In 
tho gondola while the work of rescu- 
ing the balloon was in progi-ess. 

"Thoy could have lived there for nlno 
months had It been necessary. Tlie 
entire airship. Including oven a part 
of the gasoline' was returned to camp 
In three days.

Japanese Statesman Does Not Class 
Vancouver Disturbance With 
Former Troubles 



Toklo, Sept. 14. — In the llochi yes- 
terday Count Okuma contrasts' the 
anti- JapHiiose disturbance at San 
l-'ranelseo with the Vancouver riot 
briefly as follows: 

"Tho latter occurrence must not bo 
placed in tho same category as tho 
former disturbance. Tho San Fran- 
cisco authorities directly or Indirectly 
countenanced tho act of the rioters, 
whilo the nninleipiillty was a centre of 
corruption, almost a state of anarchy 
pipvailing.

"President Hoospvelt's attitude at 
first was very fair aiij admirable, but 
after his conference with a delegation 
from San Francisco a Change came 
which sadly disappointed us. ' 

"The Vancouver Incident, was' qiilto. 
difforent. It was an outrageoiis • act,'' 
limited to laborers and' 'unsupportetl 
elsewhere., The. local authorities sin- 
cerely did' .their ■. utmost to suppress 
the riot and protect our countr>Tnon. 
They even went so far as to giyo pcf- 
mi.^slon to our coinpatrio^ Vto ; talte 
measures of self defense. "'The slri" 
eerity, so fully evidenced, of the.se 
really worthy local authorities to our 
allies In their efforts to protect our 
rights makes us confident of effecting 
11. sati.sfactory solution of 'the deplor- 
able situation^"

What Ik peculiarly hripeful is 
tho attitude oC both government and 
ocloty toward female education, . . -

UPON WHICH FOUNDATION. 

It is a truism to say tliat all wealth 
and property, aro founded upon labor, 
but It Is sometimes well to remind our- 
selves of fundamental principles. La- 
bor i>: of tivo kliKlH. tluit wliicli brings 
to bo;\r .skill, kiiouipdRo and ability 
to direct, and that wlilch contributes 

. physical force to tho creation of wealth 
and prosperity. The latter must al- 
ways ropi'psont the Kroat majority of 
tlic poi)Ulatioii. JloiK/c- it is in a spi'- 
clal degree the foundation of a na- 
tion's greatness. Hence, also. If wo 
know what Is tho character of those 
wlio farnisli pliysical labor and liii'lr 
relation to tlie body p(ditii.-, wo can 
judge what the nation Is, and this is 
of even greater importance,: What It Is 

r likely to become. The' Ideal natlo~n Is 
one whoroin uvory Krado nf labor is 

■ In the hands of frccnu-n, ali of \sliom 
stand equal before tlic law and bavo 
an criual interest in tlie welfare of the 
state. If history toaclu-s one lesson 
more than another it is that, witli the 
accumulation of wealth/and indulgence 
In luxury, society lieKins to rot at the 
tep, and unl<-ss' tills Is offset liy fresli 
life fmni tlic more bumble grades of 
society, national decay Is inevitable. 
In view of this we hold it to bo of 
prime importance tliat all grades nf 
the soela! I'abrie slui'.l be so eonstituHed 
that between them tliere can bo a con- 
stant and bealth-slving circulation. 
This will be Impossible If the humbler 
spliercH of labor are occupied by men, 
who iiro not aldn to tlie rest of tlie 
cotnmunlty and are out of sympathy 
with everything, which m.ay be called 
the traditions and Institutions of the 
cmmtry. The strength of 'a nation 
eonios from below, not from above. 

Upon which foundation will Canada 
build — uiion ona. of white labor, wlilch, 
with all its \voaknesses and fault.s, is 
yet in full sympathy with the prin- 
ciples which have made Christian civi- 
lization po.ss!l)Io, or upon the labor of 
Orientals, wlio cannot become as-simi- 
latod witli our own race without losing 
all their best . oualities and' weakehing 
ours? This la the ciuestlon w.hlch Is 
before not tho people of Canada only, 
but those of the wliole British Kinpire 
today. .\s we have already pointed 
out, there is. inevitable a .ttemendpus 
clash between tho dcvelopihg- Orient 
and the developed Occident. AVe have 
faitli In the jibilily of the AnpIo-.Saxon 
race to hold its o\yn, but to do so, we 
must build our^ economic; and social 
edifice upon a "white" foundation. In 
this great Dominion wo have room and 
all the materials wherewith to build 
\ip a Kreat, enerKotie, robust and virile 
white race, wliieii cnii ni:'.int.;in It.self 
against all rivals, iirovlded care Is now 
taken lo prevent Orientals' from filling 
tho humbler spheres oE'ldtior. We know 
thei-e .are mrmy people who refuse to 
look to the fut\ire. The fact tliat tliey 
cannot get a Chinaman to work in the 
kitchen or saw tlicir wood fills their 
minds to the exclusion of all other con- 
siderations. If tliey do lliink about 
the Yellow Peril, wlileh is not some- 
thing to be assigned to the iiidellnite 
future, but is now at hand, they say 
with the witty Frenchman, "After us 
the deluge." Perhaps the deluge will 
come in spite of what \ve can do, but 
we none the less owe It to ourselves 
and our children to preserve:and trans- 
mit unimpaired the institutions and 
opportunities which we have inlierlted 
from our fathers, and this we cannot 
do unless wo maintain a ".White Can- 
ada." 



THE NEW MARRIAGE LAW 

T'he passage of tiio law, known, as tho 
Deceased Wife's Sister Marriage Act, 
1907, by the British parliament doo.^ 
not In any stmse affect marriage in 
m:iny outlying iiarts of tlie Empire, for 
tho very sulllclent reason that in all 
those governing colonies such mar- 
rlagej wore already legal. The new 
measure applies only to the ITnltiHl 
Kingdom, and we assume to Crown 
Colonies also. Tho Act will bo found 
on page 32 of this issue of the Colonist. 
Ic will be observed that it makes valid 
all such marriages with a deceased 
wife's sister as have been solemnized 
before its passage as well as authorizes 
them in the future. It i)erniitK any 
minister of tho Church of ICngland to 
decline to solemnize them, but 
authorizes him to permit another min- 
ister to do so In the church or chapel 
under his charge. It expressly does 

' not believe any clergyman in holy orders 
from any ecclostlastical censure, if he 
shall contract auch a marriage, to which 
he might have been liable before the 
Iia.s.sagc of tho Act. 1'be .Vrelibislioi) 
of Canterbury oought to liave tlio Act 
so framed as to relieve ministers of 
tho church of Kngland in every way 
from its operaclon, as will be seen by 
his remarks upon tho third reading of 
the Bill, which will be found on page 
:i2, but In this ho failed. Tho opinion 
of .many of the leading authorities In 

'the Church of England Is that very 



serious ditUcultles will arise under 'this 

law, although moift assuredly none 
would aritic, if the church would, accepi; 
it. Lord Robert Cecil has been very ex- 
treme In his denunciation of th6 law 
and of all such marriages as' It vali- 
dates. He declares that the marriageo are 
Incestuou.s and are simply ocxtual vice. 
He say.s thai, these niarrhigos are im- 
moral, that tho man who. marries his 
deceased wife's sister Is slinply "keej)- 
ing" hor, and that It is blasphemous to 
use the corcinony laid down in tlie 
l)rayer book when such marriage is 
sought He represents the extremists 
on this subject, and it Is proper to 
say that ho has been severely cen- 
sured, by the Arcliblsliop of Canter- 
bury for expressing such views. The 
other side oC tho case has not yet 
been heard from to any great extent, 
although Canon Mcnson, of Wo.u- 
mlnster Abbey has written a letter to 
tho Times, which has excited some 
hostile criticism from tho extreme fac- 
tion. He dectare.'! that he regrets the 
passage of tho law, but still more re- 
grets that it Is likely "to drive a wedge 
between tlie laity nnd tlie clergy". 
He discus.jos the claim made by Lord 
St. Aldvvyn to tho effect that the. Eng- 
lish clergy aro bound to obey the can- 
onical law in preference to the statutes. 
As space forbade the publication nf his 
I letter in full in connection witli the 
I other matter rolaliig to tho law, we 
quote some passages from it In this 
I place. After reciting the Act of the 
j rei.i;n of .lames 1, by which tho right of 
a Convocation to puss canons was de- 
fined. Canon llenson says: 

It is a matter of far greater im- 
portance than may at first appear 
that the legal extent of the authority 
of the canons of 1001 sliould not be 
inisuniler!i tood. These canons were 
liasseil more than liiiO years since, and 
they express aliii.ist in every lino tlie 
hellefs and |)reJudieo.-; of an epoch 
whlcii was singularly narrow and 
liai-oh. Those canons aro the arsenal 
from which fanaticism in the Church 
of EiiKhind ever draws the weapons 
of its warfare, for they establish Tinder 
the penalty of excommunication tho 
intolercnt Anglicanism- of the StuartsI 
That thoy are altoBother impracticable 
as a system of ecclesiastical proce- 
dure g;oes without saying, and will not 
be disputed for a moment by any one 
who has been at the pains .of reading 
tliem through. That they are freely 
and habitually disobeyed by those who 
are ready enough to plead their au- 
thority, when it suits their purpose to 
do so, 1.-= equally certain. That their 
whole concepti.jn of the jiosltlon of the 
iXaiional Churcli, and of clerical duty, 
and of the King's authority has been 
disallowed by a ma.ss of modern legis- 
lation cannot'be denied. Yet chose can- 
ons are solemnly paraded in deb.-ite 
a.s if they were so binding on the Eng- 
lish clergv- that, even if a statute 
spocillcally contradicted them, tho 
elerg\- would still in eonscienen be 
bounil by them, and not only in con- 
science, l)ut by I he law of the English 
elinrch. I respeclfnliy .siilimlt to the 
blslioiis and to llu; (.'rown lawyers that 
Ic Is tii;;h time thii 1 some authoritative 
statement should bp put forward as to 
tho exent nf the leg.al auhority of these 
reiiulsivo and impracticalde rules. 

Ho then refers- to a statement of the 
Bishop of Soutluvark, who said tliat if 
tho law of the land Is as was laid down 
byJLord "Stanley, of ^Alderley, namely, 
that statute law is pcriiianent to ecclo- 
iastical canons, "it would follow that 
whenever Parliament made any change 
in tlie statute l.aw In matters of this 
kind, tlie law/pl the Church, would be 
clianged," and'^aslc's the .bishop if he 
wislies to bo understood as clftlming 
tliat tho Church' may override a statute 
of which it disapproves. ^To claim this 
be says, would.'tfeijil^crcate the 
dualism which the Refijrmation de- 
stroyed, and to .set up another law-; 
making power tlian that of tiie nation- 
al legislature." After speaking of 
some niatt-'i-.s in illustration of these 
views, CaiKiii l-Ieiisoii says: 

The Hi shop ppoaks very confidently 
about the wishes and c:onvictlons of 
the congregations, wlilch he. assumes 
will bo outraged by , the celebration In 
the parish 'cliurches of isuoh marriages 
as the' iiir would legalize. I am not 
convinced by .his lordship, and I would 
respectfully aslc him to consider whe- 
ther the actual situation In both 
Mouse's of Parliament does not throw 
some uncertainty on his assumption. 
The majorities in imtli flouscs may 
perhap.s lie representative of congre- 
gational feeling on the subject. I hesi- 
tate to Iielieri! tliat so many proniin- 
ent and rei)resenl,alive laynK^ii ..are 
wl'.oll.v .strangers io tin: worslii|) of tiie 
parish ciiurcli<-s. If they must feel, as, 
of course, tlioy must, the painful odil- 
ity of- their situation In, voting against 
a pra:cticaUy.;.'unaiilm6uB<' Bench, tie y 
may console 'themselves' AVith . The re- 
ilectlori that -tholr predecessors were 
in the>sa'nie'<,'unhappy -case when they, 
voted for the Prayer Book against the 
solid array of tho l^iigllsh Bishops. 

Another correspondent of the London 
'X'iiiies, who does not sign his name, 
says that Canon Henston has only ad- 
vanced truisms, and clD.lms that the 
real jioiiit in the whole discussion is 
wliellier Parliament does not eoniniit a 
broach of tho constitutional relations 
of tho Church and State when it .as- 
sumes to alter a law of the Church 
without the assent of the ni.sboiis. We. 
do not propose to do naire than state 
the Issue as It has so far presented It- 
8olC. Tho ciuostion is not one upon 
which there is any necessity for a Ca- 
nadian journal to exiiress an oiiinlon, 
furtii(-r th;in to say that there may be 
serious croublc ahead for the ('hurcli. 
There aro questions which soom cer- 
tain to nrl.se. .Some day persons, who 
have contrixcted Kueli u rnarilage as 
is authorized by the new law. will pre- 
sent themselves for coniinunlon, ' and 
some clergymen, holding the views of 
Ivord Robert Cecil, will refuse to iier- 
iiiit them til take part tlierein, or pos- 
sibly souk;'' I'.streniist may refuse to 
administer tho rito of baptism to an 
infant child of such a marriago, lost by 
so doing ho may bo taken to counten- 
ance tho :^lurriage,^or to put tho mat- 
ter upon .-L lower plahe,..the social os- 
tracism of iieoplo so married may be 
attomjjted. Almost any sort of con- 
soquence may bo expected, when we 
hoar from tho Bishop of London that 
already sonio men have asked whether 
In eiuis(HiMorce of tlio law they ought 
lo send away their docea.sod wife's sis- 
tors who ha'vo been caring for their 
children. 



' • 'I NTERESTI NQ I NTE R VI EWS 

Elsewhere In this morning's issue 
will bo found interviews, wherein 
British Columbia and Victoria arc 
spoken of by gentlemen who have re- 
cently visited the city. They aro good 
•reading. Mr. Langan had some very 
0(nnplImentary things to. say about 
Miss Agnes Deans Cameron, but they 
are no more tlian. she deserved, as 
everyone who has read her magazine 
articles will consider. He . looks for- 
ward to a very prosperous future in 
the province and especially In Vic- 
toria. Jilr. PflHtor dealt srieclally with 
A'ictoria, and one of 'tho points upon 
which he laid much stress was the 
probable future of this city as a rail- 
way terminus when tli'e rail connec- 
tions with tlie niainlaiul.

^ MR. TEMPLEMAN'S VIEWS 

Once more we protest that the 
views of (he Colonist on the Oriental 
((ueslion in no way effect tiiose ex- 
[ircssed by Jir. Teiiipleman. That 
gentleman must stand on his, own 
foot, when it conies to definitions of 
policy, and wliat the f'oloiii.'--,t says or 
does not say, cannot alter in .-luy 
way whatever what Mr. Templcman 
said. Tho Times . la> mightily wor- 
ried over tho Minister's speeoh, so 
mucli so that it cannot, or will not, 
quote from Its own columns correct- 
l.v. La.'it night It told Its readers 
what Mr. Tenipleman said was: 

On the fpiestion of Oriental immigra- 
tion, however, he would like to express 
his own view in general terms, lie luul 
always maintained the ojiinion that 
immigration into t'anada should he of 
races that would become permanent 
citizens of tlie ccjuntry. They should 
be of those ty]ies that woiiUl settle 
on the land, and Iieconie citizens In 
the fullest sense of the term. They 
should bo in character, sucli a.s would 
assimilate, marry and Inter-marry 
with our own jieoplo; so that In tlie 
future we should have from ocean 
to ocean in Canada one great homo- 
geneduH people. 

The above Is an extract from our 
c6ntemporary's report of Mr. Temple- 
man's .speech, as reported In the 
Times Thurs(Un-. and, as we have al- 
reaiiy saltl, wo assume it is correct. 
We also assume that the report is 
correct When It^oes'on to represent 
Mr. Temploman as saying: 

"Tills doctrine ho would la.\' ilown, 
not dogmatic Uly, because there" \Vero 
many obstacUis in tlie way. Ho could 
not conceive why they should iiursuo 
a jioliey of encouraging in our North- 
west territories an alien race, that 
was determined to perjii'tuato in Can- 
ada the traditions and idicjsyiicracies 
of Europe, and who showed no inclin- 
ation to enter into citizenship in tho 
country-. 1( this wiis to be ailjiidged 
good jiolicy In the case of Europeans, 
it would be inconsist(.'nt to hold an- 
otlier view against the ildmission of 
lieoiilo from the Orient. The problem 
was serious. The legislation which 
had been adojited against the Cliiiiese 
inl'lnx w;i.^ inii)racticable in the case 
of Japan. 

Ills own particular knowledge of the 
lier.sonal qualifications and character- 
istics of the two races was v(iry lim- 
ited indeeil, but he inclined to tho 
opinion th;it they would be better 
served in Cannda, jf there were an.v 
choici> in such a matter at ail, by the 
cnilncse. If they were to iiermli tiio 
vlapunese to come in nnrestricled, 
tiien ioglc.illy, he thought the Chinese 
slionid be ])eriiiitted to come unre- 
stricted also, Tlieref(.ii-c, liolding these 
views, he was jirejiareil to supjiort any 
niensure ii t Ottawa that would ;iccom- 
plish tlKt objects that he had In mind, 
thai was to conserve Caniid;i. for a 
j people, wlijch liowever varied at first 
I in race and tongue, would eventually 
resolve into one great homogeneous 
confederation and united citizenship. 
^ These cxtr.iets, which comprise all 
that Mr. 'L'enipleman Is reported by 
the Times to iliave said on this sub- 
ject, fully boar out what the Colo- 
nist has stated, and we repeat cate- 
gorically what that was in order that 
those Interested, having Mr. Templo- 
man's own language before them, may 
judge if we luive misrepresented him. 
'W'o said: . 

That Mr. Temploman claimed that 
If certain European races were en- 
couraged to come to Canada it woald 
be inconsistent to hold another view 
regarding Oriental iieoj)!!-; 

That Mr. Temploman reflected un- 
favorably upon the immigration policy 
of tho government of which ho is a 
member: . - 

That ."Mr. Templcman preferred Chi- 
nese to .fapanese; 

That .Mr. Tenipleman said that If 
.lapanest! were permitted to^ come Into 
the country unrestricted, It followed 
that there should be no restriction on 
Chinese; 

Tliat ^Ir. Tenipleman ai)penre(] to 
think that because for Imperial rea- 
sons it may bo necessary to admit 
.Tapanese, this was a good and suf- 
ficient reason for admitting Chinese; 

Tliat Mr. Tomplcnian said nothing 
whatever In regard to tho restriction 
of Hindu immigration. 
. The Times .said on Friday night 
that the only part of this 
country wliore Mr. Temploman 
thought wo could not look for honio- 
genelt.N' of poimlatlon is liritlsli Co- 
lumbia; we had .said on l'"'rlday morn- 
ing that wc understood him to refor 
to the what ho' called the Nortliwe.d 
Territories. • Readers can judge for 
themselves whether this iiaper or the 
Times correctly represented the Min- 
ister's views lu tliat particular. It Is 
Honiewh.at remarkable that on other 
bccaslona .the Colonist has stated ;Mr. 



Tenipleman'a views more "accurately 
than his own paper.

" —Reduction in Wages 
Discussed 



"Vancouver, B. C, Sort- 11— Owing 
to the comparatively poor clcmaiul for 
lumber on. tho prairies, the coast niUIs 
\vlll probably shut down. about Do- 
cembor 20 and remain.' blosod for a 
month or six weeks— tho tlni'e depend- 
ing entirely upon the state of the 
p^alrlo trade. The shutdown at the 
time mentioned will make It possible 
for tho various mills to carry out tticlr 
ntmunl overhaul of oq.uipnicnt iliirinf; 
a slack period. 

It wn.s stilted yesterday by n iiiill- 
ownor that there wa.s every likelihood 
of a gnnerul reduction In wiiKcs at the 
inllls on October 1, tho cut mentloiU'cl 
hdns: from (en to twenty jier cent. It 
was .stated tliat nltliouKh there was 
no a.qreenient. amonfc the nilllnien to 
■■ this effect, there was a Rencral un- 

■ -derstandliiK on the matter. 

Another nilllman declared that he 
had nn Itnowled.ne of the prnposed re- 
duction, hut lie said that a cut in 
wapres had bt-en discus.=:od by the mills 
from tho early part of tho year, but 
no action had ever been decided upon. 
Some of tho larger mlllownors were 
opposed to any reduction whatsoever. 

.Some weelts ago. tho mills recalled 
their travelers from the prairies ow- 
ing to the slackness of business. Since 
that ;tlme orders have been very few 
from east of the mountains, and stocks 
have been gradually plllnp up In tho 
yards of the mills. Now the travelers 
will once more take a run through 
the prairies, and on their success alto- 
Bcther depends tho length of time the 
mills will remain closed at the end of 
the year.

1 TROUBLE 18 SETTLED 

Vancouver and V. W. & Y. Railway 
Reach Final Agreement 

Vancouver, B. C, Sept. l^l. — The city 
and the V. W. & Y. yesterday gave the 
recent BOttlement of their differences 
before the railway comml.'!sion the 
dignity of an order of the court. 

This order vacates the injunction 
which the city obtained against the 
company in 1903, preventing tho driv- 
ing of piles oil the south side of False 
Cr^ek to the east of Westniln.ster 
bridge. 

By. the new agreement this land bid- 
ing within Col. Tracy's accepted 'red 
line,'' the city concedes to tho com- 
pany the right to now continue the 
wprJc begun in 1903 if the . company 
desires to do bo, or to drive any other 
piles •. within the limits agreed upon. 
•VTo this end, the settlement reached 
lieforo tho railway commission Is 
made a part of tho order of the court 
gran fed. to Mr. C. W. Craig by Mr. 
Justice ■ Clement,' Mr. Cowan for the 
city fconsentlng. ■ , ; : 

By that agreement, as .hasi'tieeif .al-; 
ready made known, the city ■virtually 
g<?ts ,a Il0^y title to Falise Cre^ . the 
rf.dinaulstiment by, the comi)iiiir|o'f -ifit 
riparian' rights to the limits agreed 
upon;.t|tle to i'tho end of Carrall street 
aijd tho construction by the! pompany 
oX ia.. retaining wall beyond which Its 
works may not go. 



In order to give all parl.s of the city 
a constant higji pressure, and to main- 
tain an efficient lire protection at ail 
times, the progressive city eouniMi has 
just installed, undCi- superintendence 
of Water Commissioner J. E.' Ross, an 
additional pumping plant, consisting of 
a l''airbanks7Morso duplex double- 
acting ;(booater pump, driven by a 20- 
hors^ .'.pbiiiverjFalrbanks-Morse gasollpe 
engine,' arid forcing water from a high 
point on the creek into the mains 
against 120 pounds maximum pressure, 
at tho rate of about 190,000 gallons per 
twenty-four liours. Tho machinery 
was furnished and erected by the Van- 
couver branch of the Canadian Fair- 
banks company.

EXPORT MUST STOP. 

Logs Must Not Bo Sent Over to tho 
Sound Mills. , 

Vancouver, B.C., Sept. H.— Tho in- 
dl.sorimlnato export of cedar logs from 
British Columbia- to Pugct Sound, 
which lias been proceeding for some 
moiitliB, according to the statements of 
lumbermen and lofjger.-;, is to be per- 
emptorily stepped by the provincial 
government. I.iOg.s cut iiiidnr spenlal 
licenses arc not exportabli.^ accord' 
to the rcgulatlon.H .and only logs cut 
from crown granted lands may be 
shipped across tlie boundary lino. 

Despite tho law, however, many 
tliouh-aiid feet of logs are said to have 
been shipped to tho sound f;reatl\- to 
tho relief of the log inarlcet l-.ere. The 
government has now p.assed . along the 
infonnation that this illegal export 
must stop. There is no demand for 
cedar on tliis side of the lino, tho call 
for. first class cedar being small and It 
being impossible to sell the second 
rate logs which have been shipped 
across the line and sold at good rates.

Bones of Legs of Recently Discoverod 
'. Monster Have Been Found 

Vancouver, fs. C, Sept." 14. — L, T, 
Watson, pioneer prospector rt Mores- 
by I.sland, QYieon Charlotte group, in 
tho city from th(- nortli today, is firm- 
ly of tlio belief that tho recent skele- 
ton brought down from tho islands is 
that of a mastodon. 

"Wp have tho best possible proof • of 
this,"' smiled Mr. Watson,' "having now 
found tho four legs,'. each averaging a 
length of fourteen feet." 

Theso wore unearthc'a eighteen feet 
below th<> ..sqrfaco and three miles 
from, tide water. The skeleton Is now 
practically complete. Tho additional 
bohes will' be brought down by tho 
next vessel, and the skeleton will soon 
be seen In the local museum. It will 
be lent for vjxhibltlon purposes at tho 
Alaska-Paclflc-Yukon exposition. 

.Mr. Watson says mining prospects 
are bright in the north. 



Vancouver, I!. C, Sept. 11. — Medical 
Health Oflicer lIn<UThlli was yesler-

tal population of the city, liis depart- 
ment being in sucli close touch with 
tlil.i class as to enable him to give 
nio.st accurate knowledge on that 
point. 

"I think that City Solicitor Cowan 
went a little too far when lie said one 
quarter of tho population was Asiatic," 
ho answered. "As far as "my know- 
ledge 'of the situation goes I think that 
thcro are about 10,000 Asiatica now 
permanently located in the city. Of 
course, there is a larger floating popu- 
lation, but this can never be accurately 
Judged. This figure shows an advance 
of 3,000 Asiatics since the first oC the 
year, the 'department then estimating 
tho Orientals to number 7,000. With 
reference to tho increase of the white 
population this year my reports lead 
me to belicvo that it will bo from 'cen 
to twelve thousand." 

Speaking concerning the methods of 
life of the Orientals, Dr. Underhill 
stated that the Japanese paid far the 
most attention to sanitary regulations, 
and the Chinese tho least. 

The statement.s concerning tiie un- 
sanitary mode of living followed by 
the Chinese were most elOQuently por- 
trayed a moment i.-iter, when lloaltli 
Inspector Marrion and .Scavanger Su- 
perintondent ]3ootlT returned to the of- 
fice after ;i trip through a section of 
that quarter. Both were li.alf sickwitli 
the disgu.iting sights and smells which 
they had discoverfd on a' trip of in- 
spection of the alley lietweeii Carrall 
street and Shanghai alley.

Now 
every cliiUI knows that consumption 
is catching but there may beja danger 
that the claims of tiuffiany^-J^Jlli v ^ 
overlooked in the dread or inf Mellon. 
There are old ladies, who have passed 
the allotted span of human life, who 
have spent many long days and ni.^llts, 
only lightened by love, In performing 
kind offices for those who suffered 
from decline and who are not percept- 
ibly the worse for it. ' There is for- 
tunately a merciful hopefulne.-;s that 
win not let con.'iuiniitives believe that 
thev are dying- but tluit .seldom cxteniis 
to llio.sc about them. Wliile every 
precaution necessary for safety should 
bo taken it should never bo fw-gotten 
that the consuiniHIve patient Is very 
sensitive and that evi-rytliing that love 
and patience can do is due him from 
all members of his* immediate family 
and his circle of friends. 

* * • 

It is to many a matter of regret 
that around some of the pretty new 
cottages being erected In various parts 
of the city there Is so little_ room for 
gardens or lawns. One of' the pen- 
alties a city has to pay for increase 
in population is the want of space 
for children to play or for v grown up 
people to indulge in the healthful re- 
creation of gardening. But Victoria is 
par excellence a city of homes, and it 
rests largely wltli its women whether 
the crowded conditions that prevail in 
other cities .sliall become common here. 

It used to be, and in some places 
still is, the custom among teachers to 
make the children sit for many min- 
utes at a time durlni,'- the day with 
their arms folded across their chests. 
At the call "position" the girls or boys 
preparing for a recitation took that 
attitude. It would be worth while 
for those interested to lind out wheth- 
er the statements made in the follow- 
ing selection are correct or nut.

"By folding your arms you pull the 
shoulders forward, ilalten the chest 
and impair deep breathing.; The posi- 
tion you hold your body in the most 
of thv time soon becomes -.Its natural 
position. . Contliiuo.usly folding your 
arms across the chest will' develop a 
flat chest and a roundtd back. Just as 
many another bad habit works harm."

Canned Fruit 

To make a syrup, take two pint.s of 
sugar to ono pint of watttr, add one egg 
well beaten, ml.\ all togetlier, set on 
stove, boil up once and skim well. 
Take yoijr fruit, pack closel.v in seli:- 
sealcrs. "When yoti haVo the ruinilx-r 
required ready, take a wash boiler, 
placo a few pieces. of lath crosswiso in 
bottom of it, set.d'tho.'ifiottles full of 
fruit on top of tho.'IatH's and pour in 
enough water to cover them within 
aboiit three Inches of their mouths. 
Then take the boiling syrnp, fill the 
bottles quite 'full iuid put on covcr.s, 
but not rubbers. Place tiie boilpr on 
a brisk flro. let the water come to a 
boil, and boil hard for twenty iniiuites 
or liiilC an iioiir. tiddlng more hot water 
If rcQulred. Fill up sealers again with 
lioiling Hj-rup, sllj) on rubbei-s, screw 
(Iowa to|)H, take out of ,hoiU:ig water 
and put on a dry table, 'screwing cov- 
ers as tightly as possible. The in^xt 
day tighten the covers and i)iit away.

' Tlio Britisli steamer "Woolwich; of 
the Walls, Watts company wliicli }ias 

; toeon runnliii; under charter to the 
■V^.Chlna Commercial, company, between 
' 'Hongkong and Sallna Cruz,' and .was 
chartered by a firm of Japanese to 

. take advantage of the Inrush of Jap- 
anese to British Columbia, arrived, in 
port . ■yesterday with 258 passengers, 
' Japanese and 20 Russians. The 
expectation that tho Woolwich would 
debark her pussongers at Vancouver 
^vas not fulfilled possibly owing to tho 
anti-JapancsQ feeling, there. .

liore, the latlor being di.'Stiuod to tho 
U 111 toil .Slates. Tl'.ero were IJ7 women 
iUiiong (he Japano.se. One Austrian camo 
from Xa;,M.'<alci. Steamer also brouglit 
a slilpnioiit of Ll.so tons of rico as car- 
KO, wliioli will be iinloadod this morn- 
intr at this port. 

Tliorr; wa.s cxcitcmont during the 
voyage. Tin; .Japanese and Rusoians 
tlid not make oonKonial ni'ighbors and 
three days ap;o during ii free i'ighi 
whieli followed tho el'lort of tho Kus- 
si;ins to secure food from the Japanese 
I'ooks the Japanese endeavored to 
throw one ot tlio Itussians overboard. 
The man was rescued ironi tlu? mob 
of Ja|ianose by the eaptaiii and nlliqors 
of tho steamer who rushed to the waist 
of tho steamer and used their fists 
right a,id left amongst the squabbling 
throng.

down with a swarm of little brown men 
kicking, scratching and punching hlin, 
while tho other Russians fled to the 
shelter of the cabins, with a yelling 
horde behind them. 

The de.sertcd Russian was man- 
bandied and then a number of the Ja- 
panese lifted him and carried lilm to 
the rail intending to heave him over- 
board, lie scroanied for aid and the 
captain, chief ollieer and others rush- 
ed to the ro.icue, arriving just in time 
to prevent the man from going into the 
sea; 1 lo was clinging to a davit with 
desperation. 

As one of tlio officers said: "Tho 
poor beggar's hands were swoikji and 
linottod as a result of tho grip on 
the iron.

Likelihood of Good Bags For Ail 
When Season Opens 

In a few, days tho hearts of the 
Irspbrtsnien of Vancouver -Island wtU be 
''buoyant with hope for Buocess In the 
field with the pheasants— tho season 
opening on October l3t. This class of 
eame is reported very plentiful in the 
dlstrlcta adjacent to Victoria, the dry 
spring and summer weather which 
has prevailed..durlng the past season 
being considered especially favorable 
to the growth and development of tho 
young chicks. 

, RespocUng pheasants, the provinclnl 
game warden in his last report, snys: 

. "Considering the enormous increase 
of sportsmen,' (ho number of plieasanta 
bagged cannot bo complained of. In 
sopio places the quantity ol! btfcis has 
more than doubled this year, whljo in 
a few spots tho number has not been 
up to the average,' The question of 
opening a part of the season for 
■", );-;'•; shooting hen birds lias been Rroatly 
' .dlsc\issed,-ancl while a nmiiljor favor- 
ed tho idea Ijcfore tlio season com- 
inenced, tlie majority oC them camo 
to tho conclusion later nn tliat it 
\'.'Ould bo \inadvi.>5al)lo. Tiiat tlicre aro 
too many hen plicasants in some placoa 
cannot bo denied, l3ut, tlion, apain, in 
other places it is equally certain that 
faere are too few, and to legislate 
jiropcry on tho matter would neees- 
.sitato a. chanRc one way or tho other 
every few mile.s, wliicli would bo im- 
practicable; and oven If it wore pos- 
'.^iblc, tho only result would bo that the 
yonnug hens would bo shot, and tho old 
liens that should be shot would es- 
cape. 

"^^'helllO^ it would ho possible to 
adopt t'ne liapjiy medium of liavingr tho 
season open for hens and cocks at the 
.same time, and depend upon our 
sportsmen to pick out only tho old 
birds, is problematic.'il; but if siicli 
could bo done, it would meet tho pre- 
.'=;ent difficulty. Unfortunately, other 
than true .sportsmen have to be reck- 
oned witli." 

Farmcr.s from Saanlch districts and 
oven as far up tho lino as Duncan, 
.say that in no previous season havo 
they scon pheasants more plentiful. 
Those observed were all of good size, 
and In prime condltlpn, so It is be- 
lieved sportsmen will ■ have little to 
complain' of this year In respect to 
opportunity for "getting a shot." 

THE CRIMSON SALiViON 

Habits of Species in Waters of 
Vancouver Island 

At the very flr.st mouthful one of the 
ladles turned pule, g.-ispcd. and hurrlod 
Into tho bush. Tho second lady, who 
had also taken a mouthful, followed her 
sister immediately. 

"'Wha,t;'in.\thei world's tho matter with 
them?" asked Kelly. 
- - • I, who by this time had tasted the 
meat, exclaimed, "Why, tho pork's fishy 
—the beasts were fed on salmon!" 

Did tho reader over taste llshy pork? 
If you have, I pity, your sensations. If 
you have not, don't.— D. W. Hlgglns. In 
Tho Mystic Spring. 

I was reading tho above-mentioned 
coilGction of graphic stories, with a 
British Columbian sotting, one win- 
ter's day when I had mot with a nii.<i- 
hnp almost as bad as that of tho ladie.i 
with the pork. My comrade and I 
were seated In a rough log hut upon 
. the banks of a fine river, and we were 
very, very hungry-. Around us In every 
direction could bo sec^n clinging the 
tiny feather.', and fluff of wild ducks, 
while In tho bu.shcs outside in tho 
snow lay an assortment- of mallard't; 
feathers and golden-oye's feather.s, 
likewise the feathers of .tlio niergau- 
eer and the bluebill. Beyond them all, 
where we had ca.st it In disKust, could 
bo discerned tho cooked body of a 
plump bluebill, from whoso breast but 
two tiny slices had been carved — not 
to be swallowed, however. For, alas, 
the duclcs wore one and all of them 
fishy, and wo had passed an hour or 
two In plucking them, in vain lioplng 
to get one at -lea.st that'liad not been 
feeding on dead salinon. Xot tho 
faintest smell of fish had we dl.scov- 
erod In the bluebill, oven by resort- 
ing to the practice of smelllnK its beak, 
untir it was roasted, and then — but 
enough! for not even 'fi.<;hy pig could 
have tasted worse. Tho great ml.sfor- 
tuno of tho Inhablti^nts of manv parts 
of British Columbia is to live, as it 
were. In the midst of plenty for the 
whole of tho winter months, and yel, 
• owing to' the salmon.^to be dejirived 
of the use of tho food with which, ilk.- 
manna of old, tho air Is filled each 
dusk and dawn. For tho peculiarity 
of the salmon of British Colunibi.i, is 
that the vast majority of them aocm 
to die after spawning, when the fowl.s 
pf the air and tho beasts of th.; ti^'iu 
win alike proy uponrtholr bodies in 
the rivers or tiny brooks, ' or on tlie 
land where they lie. decaying when 
left by tho flood. 'Within a few days 
of writing these lines I have seen a 
'coon, captured in an otter trap, which 
smelt strongly of fish, and a black 
bear of which the head was .so offcn- 
islve that It had to be thrown away 
by its slayer. He preferred to spoli 
the skin, which was In flrst-cla^s win- 
ter order, rather than carry that evil- 
smelllng bear's head a yard. 

By the beginning of October, while 
the fishing for rainbow trout and cut- 
throats is still at Its best, the rivers 
o,n Vancouver Island aro chock full of 
salmon of various kinds, and their 
. numbei;3 increase dally. I; living any- 
where near the banks of one of them" 
at no time day or night can one stand 
by nn open door or .window withou* 
hearing tho continuous splashing made 
by their Jumping In nil dlrection.s. Un- 
til accustomed to this It would bo 
well for a nervous person going to the 
ea.tt of a boathouse to got a nail of 
water to bo on the lookout, foV oven 
as ho is stooping down It may easily 
chance that a huge brown-backed sal- 
mon. will spring from tho dcpth.s with. 
In a yard of him ^ahd almost startle 
him Into' the river. This will bo a 
spring salmon, probably, and iii fall- 
ing back, it win drench the man with 
tho spray. In tlmo one learns not to 
bo startled, but It requires practice to 
preserve one's equanimity under thoso 
cliVumstancos, 

As thC! month of October wears on 
a v/atcher standing by the clear green 
waters of the rlyors will begin to see 
other salmon besides brown-backed 
spring fish and sUvery-slded cbhoos, 
or stcel-heads. Great lotharglo crea-

with the leprous appearance. The

water, only to see after landing, tho 
toll- tale sore, or possiuiy uvo, on tne 
trout's side where the lampreys had 
been getting In their fine work. The 
result is, however, tJ weaken the fish 
for, a'time, nevertheless they constant- 
ly'rid' them solves of tho pests by rub- 
bing theniselve.s against tho stones. It 
la a comparatively rare thing for a 
rainbow or cut tliroat to bo catight 
with tho lampreys actually hanginig on, 
but on the \;ery day on which I re- 
ceived my Field of June 2'2, '.-iuch an 
event happened. Some ladies camo to 
toil mo that on that hot July day tliey 
saw a consldcrablo disturbance on tho 
surface of the river by tlio boathouse 
of tho Rivor.'ilde Inn on tho Cowiclian 
river. Ooltig ilown to tlio water, they 
observed a largo Irout apparently be- 
ing eaten by littio •3nake;J. The flsh 
was In great distress, at times turning 
over, and swimming belly- uppermost. 
■When , very exhausted It got under a 
log in the shallow water, from which 



undei'fStohe -walls along the bank sidea. 
Repeatedly t founid these eels, often of 
small size, to have one or two good- 
,slzed troutllngs In their gullets, \yhen 
the streams were reduced to a mere 
trickle, the voracious brutes found not 
tho slightest difficulty in catching, us 
many trout as^they liked in the cro- 
vlcn.s between tho 'stones. How exces- 
sively voracious eels are Is evident 
from their cannibalistic propensities. I 
once, for over half an liour, watched 
an eel in ;i burn in the Shetland Is- 
lands which was engatgod in swallow- 
ing, head lir.st, author eel of nearly 
Its own al7.c. The v.-riggles, contor- 
tions, and convulsions of tlio pair were 
.sometlilng to witness. At l.ast I got 
them into a landing-net, when the lar- 
ger one throw up tho three-quarters 
length of tho other Avhich it had swal- 
lowed, and the victim departed rojolo- 
Ing as if nothing unusual had happen- 
ed. — Col. Andrew i-r.n Kpar.d, D.S.O., In 
"Field," ,Tiily 27th, 1907. 
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of tho matter; ' its '-sides wore of a 
vivid scai'lotrorVyerrnllion. Being much 
excited at^'i'the'JJJ^appearahce . of . this 
strange creature. I asked questions of 
a native, who replied' that ho expected 
that I had seen a dog salmon. I got 
a rod next day, and tried for salmon 
with a fly at that spot, but got none. 
Putting on a small spoon, I hooked a 
fish, which was strong and' played 
well. To my delight— -for T was 
anxious to see the beast nearer— I 
found that he was one of the vermil- 
ion kind. I gaff oil the saln}bn:-,at':I^.St 
—a 10-pounder — and as h,ip;C'l&yfcUp6ii 
the grassy s'A^ard his sides: 'and ii belly 
appeared of an even more vivid, red 
than they had seemed to be , in, the 
water. He was a male, and had a 
huge gib on his head, and It was easy 
to see that his spawning, time was 
approaching. He was first boiled and. 
then given to the hens, for there Is 
no better food for making hens lay 
than boUod salhion. ■ It was not long 
before I found out that not only males 
of this species, but femnlea,^— were 
crimson, for in November I .saw a 
sottler gaffing ono or two up a .small 
creek for that very purpo.s'o of feed, 
lug hla fowls with them. If given to 
the fowls raw, however, tho eggs laid 
become so fishy as to be unfit for 
food. ' 

In November the sahn6p throng up 
the very smallest creeks or brooks, 



redds as If uninjured, and wlien turn- 
ing; over gavo us a good opportunit.v 
to see what a big blto lind been talcen 
out of the iinfortunato creature's 
stomach. After s])au-nlng tho groat 
majority of the salmon apparently die; 
but it Is In tlio main rivers that tho 
rotting carcases arc chiefy to bo 
found. Tho forest animals either clear 
up most of the fish, alive or dead, in 
tho creeks, or they get bad-:: to tlie 
bigger; streams to die. To a bear 
catching salmon is easy; ho sinipiy 
■scQQP^=";;theni out witli his p.aw, and so 
fearless do tho black bears become 
iWhlle^'thus occupied that in the nelgh- 
borh'bod of Covvlchan, Luke onu even 
ventured into the garden of an hotel 
to catch; them In this way In a tiny 
stro4ni;,-jjttrivaB' no more than a ditch. 
In fa6t.i^',Thls-was in the beginning of 
December,',vl(i06; ^but. I have noticed 
that but few'-iaalwoh-ntn up tlio little 
streams a'tterlKthoJ'- middle of that 
month, while,' even In the main rivers 
there are but few left at tho com- 
mencement of Januar.v. Ono belated 
red salmon, however, I saw splashing 
all by himself up a gravelly stream at 
tho beginning ot vl^ebriiary. ' • The wa- 
ter being low, owlng'.to. frpstpthls flah 
forced its way up under li bridge, 
where tho bottom of Its belly was tho 
only 'portion not uncovered. Among 
tho fish running up the creeks I have 
observed no steelheads (Salmo galrd- 



gors' company, London, who confiscat- 
ed a shipment of steelheads as trout, 
■liberated tliom, on seeing my report. 

Ho adds that, HCieiitifically, there 
are no real salmon or trout on the Pa- 
/clfic coast, but that tlie .steelhead i.s a 
true member of tho group ,Salmo, 
closely allied to Salmo .solar, a.nd far 
removed from tho falso salmon, cjulu- 
nat, Boekcyo, otc. It really is tlmo that 
tills Important question was decided 
onco and for- all. — Col. Andrew Hag- 
gard, D. S. O. 

A STUDY OF TROUT 

How Tiiey Are Attacked by Lam- 
preys and Other Enemies 

In tho FItdd of .Tunc 22 "Rlfloman," 
in an article on Dapping on Lougli 
Derg, mentions Iho fact of a lange 
trout being captured with a lamiirey 
attached, in .an editorial note is sug- 
gested that tlie luniprc^- "most readily 
attacks fish wliicli are wealc an.d out of 
condition alre.-uly." In tho rivor.s and 
lakes of 'Vancouver Islaiul thr) lainproy 
— a small species— attacks tho rainbow 
trout to a largo extent, rspeckilly In 
tho 'summer ■\vhon tho wator.l become 
warm. Nor do they attack only v.'oakly 
llah, for overhand over again have I 
an.d other anglers landed great vigor- 
ous fellows, after a long fight in rapid 



with the aid of a pole and a *<iJid!ng 
net thoy contrived to extricate it. Tho 
ladles now found that what they had 
taken for snakes woro two .^mall lamp- 
roy.=j, S in. or i) in, long, wliicli both 
camo to tho surface clinging to tho 
llsh, Ono lot go as tho net was lifted 
from tlio water, but tho other was 
landed with the trout, a rainbow of 
2 1-2 Ih. In woiijlit and seemingly in 
good condition. A Chinaman worklnig 
on, tho river was very glad to accept It 
a.s a iirosent; Indeed, Clilnanien aro by 
no means the only people who will eat 
trout 'vvhlcli havo been attacked in this 
way. As I h.avo never seen either 
lamprcy.s or lampcrns — "seven oyes," 
.13 the latter used to bo called In Es- 
sex, where I used to see them In tlic 
smallest running brooklets— In either 
the river or the small streams feeding 
it, I imagine that these creatures at- 
tack tlio.trout In the lake. The aftlict- 
ed n.sh then run down to the river to 
try to free themselves from' their tor- 
mentors among the I'ooka and logs. Bels 
aro also very fatal td: young trout. In 
a recent Field I 'saw 'some remarks to 
tho effect that such was probably tho 
case, and I can verify them from per- 
sonal experience. A. year or two ago I 
was living In the lake district in Eng- 
land, and Jn ' the summer tlmo, when 
tho becks' or - burns were very low, 
made a practice of damning up the 
water In order to scoop the eels from 



RUN OF THE SALMON 

Enthusiast Describes " The Great 
Day at Vancouver Island 

"Canad.a" (London) in its issue of 
August aisl, lias tho following, which 
is illustrated with two jihotographs: 

At tho end of August, Victoria, B. C, 
pa.Bsos tlirough an annual experionco 
which gives her a unique position, in 
a .sporting sense, among tho cities of 
the world. Every year there swceiis 
past her doors ono of tho motit cn- 
grosslngly interesting of tlio plionom- 
ena of nature — tho run of .salmon. 
Tlmo was when the Itnowledgo of tills 
fact wa.^ confined to residents of tho 
city. That is rapidly changing, as a 
re.sult, perhaps, of tlio great movement 
of tourists in this direction, and now 
travellers come from all points of tho 
compass to share In tho glorious si)ort 
which, n.ngllng for this kind of llsli af- 
fords. 

■ The run itself, which liaa often been 
described, usually occurs at tho same 
tlrne-;4pf,,-tl^e. . year, , although tho stages 
of-.th65|4i.aes|'.ftKK'^re'v"aUIng winds, or 
other''cauB'eB, 'more' or' less local, serve 
to retard the wibvemont. of the schools. 
The run reaches Its height every fourth 
j'ear, tho catch of the other aeasona be- 
ing on a descending scale, tlie last of 
tlio four being a very poor one, ,The 



canners understand this so well that 
they regulate tlicir catch as far as pos- 
sible to prevent a glut one year and a 
shortage tho next. 

Tho first Intelligence that the flsU 
are heading .slioreward« comes from 
the west coast of 'Vancouver Island. 
There thoir movements us thoy leavo 
tho ocoan on tho first leg of tholr race 
for tho Fniser aro carefully noted by 
Indians nnd traders, and tho news sent 
to Victoria. A few days later comes :a- 
report from the light-keeper at Car- 
managh Point, the entrance to tho 
Straits of Juari , de ITuca. '.Che .light- 
keeper's attention Is first attracted by 
the swarms of sharks, dolphins, and 
other predatory sea-dwellers, who aro 
the camp followers of tho school. A 
closer scrutiny of the water reveals 
the presence of millions of salmon ' 
crowding shoreward In an instlnctivd, 
movement to spawn. From this point 
on the ll'.?h become tho prey of ene- 
mies by land and sea. Tho Indiana 
first exploit the shoaUs, and of la to 
years salmon traps havo boon installed 
along the southern coast of Vancouver 
Island, from which tho fish aro lifted 
by tons on to scows and convoyed to 
the canneries. A lift of ono of these 
trap."?, with its myriad.s of .splendid 
salmon. Is a sight never to bo forgot- 
ten; but It Is not sport, and sport la 
wliat wo arc now discussing. 

i\lean-ivhlle a vigilant patrol is being 
maintained nlom,' tlie beach at noacoii 
Hill l^ark by boys of tho city, for tlio 
run Is ahvay.i! during tho snniiner va- 
catio-n. Dally, In their dugouts and 
boats, they sound tho waters of tho 
Straits as a diver docs for bottoni. It 
nocd.s no town crior to announce tho 
movement of iho fish. A few hours af- 
terward-s the cry is on tho li|)S of 
everyone: "TIio salmon are running." 

Thereafter, throughout tho duration 
of tiio run, perhaps two weeks, there 
1.1 a ropular pilgrimage, ■night and 
morning,, to tho water. Workmen come 
to office late bearing, not an apology, 
but an eight or ten pound salmon for 
"the boss." But one can Iiavo too much 
of even .such a good thing as salmon, 
and they soon become a drug on tho 
market. No ono thinks of offering 
them for sale, excepting the natives, 
tlie Siwashe.s, and they charge but ten 
or twenty cents for a twelve-pounder. 

The ?port i.s superb. It is not for 
children, for tiiero i.^ no gamer fish 
swims the sea than the variety in 
question. Tlio salmon is an aristocrat, . 
fighting the battle of his spccleg, 
again.st not, nnd trap, and hook; and ■ 
when he gets In fair water 'with one of 
tlie latter in his handsopio.;JaW3„ he 
fights like a champion In the lista. The,; 
natorlal art holds few deeper delights- 
than a . flfteeh-riitputcs;; erigageraQnt . 
with 01)0 of. those splendid-, . things. ■ 
Somotlines he carries off both hppk and-, 
spoon. When' landed with the'gaff ho' 
flails the boaft'Ift'a- gallant attempt to 
regain his liberty— In fact, fights -with 
the last ounce of strength ln his. grace- 
ful, quivering bods'. 

The rewards 'for tho iRshormen. are 
'pro<llKal*-wUh',h.a-ni'some consolations 
fof^tho^etwhosoJiicU Is'iadlfferrent. ..It-.. 
Is not uniisual to take thirty to a boat, 
and each of these will range from five 
to fifteen pounds. 

The fish aro In beautiful condition, 
not having matured, as thoy do later 
In fresh water, nor Is their flesh torn, 
as Is often the caao in their upward" 
struggle to the headwaters and the", 
spawnlng.grounds, • . ^ - 

Not the least alluring portion of the 
sport la its . letting and dhvlrohment. , 
Tho sight, from the flagstaff of Beacon 
KIUIjarH'ln. the grey of early morning, 
wheii boats ican be descried for several 
miles' urilir ioat In the smother which 
iiangs over the Straits at daybreak in 
tho early fall," is as pretty In some 
respects as that pf the Fraser river 
fleet off the mouth of tho world's 
greatest salmon stream. 



CAMPING WITH AN AUTO 

There Is nothing convontloTial about 
a camping trip Into tho wilderness by 
automobile; it Is an Innovation, every 
way you view It. 

That Is why a few sportsmen who 
own automobiles have given up the 
time-honored way of going. They,, 
have found that In addition to . the 
great saving of tlmo and the added 
comfort acrulng from the use of the 
motor car, they are for once permitted 
to direct each move of the'- expedition. 
On the orthodox caihplng trip the 
.■sportsma'n is at the mercy -of the head 
guide, that autoci'at of tlie backwoods 
who will not permit a horse to be sad- 
dled unless ho so directs. Each day ' 
tho head guide Is the one man In com- 
innnd, and the sportsman from the 
city, mayhap a man of large affairs 
and accustomed to directing an army 
of assistants, must follow where his 
backwoods boss loads or else tunn 
back. But the automobile has changed 
all this. 

Picture' a little white tent with i 
camp fire before and a lino buck doer 
.suspended by tho gainbrol.s at ono 
side; tho guides getting supper, the 
sportsman seated, renting, in the lea- 
ther-upholstered .seat of Ills own auto- 
mobile hard by, and over all the even- 
ing liush of the forest primeval, Tlio 
sportsman has driven there from his 
own doorstoi), witlioiit any worries 
about Ills baggiige, without .succossivc- 
l.v changin.er from cab to train, from 
train to boat, from boat to buckboard 
or canoe or from "shanks' pony" to tlio 
liurrica'iio deck of a treacherous cay- 
uso. It has lieen his own expedition 
from start to, nnish. Ho has travelled 
liy Ills own schedule. Tho sportsman 
may have Tiersplred some in getting the 
car [icross certain fords, may have 
woiiiod "like a horse" crossing a bog- 
gy piece of "road" li-2ro and there and 
bad more than o.io nitui's .share of 
axo-play, clearing a'.vay fallen timber- 
that obstructi^d the v/ay, but nlw.ayS.

As a 
provincial i)Olilician he sat through 
several terms supporting either 
blindl.v, or with guilty Iiiiowlcdge 
iiiuiiy acls which disgi-accd the pro- 
vincial admiiiislrallon and iipliolding 
the machine which kej)! it in iiowor. 
Tlio l^allol switcher.'^, the persona- 
tors, the procurers of perjury, the 
caniiiaigii criminals wlio moved from 
riding to riding with their election 
devices, witli their bogus and many 
litiniod traveling retuirning olUeers, 
their cargoe.- of imported persona- 
tin's, their bogus ballots, their 
trick ballot boxes, their wa.xed llmnib 
nails ami other animiitc and inaiiim- 
ato miicliiner.\-. met no eliicleut dis- 
couragement from .Mr. Griiham .'o 
far as the record goes. His steady 
support met with Its . reward whon 
Mr. Ross called him - to ; the cabinet 
shortly before he went to the country 
to meet disaster. 



AVhen Mr. Ross resigned the op 
position leadersliip to seek repose 
and forgotfuUness in (he ■.senate the 
remains of his party made Jilr. 
Graham their leader. .Sonic of the 
o.x-ininlsters had been defeated, 
some had been too long and obvlous- 
ely associated, with scandals to bo call- 
ed to the command. Mi\ Graham had 
been in the ministry only a short time 
and could not be ofHoially , connected 
with so many administration offenses 
as his colleagues. The choice fell upon 
lilni. Probably he had done as well as 
anyone else. But there are opposition 
members in the legislature who do not 
thhkJc so, and various rumors of a. 
I'liant'e in leadership have got out. The 
diseonteiiteil have now their oppor- 
luMlty to make a change, and Mr. 
Graliam will bo rejoiced to escape 
the provincial arena, in whicli there is 
little to which ho could look back with 
satisfaction, and nothing to wliich 
he could look forward \vith hope. 

■ Mr. Graham as Federal Organizer 
Mr. Graham lia-3 had a hand in Dom- 
inion politics. He was placed in com- 
mand of the eastern Ontario district 
in the Dominion election of 1804. Flvo 
years before, the BroclcvlllevvSeat had 
boon stolen by a; baltot swltdhlrigicon- 
splracy and Mr. Gralham would be able 
to lnflue,nco the party madhlnc against 
repeating : the performance within his 
jurisdiction;' Eastern Ontario in 1904 
did not give much comfort to the Laur- 
ier government, but it was the scene 
of the most audacious criminal elec- 
tion conspiracy over recorded In Can- 
ada. The attempt to stciil the elec- 
tions ill ]''onteiiac and AVcst Hastings 
by niean,5 of trick ballot boxes is not 
forgotten. Two caiididates of the 
Laurler part\', campaigning under Jlr. 
Gr.aham's siipervisioii, were pers.)nally 
concerned in the conspiracy and one cf 
them seems to have been the origina- 
tor. Both went into ex-ilc when thciilot 
was discovered, one of them Jumping 
his bail and the other escaping arrest. 
No less than twenty ball.it boxes, made 
for the purpose at Watcrtown, Nev.' 
Yorl;, by order from Kingston were 
Imported into the two ridings, some of 
them consigned to the con,spirators as 
bee lilvc."'. They were to be substituted 
for the regular boxes iind contained a 
device by which . tlie 'deputy returning 
officer, movlne the handle' could throw 
a Conservative' ballot into a compart- 
ment which retained it, the officer 



later substituting a Grit ballot. Thus 
twenty rctiiriiliig olllcers ai>polntcd hy 
government patronage were to be par- 
ties to tlic crime. 

This plot was discovered a few hours 
before the election. On (dection rftorn- 
ing six of the boxes were In the hands 
of the authorities. Tlio conspirators 
finding the iilot exposed dumped an- 
other half dozen Into a lal;e from which 
soiiio were afterwards dreilgod. Xoltlier 
the Boss go-\-eriiment nor tlio dcpart- 
inenl of justice at Ottawa, aior iVlr. 
Graham made any serious ■ attempt to 
bring the leading consi)lrators to' jus- 
tice. 

The crime was discovered by ;i con- 
fession to tlio Conservatives. Kull ad- 
niisoion was niiide later by the Instru- 
ment of the managers, a young man 
who had given the order for the boxes, 
lie swore that he had been asked by 
Ills employers to denj' everything and 
whon he refused they, begged him to 
escape, offering to maintain him abroad 
as Pritchett, Farr, and . other ballot 
switchers had been provided for. Ho 
refused, told the whole story, and went 
to prison. 

Lacking in Vigilance 

' ;.The30 things airhiappened in the dis- 
trict 'under' Mr. Graham'.s jurisdiction. 
It is not said that ho had previous 
knowledge of tliem, but Ills moral and 
polllieal influence do'js not appear to 
have lieei; calculated to disi'ourago 
tlieiii. Tlu^ y.iung man who went to 
pris.iu testified tliat he called upon .Mr. 
Graham as he passed through Brock- 
ville on the trick ballot business. Nou' 
the country is looking for public -men 
wlio.se standards are high and whose 
influence will be cffecti^-c against tlm 
practices which liave disgraced Cana- 
dian politics. It does not appear like- 
ly frtun Mr. (Iraham's career as a pro- 
vincial politician or as a federal cam- 
paign director tliat he Is likely to make 
strenuous, dclcrmliied and successful 
efforts lor the purification and eleva- 
tion of public life and political me- 
thods. ^ 

Mr. Pugsley Not a Bitter Partisan 

Mr. Pugsley outers the cabinet after 
a soinowliat remarkalile career in New 
Brunswick politics. As a jiarty man 
Ills record is unique.^ He ha.-; never 
seriously opposcd .a governnient, fed- 
oral or provincial. Asia young politi- 
cian ho gave his support to the Jlau- 



kenzlo administration, at the sami} 
time adhering to a jirovinclal govcrn- 
iiiont led by Conservatives. During the 
eighteen years of Conservative rule nt 
Ottawa he was a supporter of the Mac- 
donald, Abbott, Thompson, Bowell and 
Tuppor governments. The only time of 
i\'a\'ering was in, the few weeks' Imme- 
diately befoi'e the election of- 189e, 
when ho described himself as an In- 
dependent and ran as third party man. 
On the day following the elections of 
lS9ti he became a 'supportor of Sir Wil- 
frid Ijaurler and had been one ever 
since. Similarly ho did not withdraw 
Ills, support from the provincial minis- 
try which Mr. Blair opposed, until iss:!, 
when Mr. BJair was succc'ssful. .\fter 
that i\lr. Pugsley was a -supporter of 
all and a member of most of the pro- 
vincial administrations. It secn'is al- 
most certain that the jirovlncial minis- 
try is doomed at the next election, 
h'oreseelng this Mr. Tweedie, its re- 
cent leader, lately withdrew to become 
lleutenaiit-go\-ernor. Tvli'. Pugsley suc- 
ceeded him, only i<-, retire a few 
months later to await his present ap- 
pointment. Had he remained in pro- 
vincial life he might after the election 
have found himself in opposition, tin 
experience wliieh be has always ;ivold- 
ed. t'ertaln stalwart L,lberals have 
protested against his promotion to the 
Federal .Cabinet on th'- gi-oiiml that he 
would be likely t.i go ov<M- to the other 
party as soon .-i.-^ troulile ;i]ipeared. 

As a Candidate in the Past 

When .Mr. Pugsley was last a can- 
didate I'or,the hou.^e of commons be 
ran as an Iiidei>endent. This was in 
l.SOt; when the I'orlunes of tlu' Conser- 
vatives were doubtful. He bad been a 
candidate for the (..'oiiservative parl.\' 
In King's a few m.niths liefore, and hail 
held meetings all over the country in 
support of the Tupiier administration 
and its iioUcy. .lust before the disso- 
lution of the house he withdrew his 
candldatiiro, slating in liis published 
letter that he was in full aci-ord with 
the leaders ami tiic policy of the ('on- 
ser\'atlve iiartN-, and was retiring be- 
cause he thought the tiarty would have 
more succr-.'^.; in Kings if tlielr candi- 
date uere a proliibitlonist. 'I'wo or 
three weeks later as the prospect.^ of 
government success grow fainter, Mr. 
Pugsley bocanio a candidate in St. 
Jolin on a third party ticket. Another 
two or three weeks found him, after 



cheerfully paying his lost deposit, safe 
In the Xjiberal camp. 

A Reckless Administrator 
Air. Pugsloy's record as an adminis- 
trator, does not encourage the hope of 
reform or economy- in his, department. 
When ho entered tlieTprpylncIal admin- 
istration the finance*^ 'were sound and 
the debt small. Ho leaves the inovinco 
v.'ltli a debt perhaps larger than that 
of any other iirovlneo In proportion to 
public Income. With a small revemio 
tlio provliu-e lias foiiiul its expeudlturo 
Incretisod so ilini large ;i(l(litioiis have 
been made in-ery year to the iicrman- 
ent debt In order to meiH the ordinary 
current outlay. In adilltion large and 
iniprovideiil, ealJilal inillas's have been 
made. Kor exam|)le, the Central Uall- 
way, built materially by t)rovinclal an-', 
local subsidies passed Into the hands 
of some of Mr. J'ugsley's speculative 
friends. Tlie govcrnnient look power 
to make a large grant to this company 
to bo paid when It .should have extond- 
c.-i the line to Gibson, put the. old part 
in first-class condition, eciulppod tljO 
whole road, and ostabllalied at a caal 
held on the lino machinery and plant 
producing a definite quantity of coal 
per month. Not a dollar.,.w.as to bo 
paid until all this was cpinplefijd. Yet 
through amendments adopted •, by a 
sub.-iorviont legislature, and through 
unauthorized acts of government, the 
whole amount had been paid In a few 
years, though the extension to the St. 
John River had not been half com- 
pleted, and the promoters had done 
nothing towards the developiucut of 
the coal mines while the .dd iiart of 
the roarl was unsafe for traffic and al- 
most without equiiiineiit. The specula- 
tors abaiidoij'd the enterprise after re- 
ceiving piibHc money and the govern- 
ment Wits obliged to tal<e over the rail- 
way and spend large adiiitiiuial sums 
to make it sale. The t'oal royaltie's 
with whlidi Mr. Pugsley projiosed to 
pay the whole interest charge are not 
oven a factor In reducing It. 

Reckless or Worse 

Another railway for whicli the re- 
soun-es of the province have been 
mortgaged obtained provincial and tc- 
ileral subsidies, then additional provln- 
(dal graute for the same portions of 
the line,-and finally a provincial guar- 
tinfob' - of-: Interest. U Is not supposed 
that tho frlc'nds of government who re- 
ceived these subsidies ever put a dollar 

t 



of their oivn Into the enterprises, 
tliougli tlicy have taken a good deal of 
Iiubllc money out of them. "What were 
Air. Pugsley's own relation tp these 
operations is uncertain. He has been 
engaged !is solicitor in connection witli 
both of them, and seems to have been 
a director or incorjiora tor of one. 

The Bill of Extras 

Tlio attorney-general of New Bruns- 
wlck has the modest official salary of 
$:i,100, yet Mr. Pugsley In that position 
has regularly obtained from the trea- 
-,?ury for his services annual payments 
ranging from $7,500 to $10,000 a year, 
tlic extras amounting to two nr throe 
times the salary. It was never cpilte 
clear what he did for hi^ stated salary 
slnco a largo part of his legal services 
to the province were ptild for In fees 
such as a leader of the bar might ex- 
pect If he were In private life. AVlien 
he came to Ottawa on affairs of the 
province ho received a legal fee, when 
ho went to the Privy Council to argue 
a pidilic case, he received a ctuinsel's 
reward. He .settled the succession 
taxes when wealthy men died and took 
five iier cent, of the proceeds as his 
fee. When Mr. Pugsley was a member 
of the house not holding office charges 
were made that the government was 
paying two prices for steel liigliway 
bridges. Mr. Pugsley appeared before 
the ccmimittee as counsel for the gov- 
ernnuml and was paid by the treasury 
a Iiigh daily tee. .Haying a government 
majority on the'iljonimlttoo ho .'•ecuied 
a verdict, and tHen'went into the legis- 
lature as a member to speak and vote 
for the majority , report. During his 
time of service- as "provincial minister 
Air. Pugsley continued his private 
practice which was* probably the lar- 
gest and most remunerative of the 
province. 

How He Leaves the Province 

When Mr. Pugsley left the provin- 
I'lal government there were large fin- 
ancial obligations coining due. .-Vt last 
winter session ho explained that this 
money could bo borroAved^, casil.v at 
t»i-ee and a half per,!-cent.i;j- Meanwhile 
a' large part of It waa; floating In the 
banks. Since then the; banlra have de- 
clined to make further advances and 
demanded repayment of overdrafts, in 
consequence the new premier has been 
obliged to float a loan at five per cent., 
which Is the highest rate of Interest 
paid by a Canadian province on any 



loan floated durhifj- the last ten years 
and more. Air. Pugsley had evidently 
made hl.i escape at the right moment 
for;]i|ih5elf.\,:.Ho,,doeSinot gaC the rall- 
wa.jrf dSpSf tmWt? tfs^^^^ original 
lnte)Ulphi';^but-tbepoines'?--nii'ri of 
public works,- which' department last 
year expended over nine million dol- 
lars. This will give him' a fair oppor- 
tunity to exorcise his remarkable gifts 
as a distributor of public funds; 

Members Passed Over " 
Either Mr. Kmmeison hnn given up 
the task of vlnilieating hhnself or Sir 
Wilfrid has refused to wait longer the 
completion ,;0f , the process. The' New 
Brunswick ' -portfolio has gone else- 
where and .Mr. Ernmerson is practic- 
ally oiit of public life. While govern- 
ment supporters ill parliiiment have 
been rather impudently declaring that 
the Conservative party is without ma-' 
terlal to form a government Sir Wil- 
frid Laurler ha-s passed his opinion 
uiion his own following- In Ihe house, v 
lie was not able to find in the rank 
of ills riarllaniontary supporters a man 
whom ho thought worthy to fill either ' 
of the vacant positions in the cabinet. ; 

Great Conservative Meetings 

While Sir Wilfrid has been strug- 
gling to make Ills cabinet jirescntablc, 
Air. Borden and his friends liave held 
remarkably successful and entlutsla.s- 
tic meetings in ICastciii Canada. The 
Halifax gathering was tlescribed even 
by Liiberal journals as one of the lar- 
gest and finest ever bold .it th<^ Nova 
Hcotia capital. At Glace Bi'iy the op- 
Iiosltion leader and. others addrcs.ned 
largest political gatherings e\'er seen 
in Cupc Breton. At Aliddleton, tho 
hall wdiore tho meeting was called 
could only hold a fraction of the au- 
dience and the' meeting was adjourn- 
ed to the opep air. ,St, John people 
crowded f.ie largest hall in the city 
and many failed to obtain admission. 
The same tiling happened in New- 
castle, N. B., tliough the town is Justly 
proud of its public hall. 'J'hc meet- 
ing in Quebec City was attended by 
thousands. Mr. Bergeron, M. P., was 
with Air. Borden In life lower province 
meetings. Mr. Foster, who 'spoko at 
Aliddleton with Air. Borden, has ad- 
dressed other gatherings In Nova Sco- 
tia, and Is to speak In New Bruns- 
wick. Everywhere the Consen^atlve 
speakers have had receptions which 
plainly show that tho tide Is turning 
in. their favor. 



The Present Bishop of London Is 



eloved Prelate 



..^ Right Rev. Arthur P'oley Winning- 
ton Ingram, Bishop of London, wlio is 

now visiting Canada, is by long odds 
the most riopular and the hardest 
working bishop in England. Ho has 
the most picturesque personality of any, 
of the dignitaries of the Established 
■Church, and In View of his present 
visit some, account- of- him. may bo 
of Interest to Canadian readers. 
, . The popular notion of a bishop is a 
';!^0rnaii with a i>ompons manner, a portly 
■■-■''■'franio, and siiindle-slianked legs clad 
in gaiters. Barring the gaiters, IJr. In- 
grain does not look a bit like this lype, 
whicli irre\'erent English cartoonists 
ha\'e made so famliiar. He is light, 
.spare and lean. Jle is always on the 
iriuvc, which keeps biiu trained down 
fine, like an athlete. He is too rushed 
to bother about dignity. I-'or the same 
reason ho is indifferent to his personal 
aiipearance. His hat always looks as 
if it \vould extinguish liini. His collars 
don't tit. Enthusiastic maiden ladles 
describe his face as that of a mediae- 
val saint, if tho t.spical face for a 
mediaeval saint is thin and brown and 
expresses a niiiiglcd keenness, kindness 
and luiiiior, ilii-u the bishop lias one. 
In all prnhabilily he never has thought 
about It himself. 

He has the woll-iuerltcd reputation 
of keeping busier than an>- otlier man 
In LiOndon. Certainly no cabinet min- 
ister or inomber of pailiamiMit works 
so hard for his country as Dr. Ingrain 
does for his church. Hut hard work 
never troubled liim. Me is used to it. 
Ho is one of the tew who owe their 
])o.sltions on the Eiiiscopal Bench en- 
tirely to hard work. Ho worked hard 
at Oxford, taking both an excellent 
riegi-ee In tho schools and on tho river, 
for he was a fine oarsnjan. , Ho ^work- 
ed hard as a clergyman'=,ln'. thb' west of 
England, whore he showed that ho was 
a man to be reckoned with. Ho work- 
ed harder still when .at the ago of 
thirty he became the head of Oxford 
House, one of the pioneer college set- 



tlements ill the East End — tho olum 
cud— of i.,oiidon. 

It was tiiere he dcvoloiied his organ- 
izing i-apaeity. It was there ho learned 
how to use men to uplift their loss 
fortunate fellow creatures. It was ho 
who induced man>- of the imhlic scools 
to ° take a hand in ".seltleineiit work," 
soithat they each undertook, in part at 
least, to support a club. Personal, not 
vicarious, work wiis his method of get 
ting hold of jieoplo in the East End, 
and they aro a particularly difficult lot 
to get liold of. 

Tho "foot-and-door trick," as he 
called it, was one that he then learned 
to perform with considerable success, 
and, ho once declared, "every clergy- 
man who understands not only his'own 
business, but what is more important, 
his Alaster's business, must learn to 
practice." It is an example of getting 
an inch In order to take an ell. When 
the clergyniiin calls, as Dr. Ingram 
once explained, "after some titne a it- 
tie girl opens the door, and you hear a 
voice from the -wash tub at the hack 
ask, 'Who is that, Kally'." Sally shouts 
back, 'Please, mother, it's Keligiou' " — 
a plira.se wiiic-h the bishop believes 
needs all a man's presenc of mind to 
combat. With the door opened the 
clcrgjiiiaii gently Insinuates his foot 
between it and the doorpost, so that It 
cannot bo shut easily, and thus he gets 
a i-hancc! of speaking lor a few min- 
utes, at all c\-eiits though it is "ruina- 
tion to the liools, and sometimes linrts 
the toe.--." 

.Most liishoiis preach teniiieraiicc, Ijut 
don't practice total absthieiice. Dr. 
Ingram does both. lie bilieves in lee- 
lotallsm for itelf, .-iihI regards it as an 
in<lispensuhle qualifieatleii in any om; 
who wishes lo advam-e tin: cause of 
teniperunco among tho inteiiipeiate. Ai. 
a meeting of workmen, one day, he 
■wasj'dUcusslhgV'ih'e'' uaual <niestion 
when one of the men' shouted, ".-^re you 
a 'tot*?" "Of course, I am,' was the 
response. "All right, tlien," said the 
workman; "fire away. If you wasn't, 
,1 wouldn't listen to you." 



Dr. Ingram won the real affection of 
the poor peo|)lo "down East" by his 
genuine kimiiies.s, his free and easy 
manners with them and by acting al- 
ways up to his motto, "Don't be afraid 
to be human." He often salutes an 
irreelaimalile eld ruffian with a genial 
"Hello, old boyl" On one occasion he 
lent a seedy individual Ills great coat 
and it never returned. Ho uha»,,,|3een 
censured by a parochial relief fcqmiiilt- 
tco for giving away half crcxyns 'tbo 
freely and Indiscriminately. Instead of 
treating Infidelti with sacerdotal scorn 
and contempt and heaping anathemas 
upon them, he has frotiucntly engaged 
in open air debates with them in tho 
parks on Sundays. And If they did not 
always find his logic convincing, they 
learned to esteem and respect the man. 
As Illustrating his relations with them 
a friend of his tells an anecdote. 
On one occasion ho was with Dr. tng- 
ram at a bustling railway station when 
the Bishop was accosted by a some- 
what iniposng dignitary of the church 
who entered Into grave talk with hlni. 
Suddenly Dr. Ingram said. "Pardon 
me," and hastening after a rough- 
looking man who was passing, hailed 
him heiirtily, and the greeting was 
as heartily returned. "NN'h.iover was 
that?" asked the elder dignitary, 
somewhat pomi)ousl.\^ when Dr. Ingrain 
had reJoiiKMl Him. "Ob." was tlie re- 
1)1>', "that's one of tie- elevere.st of iiiN' 
infidel oiipi-ments in Virtni-ia Paris. We 
.-ilways ha\-e a chat when we m.fet." 
"\'ou don't iiicau that he Is an atheist, 
surely'."' wa=i the liorrllied resjionsc. 
"Ves," said Dr. Ingi'.-im, "1 d.i, or at all 
events, lie fancies he's one; but lie is 
sueli a pleasant fellow ;ind tlier<' Is a 
lot that is good in lilm." Ami then, 
with ;i grave jianse, he .•idded, "and 
goodness can have only one source." 

Dr. Ingram worked harder than ever 
^vhen in ISllT ho was made i-Jiiff ragaii 
Hi.shop of Steiiney, one of the most 
populous and poorest of the big Eon- 
don dlstrlcl.s. 

"How do you niiinagc to get through 
It all?" somebody once asked hlin. , 



"By taking eacli little duty— trivial 
enough of itself, perhaps — as the great 
and insistent cmiccrn of the d;i\-," ho 
answered. "If I go to a workhouse 
service and the dear old Inmates lienor 
me with a sevenfold 'Amen' 1 am con- 
tent to regard that service as one of 
the central duties of the day. If one 
thought of the iiroblems of I,ondon as 
a whole — if one could see all the mis- 
ery a"d hunger, and wickedness and 
evil in one single flash ot the eye — 
why, one would go mad.- The thing is 
to take each - duty separately, to be- 
lieve that every word counts and to 
leave the rest In the hands of our 
Eiithcr." 

Si.x years ago Dr. Ingram was made 
a full-. lodged bishop with the whole 
pec of Londo.n to rule over and ii seat 
In tlie gilded chain her as one of the 
Lords Spiritual. It was a great change 
for the frugal bachelor. In lieu of a 
plain dwelling in tlie midst ot the 
slums his residence was now l''ulhaiii 
Palace, a great big iilai'i- with no less 
than forty-four bedrooms and set in 
spacious and beaut ifiil gr-mnds. .\noth- 
er mansion in SI. .faiues's sijuare which 
would rent for $5,1100 a year was added 
to his Btjiscopal domain. His salary 
was raised to JCO.OOO a year — wliiih is 
the. highest salary paid to an.\' bishop. 
He didn't want . the palace and be 
didn't want'tho.mcinslonV-'tiut they went 
with the Job and ho had to' take them, 
although ho protested that he would 
imicli prefer living in a simple flat and 
dividing Ills Income among tho poorer 
clergy. That ho cotild not have his 
way affords afi Illustration of the many 
nnnmnlles that discredit the Church of 
lOngl.'iml and render its dlsestabllsli- 
ment some da>- Imn ilable. 

As a matter of fact, witli such need- 
les.sly e.jstly est a bli sluiien I s to niain- 
taiii, bis big salai'>- does not suffice lo 
pay lii.s expenses. .Soiiii! years ago, 
witli 'cbaracterist li' eonrago and frank- 
ness, he i)ublislii'd a Ijahince sheet 
showing Just how the money goes. It 
shows that since he left the slums Cqr 



a palace he has been growing poorer 
at the rate sometimes of considerably 
over $1,000 a year. How he contrives 
to keeii out of tho bankruptcy court is 
a secret known perhaps lo a few of his 
wealthy friends. Tliere have been many 
bishops- In the Church of England who 
have managed to lay up con.iderablo 
treasures on oartli as well, iire.'juniably, 
as in heaven, , but the .Bishop of 'Lon- 
don Is not one of thern. I 

As Bishop of London ho hustles 
lia,rdcr now than.ov,eCf^e|OK3i',-Ho rise.s 
at an hour when ^itiosfi-'servants are 
still abed, and 'seldom 'rptlrqs before 
midnight. The head of innlimerable 
.societies, and with the most populous 
diocese in the world In his charge, tho 
demands on his time are incessant. It 
is purely to savo.tlmo that he now 
uses a motor ear or. a. horse and car- 
riage to get around London Instead of 
travelling in tho lumbering 'bus or 
street car.

Hut he bothers him- 
self as little as e\'''r about dignity. 

Tho humble folk in tlie East Eml see 
iiUK'li more of him than the opulent 
West Enders. Som.- time tigo he spent 
several hours in oiie_of the infirniaries 
of slumd'iin. Hearing that among the 
inmates was an old woman boasted 
of having danced with him when be 
was running the Oxford House Settle- 
ment, he iiisisterl on seeing her. ('las|i- 
liig tin? bands episcopal, she reminded 
him that he couhl not at first get the 
young ladl(!s to give him a turn; and 
ailded, ailmlriug'-ly : "Lor', Mr. Ingram, 
ain't you got on! Who'd thought it!" 
-And the liisliop laughed heartily, re- 
cognizing a liindred '.spirit who was not 
afraid to In', human. 

Li'.iviiig h'lilliam P;ilace in his motor 
ear the otlir]- day he eneouutered a 
cabinet-maker wlm had just finished 
a job at tho episcopal residence. 



"Which way are yon going?" asked 
the Bislioi).

It is a sihgulkr proof of his power to 
adapt hlnisclf .toitlie varying sections 
of liumanlty that go to the making of 
the multitudinous life of his vast dio- 
cese that ho is equally a favorite in 
Buckingham Palace and in tlio slums 
of Whitechapel. He wins by sympathy, 
he conquers by his great humanity. Ho 
Is In nq Siinse a great scholar; ho has 
been far too busy for that, and for 
lialr-splitting theology ho cares not a 
Jot, but he understands human nature 
and its needs, and lie knows how to get 
a hearing for his message. 

A remarkable instance of this was 
w-ltnessedjatcthe great workingmen's 
meeting held'"ilt ' the Church Congress 
a few yetirs ago.' There was a vast 
liall crowded from end to end witli 
licen hard-hearted artl.-?ans, and con- 
fronting them In'unserrlod ranks wore 
rows uiion rows of gaitered bishops, 
deans and archdeacons — the personifi- 
cation of the Anglican Church. The 
force of contrast could htirdly further 
go. .Suddenlj- a tall, slight, keen-faced 
clean sha\'en man with a jn'ight smile 
and an irresistible magnctlsiTi about 
him siiraiig to his feet, and in tlie 
twinkling or an eye a. great roar of ap- 
plause rattled uii to the very rafters. 
The Bishop of London was .ab.iut to 
address the Xorthaiiipton shoemakers. 
He iK^gaii riuito easily by- recalling 
some of bis early experience in the 
East i'.'nd.

Sunday in Jietliiial Green. I nddrcsseti

But the. twentieth century Bishop of, 
London Itriew his audience, tind tho.v. 
know and appreciated him. Under tho 
circumstances it was far more to tho 
purpose than all tho scholarship and 
theology of tho 'schoolmen and . the 
early fathers. It was human, and that 
is what the Bishop is so pre-eminently 
himself. 

The Bishop Is verging on 50. He la 
regarded now as a confirmed bachelor. 
He has had his romance. When ho 
was Bishop of Stepney, Lady Ulrica 
Duncombe, a beautiful girl and tho 
youngest daughter of Lord and Lad.%' 
Fevcrsham, -was going through a 
course of slumming. , She h.ad fitted 
herself for tho work liy qualifying in a 
hospital as a fully trained nurse. Sho 
and tlie J?ishop were thrown much to-' 
getlier. In the course of time their 
engagement was formally announced, 
but for some reason that was never 
explained it w:is broken off. It has 
been suggested that the gootl Bishop 
ctime to the conclusion that tho life of 
iirduous labor he hail mapped out for 
hinisolf allowed scant room f.n' domes- 
tic bliss, aii.d If called on lo sacrifice 
one or tile other, .the cliui'cli had tho 
superior claim on him. As regard.s 
Lady ITlrica. it lias been hinted tiiat, 
devmif and kind-liearted though sho 
uiuloubtodly is, she discovered that sho 
yearned for sonietliing different from 
the life of a luinistering angel of the 
slums. A few \'(\-u's ago 'she married 
Colonel ICverard. Bai'ing, a brother of 
Lorll Revclstoke.

-1, IX-ll, In whii'li centre he received 
bis early educjitlon, graduating from 
the gymiiasiimi, in the elassicil course 
ill LS.'i.s. .Sbortl,v afterwards be paid 
hi.--: first \'isit to tlii.> IFiiUed Statt^s. 
He saw sen-ice in the Civil war, (d' 
which he was a veteran, and after 
Wiis elected to the eliair of modern 
huiguages in Adrian i-olU-ge .-it Ad- 
rian, Mhdilgaii. Suhseriiient ly ho 
taught modj'in I,-ingiiages .'iiitl ])liilos- 
opliy at Hillsdale College. 

In ISiii, Dr. llaanel w;is elected Pro- 
fessor of Natural .Sclcni'es in Albion 
I'ollege. During his residence at this 
institution, a ncrlorl of four years, he 
labored with cha racterlsl le energy and 
zeal for the Improx'emeii I of liis de- 
partment of the uiilversily, v.'ith tho 
result that before be left it li.-id be- 
come the largest and most adoquately 
equipneil of tlie Inst 1 1 u t ion, ^^'lllIe at 
.\lbion lie received the degree of M.'is- 
ter of .\i'ts from Ohio uiilversily. 

At the close of his fourth year at 
.■\lldon Dr. Haaiiel finding his' liealtli 
•\'ery iniicli Impaired from overwork, 
returned lo Geriiuinj'. where he grad- 
uated from Hreslan university as Doc- 
tor of Pliiio.'ioiiliy, with the degree 
"magna cum laiide" In tho following 
subjects: Gecdogy, Allneralogy, Chem- 
istry and I'h.N'sics. 

Imiiiediatel.v u)ion the completion of 
his iiiilversil\' course. Dr. ira.niel re- 
turned lo .•\merica and joined the staff 
of Vi(doria imlversity, Cobourg, On- 
lario, as Professor of Natural Sciences, 
;ind leidiiring for the first six years 
on tlK' subjects of (ii'idog.v, .Mineralogy, 
< "hem Isl i'.\- and I'h.vslcs, after wlileli on 
the appointment of one of his stud- 
ents. Dr. A. P. Coleman, to the Chair 
of Ocojogy In Victoria university, ho 
confined his attention lo mineralogy 



and physics only. Later he W'as ap- 
pointed Dean of tlie Science Depart- 
ment and Director of I'^araday Imll, the 
first science hall in Canada, the erec- 
tion of which was carried on und_er 
Dr. Haanel's supervision and direc- 
tion. 

During tlio term of his profes!sorslii|i 
at Victoria univei'sit.v. Dr. llaanel 
found lime to undertake some original 
research work in coniieetion with 
blowpipe anal.vsis, his results being 
printed in ;i. series of papers entitled, 
"Hydi'iodic Acid !is a. Blow Pliie Re- 
agent and Ciypsum Tablets as a Sup- 
port Superior to Charcoal," and pub- 
lished in the Transactions of the Royal 
.Sotdely of CJanada, of which he was a 
charter member. 

In ISSS Dr. Haanel was Invited to 
accept the Chair of Phy.sles In Syra- 
cuse university, and upon the removal 
of Victoria iiiiiverslty lo Toronto, ac- 
cepted the invitation in preference to 
a Professorship at Toronto university 
proffered at the same time. When lie 
assumed hl.s duties at this university, 
however, he found the equipment of 
tho department very Inadoqnntc, but 
ultimately with his aid it came to rank 
in this respect witli tlio best provlfled 
institutions in the coiintr\-. 

In 11101 Dr. Haanel resigned his pro- 
fessorship lo aceeiit the tiiiiiol'nlment 
of superintendent of mines for Can- 
;iiia,,. offered him by the Hon. Clifford 
Sifton, then minister of the interior, 
and also, b.v tho way, a forimn- stud- 
ent under Dr. Haanel. 

T'ew men have won such regard and 
esteem frcmi their associates as has 
tho new director of mines. Thus on 
the subject o[ his C^anadlan appolnU 
liiont, tho Syracuse Post^Standard re- 
marks in a leading article: "In choos- 



ing, a scientist as Kup(n'iiitendi'nt of 
mines of tlic Dominion of Canada, no 
man more worthy from riast record 
and present ability could have been 
selected. ... In a trlbnto paid I>i'. 
Haanel upon tho conclusion of four- 
teen years of service as a Professor 
in Victoria iiiversil,\- some years iigo 
it was said that inohably no other jier- 
son had done so much lo give sclenco 
its dm; iinportaricci In . the university 
education of Cnnn'da as this niiiii. He 
entered Syracuse university twelve 
years ago, when ilie Department of 
Physics was small .ind poorly equipp- 
ed; ho will leave the university in ]ios- 
session of one of tlic finest and most 
conipleto departments tliat can l)e 
found in any educational instiliiti'in in 
tho country." And the Chancellor of| 
tho University wrote; "1 eongratulate 
yon and I congrjitulato the Go<'ernment 
of Canada upon securing a iiirin so | 
eminent among' scholar.s, so thoroughly | 
filled with science ,ind dominated by 
its genius ;ind, who . . . adds to li\i| 
scientific U'liowledgc, acqiialntanci'; 
with mecbanleal arts and with affairs, 
an acciulsUlini lndlspen.sable to tho 
iniportant office to which you have 
been appointed." 

Upon. coming to Canada IJr. llaanel 
proceeded at once to liilti.-ite ,i woric 
ot ini|)ortanco. Tho Kloiidlko excite- 
ment was then In full swdug and (Uir 
energeth' neighbors to the south were 
putting forth every effort to seeiw'(! 
the bulk of the trade resltiiig tli..'i'e- 
froni. Ami limy were succeeding 
largely by reason 'of the fact tlrat there 
was a. United .States assay office at 
Seattle, where without any dlffh'iilly 
or trouble tho nilnor might take his 
gold and convert II Into currency with- 
out being heavily mulcted In charge?. I 



Henc(? the .Siiiieriiiteiident ot Alines es- 
tablished a. Go\-ernment assa,\' office 
In Vnncouver, and also arranged wlih 
the iirovincial nutlKU'ltles for like fa. 
eilities at tho ca])itai. and in conse- 
f|uence the stream oC gcdd was con. 
shlcniblv diverted into Canadian clian- 
nels. 

li^is next important work was the 
proclnctioii of tho monograph "Gn the 
Ijocatlon and I'jXaminallon of Mag- 
netic Ore Deposits by Magneto-metrie 
Aleasurements." This method of lo- 
cating magnetic ore Ijodies has been 
most successfully adojiled in Sweden 
and it should prove of extraordinary 
value a.iid iitllltv- in this coiiutry wliere 
the conditions are not dissimilar. \\'e 
iinderslaiid, meanwhile, that the In- 
struments will be largely used for de- 
termining the extent of ore bodies by 
tho en.gineers to wlioni has boon en- 
trusted the task- of reporting for the 
department on the iron resources of 
the. Doiiiinlon. 

Possibly, however, Dr. Haanel's 
greatest aehjovement from an econ- 
omic Rfandpolnt Is tho work resnlllng 
from his Investigations of thi! aiipliea- 
tion of electro- thermic processes for 
the Hlnelllng of Iron ores nnd steel as 
applied to conditions existhiK In C..\n. 
ad!i. In lOOli lie was ;ippoiiitcd Chalr- 
ni:iii of a. Commission whicli went lo 
Enroiie to entpiire Into the iliffereoii 
processchs in use then'. .V full and 
most valuabl(5 repiU't giving tlu! result 
of Ihesr) iiive.stlKatbuis was published 
the following year and attracted wide- 
spread intei'eiit ami ;iltenll.iii. while 
later the government aullun-lzed the 
sidling ii|i of an experimental plant at 
Hiiult Ste. Alai'ic, where a scries of 
very succcsHful tests! was iuirried out 
under tho direction of Dr. llaanel In 



the .'tutuniii and winter of inoii, the re- 
sults being piibilsiied in tho report 
recently issued. Th<3 fiitnro will de- 
lernilnd the commerciiil potentialities 
of cleetric smeltlns in i.'anada, but in 
the opinion of many conipotent to ex- 
press ;in opinion it will ultimately re- 
voliitiouizo existing nuMhuds and be 
the me.'ius of turniii.g lo jjioftlable ac- 
1 coiiiit tho large iron rcsource.i of On- 
i tarlo and Central Canada, which aio 
' now to uU intents and purposes lying 
[ Idle. ' 

Among other Iniportant publications

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The Practical Study of Or^^^ Evolution 




Recent Progress In tlio Study of VarU 
atlon, Heredity und IDvolutlon. By 
Robert Heath Lock. (Murray, 7s 6d 
net.)

London Times: Among tlie\inany 
epigrammatlo deflnltldna of science, 
the phrase "science is measuroment" at 
least expresses the truth that all sci- 
ences as they advance pass from a 
stage of broad qualitative observation 
to on<>, of exact quantitative statement. 
Hitherto there has been somef distinc- 
tion between tlie sciences in which this 
latter stage , has long been reached — 
sciences such as physics and chemistry 
—and those still In- the earlier stage — 
:ininoly, zoology, botany, and a grea^t 
part of geology. The former, In fact, 
have been called "exact sciences" I'n 
opposition to the latter so-called "nat- 
ural Bolehcos." The distinction on 
these grounds now bids fair to be oblit- 
erated. The manifestations of life, un- 
constrained, fluctuatl'ng and elusive, 
have at last been subjected to the bal- 
ance and the rule. What; then, have 
thcsd exact methods taught us What 
arc they likely to teach? 

One, of tlio contra.! problems In tlio 
history oC the Uvinp; world is presented 
by the process of evolution. Evolution 
In one form or other has been admitted 
almost ever since man began to think 
on those inattera; and co-ntroversy has 
raged, not so much around the bare 
fact, as around tho quoslion whether 
this evolution was a continuous unfold 
iug of new forms from those pre-ex- 
isting-, or wliether it took place by suc- 
cessive, clearly-delinod steps. Of old 
those who ma^ntalned tho latter vlow 
mipht regard tho stops a.s special cre- 
ations, or might Insert cataclysms be- 
tween the epochs of earth-hi-storj-. To- 
day tho believers in discontiiuious ev- 
olution admit a continuity of matter, 
and invoke no deviation from tho or- 
dinary course of nature, while thoy 
havo reduced tho supposed stops, to 
such as the strictest uniforrnitarian 
may admit to be possible. To the su- 
perficial observer , the difference be- 
' tween" the' two sebools may appear one 



between Tweedledum and Tweedledee; 
but it involves a fundamental distinc- 
tion of practical no less thn'n philo- 
sophical importance. 

Tlie cvnlutlon of living creatures by 
gradual chanKc is tho liypothesis lirst 
rendered acceptable through the sub- 
sidiary hypothesis of Darwin. Accord- 
ing to this, tlie imniodlato descendants 
of every creature vary slightly from tho 
parent and from each other, nnd those 
forms more I'n accord with their sur-j 
roundinss liav(! a better chance of sur- 
vival in the struKk'le Cor oxistoncc 
Wliether by migration to another place, 
or by physical chany;e in tlio original 
surroundings, some of tho offspring 
come into a different sot of conditions, 
and those surviving under these new 
conditions- will bo tho forms bettor 
adapted to them and will therefore dif- 
fer slightly from thoso surviving un- 
der original oonditinns. Continuation 
and repetition of this process slowly 
liroduces different races, finally fixed 
as different .species. That a changed 
environment also acts directly on liv- 
ing boing.s is a familiar fad; but 
wlicther its innuence is persistent or 
not is a tUsputod ciuestlon, whicli docs 
not affect the main contention that tho 
changes licro su^i^^osed to result in new 
species are on tho whole small a'nd 
continuous and arise from the infinite 
slight differences between the individ- 
uals composing the offspring. 

Those who support tho hypothesis 
of evolution by separate steps maintain 
that each step consists in a distinct dif- 
ference of the offspring, or some In- 
dividuals of the oltsprlng, from tho 
parent; that these different- forms sur- 
vive, so long as they'^^arefj^ndt out oi: 
harmony with tlie erivlronment; and 
tliat tlioy breed true. ■■..Suchjaidltterence 
is called "dlscantlnbbus.^varla)Jpin,";'as 
opposed to the "continuous':' variation" 
of the Darwinian hypothesis. ■ "Every 
one accepts the fact of discontinuous 
variation, but many advocates of evo- 
lution by this process J go ;po-:'lar as to 
deny the origin otisiiecles-byiselection 
from continuous varlatlonsJ ' : They hold 
that there Is an essential difference be- 
tween the two classes of variation, a 
difference that may be presented thus. 
Continuous .evolution may bp regarded 
as >th(Bl"pr6efess'r'bf a sphere, rolling 



gently and equably as the ground 
slopes now in this direction, now Jn 
that. Discontinuous evolution resem- 
bles rather , tho motion of a polyhedron 
under similar conditions; It may tilt 
ill one direction or another,, but, so 
long as tho motion Is not top. great, it 
returns to its original ba^e' aiid there 
Is no locomotion; not. till the motion 
exceeds the force of gravity docs It turn 
over on to anotlier face and so move 
irrevocably from one, jjosltlon to an- 
other. In this latter Illustration the 
t i\rlier motions of the polyhedron rep- 
riisent the normal discontinuous varia- 
tions of a race, never resulting in ac- 
tual progress, and tho overturning of 
tho polyhedron represents the dlscon- 
tinous variation, which. If succesCul, 
results In a now species. The prac- 
tical Importance of the dlstlnctioVi is 
obvious, tor, If normal continuous var- 
iations, however long they bo selected, 
and however much they hb aided by 
artificial chartge of syrroundlngs, _ are 
never truly persistent, if tho original 
typo, however hard we try to expel it, 
tamon usque recurret, then gardeners, 
breeders, and philanthropists who think 
to effect a permanent Improvement in 
riovvers, cattle, or moh by slow selec- 
tion, culture, model dwellings, or edu- 
cation are merely wasting their ener- 
gies, which they should direct rather 
towards the preservation of discon- 
tinuous variations. 

The choice between tbfese conflicting 
hypotheses, cannot be made, until they 
have been checked by «xaot measure- 
ment and minute observation. In this 
research two methods, have been fol- 
lowed, and up to the present havo led 
their followers to opposed conclusions. 
The first method. Intimately associat- 
ed with the -names of V/:JP. R. Weldon 
and his biographer. Professor Karl 
Pearson, consists In the measurement 
ot large numbers of individuals, in tho 
tabulation of those ■ measurements or 
of such other characters as are capable 
of numerical statement, and i'n the In- 
terpretation of these data by mathe- 
matical analysis. Those who wish for an 
intelligible elementary account of this 
form of research will llnd it in Mr. 
Lock's book. In spite of the fact that 
they will And . therein no mention of 
Weldon's enthusiastic; and far-reaching 
labors.'isferevlt'oan'idnly be said that 



biometry, as this method is termed, has 
Icd'its professors to the conclusion that 
evolution does progre.-.y grauUttlly, and 
that some species, at any rate, have 
originated by tho roijoateil selection of 
continuous variations. 

The second metliod consists in the 
observation of special cases, in ex- 
perimental breeding, and in tlie tracing 
of individual descent. Large numbers 
may bo dealt with, and indeod tire pre- 
ferred; but the anc,:-stral lilslory of 
each Individual nuist be recorded. 
The numerous oljservutions of Proces- 
sor Hugo do Vries h;iv(> led him to 
many important cDnchi.slons ; but, so 
far as concerns llio niiiin point at is- 
sue, they may '"' .^unnnari/.i'd in tho 
statement llmt dlscoiuinuous varia- 
tions do from lime to time arise with 
the capability oC propagation as dis- 
tinct races, oi-, 11' you v.'lll, as .species. 
Tlio chance of their porsislcnec in a 
state of nature is lu-liHil by the fact 
that dotlnlte variations of similar chur- 
actor arise in numbers and n'peatodl.v. 
Tho new feature or fi-.-itures may Ijo 
scarcely discerniblo, bui. Uiclr iinport- 
a'nco lies In thi'ir (ioiiiiib.'iic.^s and jier- 
slstiiucc". 'J'liis kind nf variation i.s 
called by l^rol'.-usor ^'ri..■s "nuila- 
tlon," a term i)ri-vlousl.v used in a dif- 
ferent sense, and the e<tulvalent of tho 
])roferabl(^ t.^rm "saltatir.n." The least 
that must be admitted as tho result of 
these re.-iearclies is that saltation oc- 
curs and may give rise to fresh sijocles 
more frequently than wa'i formerly 
supposed. 

The view that all fr..';di siiecics orig- 
inate In this way is sii|)p(iil(!d liv tho 
experlnients and eonchi:-ion.s (?C Crcgor 
aiendel and oC the modern iMendellan 
school, whoso leader is .Mr. William 
li.-iteson, of Canibridgi\ it would be 
Impossible to give within the limits of 
our space any Intejllgible exposition 
of jrendelian prlnclpl.;s.

that an organism can be analyzed into' 
"a greater numhor of unit characters, 
each capable o£ separate description, 
and all inherited independently of one 
anothei." The quiddity of a species I.s 
Ihereforo something definite and ma- 
terial, and n mutant or saltant differs 
from its parent species by the addition 
or subtraction of a material entity 
capable of transmission. Since tills 
transn-iission is efCccted by tho germ- 
cells, nnd since, as was shown by 
\Velsman, those cells are .separated 
from the cells of tho body at an early 
stage of individual development, and 
thereafter Kept distinct, it follows that 
tlie now character of the saltant must 
arise In tlie germ-cells. Examination 
of tlie gorm-cells should therefore re- 
veal Komo material difference. It is, 
ill fact, l.)idieved that niinuto bodies 
found in the nuclei of cells, and called 
chroniosonies beeau.so they arc brought 
to light by treatment witli certain col- 
substani.-es, are the material 
bearers of the characters, the chroiii- 
siinies b(!ing themselves composed of 
mailer chri imonieros, of whicli each 
eprcKcnts a character; and it is as-

.Hchoolmen, but It may. be doubted 
whether It can ever answer them. The 
crucial experiments of the Mendelians 
are tho crossings of distinct varieties, 
and serve to show that tho distinctive 
characters of both parent-s persist, 
even though one may temporarily be 
overlaid by the other. But It does not 
follow from this that thoso characters 
wore always so persistent, or that all 
characters arc of the same'naturc. The 
Mendelians accuse the blbmotrlclan's o£ 
dealing too exclusively with masses of 
material and of Ignoring individual' 
history. The biomotrlclans retort. that 
Mcndellan work is only in the qualita- 
tive stage, and that the alleged distinct 
characters have not been submitted to 
accurate measurement. 

Believers In coptlnuous evolution 
readily admit that species and even so- 
called genera have arisen by saltation, 
while the upholders- of discontinuous 
evolution grant that variation ' may -bo 
continuous within wide limits. Tho 
dispute arises .over the word "limit." 
Those, who believe that' each species 
has bounds which it cannot pass base

Ah to tho certainty of the facts re- 
ported by experimenters of the Mon- 
dolian school there is o£ course no 
doubt. Nor is thero any doubt as to 
their practical value for breeders. But 
tl-.o accejitaiiee of all the theoretical 
eonclusloiis based on tlioso f.'icts is a 
.lllfi-rent m.atter. To regard an organ- 
ism as a bundle of character.s is a 
enrloiis retui-a to a view that natural- 
i.-'is seemed to have been growing out 
oC, and invites tlie inquiry as to how 
many char.ieters can be removed suc- 
cessfully from an organism without 
rumihilating it. P,lueness or prickll- 
ness or bigness may each be a charac- 
ter, changeable into redness or smooth- 
ness or .smallness; but is* a heart or a 
shell or a stomach a character in the 
.■same sense? Or again is there really 
something to be said for the old cus- 
tom of tho .sy.steinatists in ascribing to 
one character a specific value, to an- 
other a generic or family value, and 
.so on? Mendellsm provokes these 
l^uastlons;: 80 suggestive of medieval 



It is worth nothing, therefore, that!'up 
holders of the contrary view arcs In a 
majority among those, whose observa- 
tion has extended throughout the far 
dilfereiit periods of geological time, 
'J'lio more minutely palaeontologists 
examine the successive fossils, tho 
more are they convinced of a strictly 
continuous evolution. They '.see 
changes coining In so gradually .that 
thoy know not where In an ascending 
scries they shall draw the line of di- 
vision Into species, jBvenyf. these grad- 
ual changes ar0?np-f'more thoso 
continuous variations .admitted to oc- 
cur within the limits of a species, stilly 
the fact remains that all tho Indlvidals 
within one lino of descent undergo 
synchronous cliango, and that those' at 
the end of the series differ from those 
at tho beginning In, characters that 
every ono had ' previously agrefid' to re- 
gard as specific. It Is further notic- 
ed that the change involves not one or 
two Isolated characters.rbut'seyeral of- 
ten Interdependent. .;\There':lfv,no?a^^ 
tlon first of this characteif theh. of that, 
but the whole organism Is slowly 



moulded from ono form to another. 
Tho difficulty of conceiving, coihltant 
variation and selection ■ ot;,mant^^^^^^ 
feront characters l\as always been .'pul: ' 
forward as an objection to the pure 
Darwinian hypothesis; but It Is hard 
to see that these facts are explained 
any better on a hypothesis of saltation, 
whether sjnohronous or sutoesslve. 
Moreover, the undoubted occurrence of 
concomitant variation suggests a flaw 
In the argument against the possibility 
of unlimited advance by selection of 
continuous variations. If a Single 
character be taken of selection, a stage 
is reached when further advance would 
destroy the balance of tlie' .creature's 
constitution, or would ■' be:' physically 
impossible so long as the refet of the 
creature and the surroundings remain- 
ed in statu quo. Further change, there- 
fore must take place along. o^her lines. 
The growth of long tusks, for instance, 
demands- Increase in rfedk-musclcs, and 
a redistribution of -the skull .^^ weight, 
and this again affects the whole skele- 
ton and musculature qt 'the animal, 
not to mention Its other organs. That 
the change permitting further advance 
may ^also be a- change of environment 
Is shown by Mr.' Locltfs own Illustra- 
tion from tho trotting horse. Tho 
speed was Increased,' not merely by 
Improvement of the animal,' but by Im- 
provement of the track, then of the 
sulky, and in a llnal Instance by re- 
moving the wlnd-friotlon. Were it 
not for these extraneous variations we 
might still be quoting "two ten and a 
plank road" as the ultimate ideal. But 
this change of outward circumstances 
is precisely what does, take place in 
nature, and but for It no evolution 
would be possible. - - •■ 

We have here attempted to Set forth 
ono of the many problems dealt with 
In Mr. Lock's book; we have shown 
that it Is far from solved;' aiid^that^flts jA 
solution will be difficult; '■ But^all '^thftsa ; '.;

Japan and Korea-Intended That the Koreans Remain Su 




I Japan Is finding it hard as flint to' 
conquer the spirits of the sulky Co- 
reans in their stroam-wobbed land of 
"The --Morning Calm," who want nei- 
ther to^ rule tliemselves. In a modern 
sense, nor bo ruled. Their emblem, the 
Taguok, two comets involved and for- 
ever ithpedlng each other, Is a sign 
not without significance. The, Japanese 
affront their pride 6n every' occasion; 
for instance, thoy havo turned over au 
Important precedent In compelling 
prisoners to submit to their hair being 
cut off. The Japanese Intend that the 
Coreana shall remain a subject race 
and -not be absorbed, tho government 
having prohibited the Japanese colo- 
nists to intermarry with, the natives. 
Japanese statesmen are emphatic that 
Lincoln made a mistake in giving the 
jiegroes' cquallty with the jvhites.'lThls 
■unmistakably shows -how they mean 
,to , rule 'in Coreaj. and the. /tfen'd of 
itheir.^ Influence In Manchuria;'"' j Tlie 
conceit of it, you say!- In, the. style of 
his home the Corean,: e,3Ehlblfa Ihls ex- 
clusiveness, each ' tiouse>heIrig' entirely 
surrounded - with the '.servants' cpm- 
poundi'i It Is a green and white Iknd, 
the houses and garments being the lat- 
ter color. The only blue you come 
across is a slight touch in the decora- 
tion of the reception hall at Seoul, 
which ^as only added to please Por- 
tuguese foreigners centuries, ago. The 
valuable gold bpdies belonged to tho 
Imperial Household., They have been 
confiscated for the. benefit of the Jap- 
anese baronial hous^s.;;i -, The,; Japanese 
have completed thevrallrqiad ;.runhlng 
the length of the peninsula 650 miles, 
and also. across tho country, from Seoul 
to Gensan, 160 miles. , They will ..be 
operated by,,; the' governmantt whq;/also 
retaIri-.the;CPal , deposits; to wprk chief- 
ly as a-' war reserve. In a word, the 
peninsula Is to be a repetition of Egyp- 
tian occupation, but the Kohiin Hoi 
(Society of Dally Progress) declare the 
Japanese will not . And tho Coreans as 



docile and extingulshable as tho fella- 
hin. For. the east' the cillmate is a joy. 
The summer rains are somewhat 
heavy; the. winters iare of the Cana- 
dian type; dry and bra'clrig; spring and 
autumn are as green and gold as tho 
maple loaf. 

While the sovereignty of China In 
Manchuria, which tho commlttoo of 
Shanghai merchants called a "second 
Alanitoba," Is reiterated by. the Jiipa- 
neso well, organized foreign press ag- 
ency, you hear little of it along tho 
valley of the Llan and tho Chinese side 
of tho Yalu. Baron Saionji has formed 
a trust, called the Mlnaml Manshu, 
with seventy-five million capital, re- 
stricted to Japanese and a Chinese mi- 
nority subscription for the deiolopment 
of mines and connecting them by 
branch railways with the old parent 
lino to Port Arthur. The schemo Is 
a Manchurian development company 
with a very broad cliarter under dis- 
tinct government patrona.go. On the 
railway which tho war gave her in 
southern JIancliuria, J.'ipaii Is seeking 
.a-lpan'of one hundred and fifty million, 
vlFhlcli'''w-ill be reloaned to finance these 
govcrnmnnt baronial development com- 
panies. Tho railway is to bo broad 
gauged so as to exchange traffic with 
Chinese railways com tag from tho 
south and west, rather tlian to look for 
trade, with tlie broader gauged Sibe- 
rian railway at Kwang Chan Fu. Kx- 
cluslvo of tho revenue from military 
transport, tlic South Manchurian rail- 
way is already earning three inlllion 
gold a year, or $10 gold a milo per day. 
The operating oxponsos arc "If) per 
cent. The 'Vokoh.T.m.-i.. .Specie bank is 
Intrenched, though the Chinese take 
their note's at ■! per cent loss than the 
Mexican silver dollar which they are 
used to. One odd feature of the 
wharves at Newchwang are the piles 
of Japanese and Rus.sian shell frag- 
ments, which have been gathered from 
the-, battlefields by the tndefatigablo 
Chinese and brought down the Llao in 
junks. What would wo think if Kinii- 
lar hands had oommorciallzod tho glo- 
ry of Plevna, Metz, "Vicksburg and Al- 



exandra! But the Chinese havo never 
thought war was glory, and tho Iron- 
ical tono of their famous question at 
Tho Hague In 19.07, "What is war?" 
has .set the world .thinking as much 
as laughing. , ' '" . ' 

The Japanese cotton merchants of 
Osaka, who are driving America's cot- 
ton trade from Manchuria," have organ- 
ized into'ia' gulldiand aijpolnted the 
baronial hPuse'bf'lAlttfuf ft%'*IVIahchurl- 
an agents;'' 'The latter.' hdye -bbtalned 
from the' gbverrimeritl ari advance of 
0,000,000 yen at" 4 per cent, and tho 
merchants ' are extending this rate for 
four months "upori"' their- shli)plng bills. 
There .Is no wonder," therefore, that 
America's cotton- trade with Manchuria 
of 4,000,000 taels ' a year .should be 
throttled, and although , Japanese con- 
suls disguise it, Japan's entire busi- 
ness (railway, export and manufactur- 
ing) Is beoomtng natiqnalized into the 
largest aggregation of baronial-gov- 
ernment truiits . which commerce has 
ever experienced. To speak the whole 
truth, there are few privileges granted 
in Japan unless the Southern Satsuma 
and Cho Shin baronial families, who 
placed the emperor over, the shoguns, 
are first asked -what thoy .wamt, the 
former in navy affairs, anji -the latter 
In army and commerce. Many 'of those 
families are making up for the time 
when for centuries as huge lords ' in 
sympathy with the Mikado popes, they 
bore a proud and bitter Impoverish- 
ment, the remembrance of which now 
makes them the more relentless in 
their, determination to assert their op- 
portunities. The barpnial or dalmlo 
families number 250;,'- Jajian owes one- 
half billion to America, and Britain; 
she borrowed as much ' from her own 
people. Her railways cost her $200,000,- 
000; cotton, tobacco, matches and oth- 
er monopolies cost the government an- 
other $100,000,000, so it can; easily be 
figured what tho government- has;:, to 
earn to live. AVlien their Jingo -"pro- 
gressives" froth, many tunong us nro 
beginning to cogitate that as in the 
case of the head of the Musselmen, the 
only way to keep Japan from march- 



ing upon our tries is to keep her in 
debt, and so we eliarge her 7 ])er cent. 
A fever of promotion of eumpaiiies has 
seized upon Tokio, among tin; corpo- 
rations being tlio . 'Anglo - Japanese 
bank, l!0,000,o6o yon, formed by Okura, 
tho Pierpont Morgan oC .lapan; Ojiga- 
wa Electric Power, .1 2,100,000 yon; Ky- 
oto Klectric, COOU.OOH, and so on, to a 
total of 100,000,000 iji industrials in the. 
'liast year. The. bunks' name.s arei 
tersely buslnesslikGi', merely "sixty- 
fifth bank," "eighteenth bank,'' etc. 

On oxjiorts to- Manchuria, the sub- 
sized steamsliip lines, which so far 
are in private control, have'. been oom- 
liclled by tho government = to reduce 
rales ,10 per cent. .During the first year' 
after the war tho government charged 
on its Manchurlan railway half-rates 
on JajianesQ goods, -svhich alone came 
duly and likin free through Talren 
(Dalay), on the flimsy pretext that 
Kussl.T, had no custom houses on tho 
Manchurian border. This duty pref- 
erence amounted cm eottun goods to 
.1 yen a bale. The duties and freight 
rates on the Manchurian railway liave 
now been equalized l.i.v diplomatic 
compulsion, but government loans ;it 
a nominal rate; ,Iapa';ie:-e p.'lice throt- 
tling tho compi-ting junk trade on tho 
IJao Ho; reduced steamshii) rates on 
.Taii.anese goods carried in ,Tapane.-e 
bottoms from Jaiian, and jn-eferonce 
car ."^upply to .lapanese sliipiiors from 
Talren up coimlry, are bcatln.g the for- 
eigner ju-st as effectively as over in tlio 
race to the Chine.--(! b.-izaars of Muk- 
den, which, by the way. are portable 
ones manufactured in .Japan.

A Jap- 
anese bank will shortly be opened In 
Pi-azil to assist Baron Shlbusawa's 
Is'ippon IClsen Steamsliip Company. 

Tho war table was indeed a bare 
one, under canvas on a )-ougli held. 
'I'hcre were a few crumbs, however, 
one being the se\-enty-llvo million dol- 
lar Maiu'hiirian railway. Another was 
the extension of .Tap.-iu's fishing privi- 
leges Into Siberian walei-s. Thoy ex- 
pect to take ton million dollars a year 



in salmon, trout, cod and herring, and 
incidentally to enlarge their naval re- 
serve tremendously. Ono of tho first 
indications of tho now riglils w:is tho 
creation of a fleet of fifteen steam 
whalers, with a home port in Ezo Is- 
land. A species of Jtenhadden horrrng 
is pursued for oil and fertilizer. Watch 
for tho schools Is Icept from baskets 
erected on jioles on f.hore. The nets 
aio hauled on the beach ;ind the fish 
thrown into bamboo yards until thoy 
can bo tried out in the brick ov<.^ns. 
-About GO per cent, of tlio oil is drawn 
by the lire and fi per cent, by wooden 
presses. The oil is soldered up in 
Standard oil kerosene cans. .The resi- 
due is spread in the sun and dried. In 
famine it is used for food, and in good 
times it Is powdered up for manure. 
The drying process, however, costs tho 
product tho stbred pho.sphorus. Tho 
Governiiient is expected to step in any 
time and stop the fishin.T;, as the mon- 
hadden attract food fishes to the coast. 
A- ajhe production of crude Iodine la Ta- 
pidly increasing. Two hundred thous- 
and pounds were exported last year, 
averaging one dollar and eighty cents 
a pound; Divers gather it. The prlrn- 
itive methods of burning It still con- 
tinue. '. Cricket bats, tennis rackets' 'and 
nail brushes havo all won the market 
in Australia, despite tho exceptional 
prejudice there against the yellow man. 
Isaka is producing menthol crystals 
from distilled dried, m'lnt. The plants 
are raised on the hills around Naga- 
saitl. The growth of the press can bo 
Judged by tho production of paper. In 
1894, the year of the Jap-China war, 
the Oji and Fuji mills produced thirty 
million pounds; in lOOG they produced 
two hundred million pounds, and had 
to move their mills' to Ezo. (now Hok- 
kaido)^Island for the pulp supply. In 
addition Japan Imported twenty-flve 
million pounds.

Arthur and Talren like the hem of a 
Uoman, triumph, with the' moral flot- 
sam and jetsam strewn along, the 
cour.se. Their 'rickshaws, ■ parasols, - 
gowns a-nd laces have brought unques- 
tioned color to what before was a 
sombre enough scene. The Pekin 
Times is Insistent in its . criticism and 
tho Kirisu Sekoe, of Tokio, lias border- 
ed on lose majoste in its worthy Stric- 
tures. The groat difflculty-ls In reach- 
ing the barons and wealthy families, 
who have long patronised the geisha 
and taken hiany wives from that class.

St. r^ouLs, Aug. 10. — The commuting 
bv Gov. Folk, of Missouri, a few day.-; 
ago, of the .sentence of de'alh inijiosed 
ii|)on "Lord" Frederick Seymour Har- 
rington to a life term in Ktate ])rlson 
ends a notable figlit for life by a eon- 
vlctod murderer. "Without a cent and 
Vvith npnarontly no friends or relatives 
to rely noon this hhigllsh crhninal 
niaii;iged to carry hi.s ease along for 
more than four years, oiilistlni,' the 
pervlccs of able lawyers and iiersonal- 
]y. directing th.e fight from his cell In 
the St. Louis county jail. A. one per- 
iod of tho fight ho hadn't money 
enough oven to pay for a lran.scrii>t 
of the testimony taken in tho trial 
of Iil.s case before the Supremo Court 
of Missouri. Ho had to havo that tes- 
timony to carry his appeal Into the 
Federal courts. 

It .seemed then as if he was doomed 
to pay tho death penally for liaving 
killed JJm McCann, his race track 
benefactor,- but fortune smiled on him, 
as it has apparently on many other 
occasions in his long career of t-rinio. 
The British vice-consul at St. Louis 
went to his uld and tho ca.se wti;: cir- 
rled by one moans or . another up to 
tho United States Sunromo Court 
Thero the decision went against him 
and tho date for tho execution of the 
bogus lord was set for the last week 
in July. 

"My. hands are clean, my conscience 
clear and a strong living faith," ho de- 
clared, 'animates me with the convic- 
tion that eventually my innocence 
must bo established. I may not live 
to see tho, day, but I shall at least die 
a true Christian, prepared to meet 
Without fear tho source of all Justice — 
tho God of my parents, my childhood, 



my you til — and die bravely, as a llrl- 
tish soldier.rshould die." 

A petition 'was' clrculatod and sign- 
ed by in.any persons of intliience ask- 
ing the governor to .show cleniency, 
'L'lio name.-: on the petition included 
that of a Protesl;mt ICpiscopal Plsliop 
of Missouri and the Prltlsli Vice-Con- 
sul. IJarrington, \vlLh the gllbnesf 
that hat; always been ono of his dls- 
tlMguishiiig eharacter'Htlcs, whether hr 
was winning a wife as a .-aiurlous lord 
or worldng a less i-Dr.iantic confidence 
game, continued to assert his inno- 
eeueo. Jlo declared that Jfcf^ann was 
alive and that ho would some day be 
able to produce him. Gov. J''ollc grant i 
cd a ros.nite of thirty days and finally 
conimuteil the sentence, relying idiioCb 
rm the dls.senting opinions of tw-o of 
tlio Justices of the Missouri Supreme 
Court, v.'ho held that the death of Mc- 
Cann never had been proved. 

"Lord I.''redcrlck Soymotir Barring- 
ton of Melro.so Castle, Lieut-Col. o( 
the Horse Guards, London, Southwest." 
appeared in this emintry under tluil 
stvio first In 1003, a year before the 
opening of the St. Louis exposition, 
llo engaged an, ONpen.sivo suite of 
rooms in tho SoiitlnM-n liolol In St. 
IjOuIs. At that time St. Louis was 
filled with forelgricrs so thai no par- 
ticular atlentlnn w.-is paid to tho side 
remarks which "Lord" ]-!arrlugton let 
fall now and Ihen In tlu^ hotel corridor 
about his ancestral estate across the 
water and his illuslriou.s lineage. 

But one nftornoon milord .sauntered 
out in his faiiltlesM frock co,-it and 
high hal and preseiilod his card at the 
exocutlvo offices of tho world's fair 
Then thero was a great hubbub anioiif. 
the officials. The secretary oC the 



foreign relations coninilttec wa:! ac- 
corded tho honor of steering tho dis- 
tinguished guest about tho grounds 
and introducing him to person.'f worthy 
of his acquaintance In St. Louis. Lord 
Bari-lngton ■^vas entertained for a week, 
but at the end of that time was eject- 
ed from the Southern hotel for fail- 
ure to iiay his botird bill. 

A little thing like that didn't worry 
liim. lie didn't think for a iiilnutf 
about quitting St. Louis. Ho diilii'1 
even ehango his niiine. He .got a 
boarding place at one of the fa.shion- 
ablo houses on tho west side of the 
city. His bonrdlng lunise mistress w-as 
impressed from the start at his "aris- 
tocriitic manners" and his callinii card, 
but when ho began to let a little light 
In on his liigh socl;d standing shi? was 
charmed. 

The landlady had a younger si.ster 
living ill Independence, la., who was 
oligiblo to marry. A niossage or two 
beUveen St. Louis and Independence, !i 
wait of a day or two, and the younger 
slslor had arrived for a visit. 

Seven toon days later she was "Lady 
Barringtoii," The Jjord and his lady 
decided to .spend tlielr hnnoymoon 
rigln In the lionso where their court- 
ship had taken place, Inclilentally 
running up a bill that tho lord was 
unable to nay. Tho brother of the 
hoodwinked girl dropped into St. Lnui: 
to take a loolc at his hrother-ln-law 
but before going to the house he call- 
ed on the British ('onsiil-Goneral. Ho- 
siilt — Llio brother kicked Barringtoii In- 
to the street, and threw his wardrobi 
after him. Both worn arrested for 
illsturbliig the peace, and Barrlngton 
was sent up for a short term. 

He had been In jail only a few 



weeks, however, when public sentlmonl 
turned in his f.Tvor. There were loud 
cries of iiersecutlon. The! maftlstrato 
who had imposed the flng^iAvas an 
Irialimnn and must have' ,boprt '.prriju- 
diccd. Finally a-petltton \v;aai'pr6sented 
to the mayor of St. lipuls ana-Barrlng- 
ton was 'pardoned. At that- time re- 
ports wer6 clrculatea:,that'tli,6 ffls^nor 
had a record that would bear inspec- 
tion, but nothing ilefinlte ciimo out. 

Barrlngton was down and out when 
he left the workhouse. He Jot a place 
as managiir in a St. Lou'ls sakjon, 
wlilcli was a haugmit for sports nnd 
fighting men. He was eiigageil niori 
as ;i (Ir.'iwing card th:in aiiytlilii.e- ld-;.^ 
There one night ho ne t ,Ilni :\I.-C:'iin. 
a big, loud mouthed, good hearted ract 
traclv num. McCaim liad a good .deal 
of money salted away arid : he;: always 
carried an impressive roll with htm. 
Ho got into conversation with Bar- 
rlngton. ; 

Tho bogus earl was all humility then. 
He ro.iUy hadn't intended to deceive 
tlie girl. lie illd eonie from a g.u'.Ie 
family In I'higland, no n-ialter what Ids 
detractors said, .and his record in tlio 
Britlsli army was of the best. lie had 
simply had hard luck; his was in lovo 
with tho Independence girl and his ( 
tliuslasni liad carrieii him away. 

"Old man," said Jim .McC'ann, "you 
look all right to me. "I've been re; 
ing about you tinil I guess .\-ou're not 
as black ;is you're painted. N''oii'r 
broke and all to the bad. Hero (hand 
Ing him a .f.'iO bill) that's to show you 
that you havo one friend who'll ."tnntl 
by- you till ho knows thiit you're the 
crook they say \-on ar(.." 

Barrlngton quickly took advantage 
of tho racetrack man's faith )n him, 



and pushed the good thing along until 
finally he wont to live at McCaun'a 
hotel as his companion. .Ho wont to 
the racetrack evpry day "ivith McCanii 
and handled. a.good deal of tho money 
that was placed' In the betting ring, 
It Is tho theory of the police that Bar- 
rington's cupidity led. him. to plan the 
murder in the hopo that afterward he 
might win MpCann's wlfo and his 
money. 

One night', lato in . June, 1903, -.Mc- 
Cann loft home iri response to o, note 
that ho liiid^fecoivod apparently from 
a frlendr' Hla wife never saw him 
allvo after ttip-t.,- Barrlngton was gone 
from tlio house all night and returned 
In tho'mornliig pale 'and nervous, his 
elothcs bloodstained t'lnd.torn. Ho was 
u-i-aring :\icCann'.s hat and^carrled. hij 

caiie. ; .. ' '-'y : 

Barringon told .Mrs.' McCann that 
he and IMcCann had gone to a suburb 
of St. Louis and had been attaclco.l by 
two men. Barrlngton said he had 
joined in the fight , and . that, .md of 
t he assalltvnts .had been .wounded, by 
rilcCann. Tliat accp'unted for the blood 
on Barrlngtpn's clothes. Barrlngton 
said that McCann had tied,, fearing ar- 
rest, and ho had returned home, 

111 the next few days Mrs. McCann 
received sevoral letters and telegrarns 
Iiurporting to be from her husband, 
in all of wliieh he promi.sod to return 
as soon as he could do so with safety. 
After waiting two weeks Mrs. Mc- 
Caan reuorl(..d tho cn.ie to the police. 
Barrington was arrested, but told such 
a plnuslble story that ho was released. 
It wasn't long, liowevor, before ii wo- 
Icn-mnn on mie of the suburbap trol- 
leys retnembcrcd . that tho horseman 
'and a man resembling. Barrlngton had 



left tho car at P.onflls, a vlllaso fif- 
teen miles out of St. liOuls, .-)ii the 
night that McCann disappeared. 'I'lie 
motorman thought tli;it he liad lie;ird 
u shot a little later. '>l!i(-r.^ w-.n 
found who reinemhered liaving si-i-n a 
man that loolied Uko Harrington on the 
way In to St. Louis on the next morn- 
ing. 

Barrlngton was re-arrested, and in 
his trunk wore found the missing man's 
watch and soihe of tho Jewelry. The 
police began a search for the body, and 
then It was recalled that the body of a 
man had been found In a pool ■ In an 
old quarry near Bonflls about two 
weeks earlier. ;,;:.The. . body had. boon 
burled whon'nPljb'dy'appeared to iden- 
tify it. • The -l}6dy 'Was exhumed and 
McCann's wife and his' brothers de- 
clare. it. was thot of tho missing horse- 
man. There wore two bullet wounds 
In the head, and the bullets were of 
the same calibre as those in Barring- 
ton's revolver.' The dead man's shoos 
and some of his underclothing were 
found, near the pool, -but his clothes 
were never recovered. Barrlngton 
calmly viewed the body and declared 
that while, it resembled that of McCann 
in some ways it was not his, 

Scotland Yard,, when it heard of Bar- 
rington's arrest for tho murder, sent 
a man over who ideritlflod him as the 
George Frederick Neville Barton or 
Sir Frederick Sydenham • Burgoyne 
who had spent fifteen or twenty years 
In English prisons. Tho Scotland 
Y,a.Td detectives had thcught they re- 
cognized a familiar llrte In the punco- 
ing of tho Indopondonco girl, but thoy 
were not active until 'after tht) arrest 
of Barrlngton on the murder dhargo. 

Barton's 'Criminal wjrcer, according 



to tho Scotland Yard men, began when 
ho was a mere child. His real name, 
they said, was 1'"'. G. Barton, and ho Is 
the son of :i liaclc driver of Tunbrldge, 
r:ngl:in(l. At the age of 7 he was ar- 
resti-d for incendiari.'im. Flvi,^ years 
later lie was haidrd up for stealing 
and sentenced to five years In Jail. Ho 
brolco jail befcu-o the first year of his 
sentence liad been served, and .a year 
later was again arrested whllc! robbing 
a house. In these younger years ho 
worked hi tlie homes of the I'^iiglish 
nobility, and in that way heeanic ac- 
quainted with the life which he imi- 
tated in his later swindles. 

At IS veni's of ;ige h<^ made his first 
big com'), stealing S,SO,000. For this 
he got ten .M-ars. After serving four 
years he fnrged the name of the homo 
secretary ami obtained his freedom. In 
tho next nine ^-ears he served timo in 
l'"i-anee, (.lerniany and Siialn. Appar- 
ently he managed to squeeze in a trip 
111 India, for lie was familiar with IH'o 
there, and lias b'.'On known to talk so 
Intelligently of fights thero that Eng- 
lish officers who had iJecn present On 
th(. flelil have been misled into the 
belief that lie was speaking from ac- 
tual experience. Ho sv.dndled a Tun- 
bridge clergyman three times, and 
that revprend gentleman .still believes 
that Barton is tlie rcpcnttint sinnei' 
that ho professed to be. 

In 11102 "Lord .Burgoyne" registered 
at a good hotel In Phllndelplila. After 
a brief courtship ho married Miss .Mar-, 
garct Eatforfy. Ho borrowed sonio 
money from his bride and finally sold 
her trousseau for $^00 and dlsuppear- 
(>d. leaving her lii t.'liiclnnati. Ho Is 
credited with ono or two other esca- 
pades bofoTo Ijo struck St. Louis. 
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IMMORTALITY 

There aro many people who be- 
lieve that the doctrine of Immortality 
had Its origin in the Bible, -whereas In 
point of fact there is very little in the 
Old Testament at least that cannot 
bo explained without the . hypothesis 
of a future life. It is not very clear 
that the Jews In the early days of 
*ix»ir history grave the. idea any place 
In their religious teachings. I£ they 
afterwards did so, it was not placed 
In as great prominence as It has been 
by the Christian church. No cnc 
^nows where or when the belief In a 
future lite originated. It cannot bo 
said with certainty that it Is as old 
as the race Itself, because there arc 
some very ancient human remains in 
connection with which no evidence 
has been found of a belief in a lite 
after death, but In the stone ago, the 
dead Wfire burled with food and imf- 
plements for hunting beside them, and 
this wo may conclude, from its an- 
alogy to the practices of modern sav- 
ages, indicated a belief that death did 
not end all. At present the belief in 
a future life is nil but universal, the 
few people who disclaim It formtag 
an insignificant minority. It is not 
correct to suppose that Christianity 
has had very much to do with tiic 
dissemination of this faith, because it 
■was widespread centuries before 
Christ, and is held In countries where 
Christianity has made very little pro- 
gress. The ancient Egyptians be- 
lieved It; so did the people of Baby- 
lon aoid the cities which preceded it 
The barbarous Scythians of the north 
accepted It in the earliest historic 
ages, the Norsemen avowed it un 
questioningly and the Greeks believed 
in it long before their philosophers 
debated concerning It. In .short, to 
Jdisbeliovo in immortality, is to set 
one's self against the consensus of 
mankind In all ages. The Buddhists 
were inclined to look upon immortal- 
ity as a burden, while It continued in 
the form of individual existence. 
Hence the doctrine of Nirvana, wlilch 
is not as some allege, one ot absolute 
extinction, but only of absorption into 
the Divine Essence. It can hardly be 
said that immortality is directly 
taught in the Gospel^; it is ratiier 
Implied. The Epistles seem to sug- 
gest that Immortality is a gift rather 
than a universal possession. Thus 
we see that while the doctrine of a 
resurrection and a future life may be 
essential to Christianity, It is by no 
means confined to the faith. The 
common belief of mankind perhaps 
proves nothing, but it Is inconceivable 
that such an Idea would have ever 
possessed the race unless Jt is due to 
some unerring instinct in our nature. 
It is hopeless to think of discovering 
wlio can be called its originator, 
and that the belief has been 
held in all countrie^s and in all 
ages by practically all men seems to 
establish either that It originated 
'with the race itself, and lias boon 
carried by it down through all the 
countless centuries since man first ap- 
peared, and been talcen wUli him into 
all parts of the earth Into which he 
has found his way, or it has been 
evolved by humanity from its 



substratum of truth. It Is quite posr 
sible that our conceptions . of the fu- 
ture life may be very d)'fforDnt from 
the reality. In fact it seems a.s 
though they must be «o, tor wo Iuvvq 
only yet leartied tq think In tertns of 
the finite and material; the Inflnito 
and tile spiritual are beyond our com- 
prehension^ Tliero is a veil botwcon 
us and the future through whlcv^few 
of us can hope to see. Yet wo would 
be foolish to suppo-so that bocauso 
most of us have never had a gllnipso 
of the unseen, no one ever has en- 
joyed one. "In my Fatlicr'.s hou.so arc 
many mansions" .';ald tlie Divine 
Teacher. Wo may not know just 
what Ho meant, neither may -wo 
know Just what He meant, when Ho 
said to tho dying thief: "This day 
Shalt thou be with Me In Paradise." 
Perliaps it is just as well not to worry 
ourselves with tho effort to Umlof- 
stand these tlilnes, but .shiiDly to live 
that wo may 

"sustained anil soothorl 
By an unfaltering trust, approach tho 

nl'llVi;, 

Llko onii who wraps tho drapery of his 
couch 

About him, and lies down to pleasant 
dreams."

tho King were at first. She horsolt 
maintained that they were simply those 
of conrirtential friends, and that she 
waH able to pcr.5unde her sovereign 
to marry licr, seems to bear out her 
claim. Tho marringo took place 
shortly after the death of the Queen 
and was strictly private, but proof of 
its occurrence is loo strong to admit 
of douht. St. .Simon says that "thdugh 
posterity will doubt it," there Is no. 
question on tlie subject. Ho describes 
her as being at this time In tho very 
height of her beauty, and calls her 
"an Incredible oncli;\ntresR." R';e was 
Vn»t fifty yoar.s old ;it this time, or 
three years tijc King'.s senior. 

For the next thirty years she virtu- 
ally ruled Franco, and except for the 
persecutions 'Into which licr roIlpiouK 
zeal led her, she ruled the country 
well. Her example and precci)ts were 
prnvorful in tlie direction of morality. 
Uor Influence over tho King was 'ex- 
treme. Every day of. hIS; llfo. 'xho 
spent hours alone with 'her/' and, 
whorcvcr lie was lodged she had her 
riTotns ulwii\-s closely rulJolnliiL,' his 
When possilMo. Siio exorcised full con- 
tol over tho ministers, summoning 
tliem to her presence or calling upon 
them at tliolr offlecs .-is .=!ip thouglit 
best. .She wa;; aluays lu-esent at 
their consultations with the King, and 
ho rarely replied to their questions 
.without asking her views first. "The 
powerl of Madame de Mainton.m 
says St. Simon "was, as may bo Imag- 
ined, immense. Kho Ii;ul ovcryiindy 
In her hands, from tliv lilM'hest and 
most favored minister.s to tlie meanost 
subject of the realm." Under her in- 
fluence Louis XIV became one of tho 
mo.'it devout of men. The great lilot 
upon licr nar.io ;ircise from h'r con- 
nection with the neraecutlon.s of the 
Huguenots, although .it ''fflr onlyVjiist to 
say that she denied all responsibility 
for tlicm. Her ;)rotestatio-:s In this

Here we reach the most debatcilole of 
all grounds, for there arc ."^o many 
thlngss^.to -.be.' considered lieforo .such .i 
statement can bo accepted, tiuit tiio 
proof la usually of very little value 
to any one except tho person who ad- 
duces It. Tho most tliat any of us 
can hope to do is to f.-ill back upon 
the ^common belief of humanity and 
our own consciousness. These argue 
for Immortality, and upon these as a 
base we may construct a fabric ot 
belief witii all reasonable assurance 
tliat it rests upon a substantial foun- 
dati9n. We repeat that In tliese ob- 
servations wo dismiss ,iil considera- 
tions arising from the teachings of the 
Bible. Our appeal is to those wlio 
either do not read tlie Bible .at all, or, 
if they do, deny its authority on mat- 
ters of this nature. It is to such 
i"pooplo that we say tliat in rejecting 
tho doctrine, not tlie Cliristian doc- 
trine necessarily, of Immortality, they 
aro going contrary to tho opinions of 
the vast majority of mankind held 
in every age and in all coun- 
tries. Ot course any man may, if ho 
thinks lit, consider li'niself wiser tli.-in 
every one else, but most of us will 
hesitate about doing so, and more- 
over most of us have very little Justl- 
llcatlon for setting up our own views 
upon such a subject, for tlic simple 
reason tiiat wn have never investigat- 
ed tiio evidence bearing ii|ioii it. - As 
Wo have t^ld, an argument from tlie 
consensus of human opinion Is not ab-

The Art of Sleeping 

So few people seem to know that 
there is a right and a wrong way of 
sleeping and altogether life Is depen- 
dent on sleep. We may live a very long 
time/ and drag out a miserable exist- 
ence If we do not know .(as' bo few ot 
UB appear to do) how to sleep to the 
best advantage'. There Is such a thing 
as too much sleep, just as surely ai 
there^ls too much food. The brain be 
comes sluggish when a person indulges 
loo freely In the habit of sleep, but 
the old, hard and fast rul^. that eight 
hours are required -for. -adults nightly 
and. ten ior a fool, cannpt.'bo 'entirely 
relidd upon. A baby in a'ana^Ia not 
too young to be taught to Tjreatho with 
its mouth closed. If the infant has a 
tendency to do otherwise , the nurse 
should persistently close the mouth; 
and'^ature is so helpful In .establishing 
a habit— either good or' bad— that the 
closed mouth will sdo-n bec'dmo a habit.' 
It Is. not' only that tho lungs, benefit 
and .. • better - ' sleep Is thus induced 
through breathing In the right way, 
but - the nostrils are made to do their 
right .work- and develop. This Is a 
very "serious point to consider, as many 
people sufCer untold agonies In later 
life through growths In the nose, which 
are simply the result of neglected nos- 
trils. Nothing 'is-^ more ., Inattraetlvo 
than undovelopfed:" nostrils, "so that for 
the sake of appearance," If for nothing 
else,, the matter of breathing correctly 
should receive careful attention. So 
many of our hours are spent in sleep- 
ing ;that, the habit- onco' taken of 
breathing .borrebtly - .wlveh 'asleep, tlie 
. task'.ls • practically abcomplished. 

Tho habit of curling up the knees Is 
■ not to be encouraged, as It retards cir- 
culation, and most people sleep better 
when lying oh ; the. right side. People 
who are subject, to .bad dreams or, snor- 
ing will And a tendency. Increased when 
lying on the back. It Is not a good 
plan to be asleep with the hands under 
the face, and the throwing of the 
arnaSv'dver. the. head is. almost a sine 
BiS^tpt -^jhoiirt ?;itrbiiblb; The action 
corae^.'.fronti a deslre' to glve the lungs 
and heart more room; and the ralshiR 
of the 'arms seems to tilt the weight 
from those organs to a great o.-?tcnt. 
It is decidedly not a healthful posi- 
tion. , . 

The bed clothing should be warm but 
not vvelghty, and. that Is why older 
- down' quilts, especially when ventilat- 
ed, make Ideal bed covers. Many j)co- 
plc spend Avnkoful nights fur na olhev 
)-oa.=on than constitutionally cold feet. 
The bed should bo thoroughly warmed 
by a hot water bottle, and tlion the 
heat o( tho body in all ordinar.v eases 
will keep It warm. For the hot water 
bottle should be taken out the Instant 
yoM are in bod. A little light extra 
covering may bo laid over th(- feet and 
an ..'xcelleat plan It Is to drink a plnss 
oC hot milk every night before retiring.

neurotlo child) an enormous amount 
ot harm, both mentally and physical- 
ly. For who has not heard of babies 
being drugged oi- lightened by tales 
of black men and other horrors, if 
■they tell mother any of nurse's phllan- 
derings? It Is for this reason that 
"lady nurses" are employed by many 
parents, who have been thoroughly 
trained, and , who ; can , be absolutely 
trusted with the predlous young lives 
entrusted to their care. Each child m 
a family differs more or less In char- 
actor disposition and constitution 
from its, brothers arid sisters. One 
may be strong, fearless and healthy, 
as the saying goes, "afraid of, no- 
thing," while another child, brought 
up In exactly the same way and with 
the same care in every particular, 
may be nervous and feai'ful of things, 
real or Imaginary. Tho one the nurses 
describe as a little rebel, passionate 
and resolute, tho other gentle, easily 
guided and submissive. Yet the two 
children have the same blood In their 
veins, the same ancestors, the same 
surroundings, and the same training. 
These facts surely show how neces- 
sary it is for every mother to devote 
botli time and thought as well as in- 
dividual caro to each child she may 
bo blessed with, developing the good 
and checking every unhealthy tendency 
towards evil, so that her children may 
grow up happy and healthy both In 
mind and In body, healthy both moral- 
ly and physically. Ijlttlc children suf- 
fer far more kdenly than their elders 
Imagine. For example, take the child 
that Is afraid of the dark. "Why he is 
afraid ho cannot toll, but of tho ter- 
ror being very real there is no doubt. 
It is a cruel mlstalco to try to over- 
conio this fear Ijy making him get ac- 
customed to the dark. The poor child 
suffers unspeakable dread alone, wdth 
no loving voice to soothe and reas- 
sure, while ho .Is filled with nameless 
fe.ar.s. A fear of this sort can be over- 
come, but tho one and only- cure is 
kind and patient caro. As a delicate 
child Is looked upon as needing spe- 
cial caro and treatment,' so should It 
be v.dth a child of nervous tempera- 
ment. Tho Idea of a child being tho 
possessor ot nerves is too often laugh- 
ed at by people who do not undoratanl 
children. Healthy youngsters should 
havo no nerves, Is what they s.ay, and 
tho children often have to suffer for 
tho folly of such sayings as these. 
Shyness ia another form of nervous- 
ness In children wdilch often unfor- 
tunately develops Into self-conscious- 
ness as they grow older. Anyway, 
from whatever causo "norvc!" may 
arise in children, they are to the little 
ones a very real pain and terror, there- 
fore every mother sliould watch her 
littlo flocic, ana see that what ought 
to bo tho happiest j-ears of a child's 
life aro not robbed of their happiness, 
and often through want of caro Lay 
up much sonow and suffering for 
tho children in their later years. . 



Household Hints and Recipes 

The good housewife la always glad 
to have- hints given to her which are 
likely to contribute in any way to the 
comfort ^0f .'.^.the home. Furniture 
which ■ haaV a-; jjdUshed surface should 
always, be • "Wiped with a soft cloth 
which has been damped with kero- 
sene. Dark painted floors which look 
hopele,<ii»ly tlull can bo Improved 
greatly by rubbing with kerosene. Use 
a m'op and, pall and about a quart ot 
oil and SCO "what good results are tluis 
obtained If your china, bath, or hand 
basin shows a streak caused by hard 
water and soap, put a littlo kerosene 
on a Cloth and rub well. The stain 
wllli,th6n:;',qulckly disappear. I<(;rosene 
added"; isparlngly to the water in which 
the clothes are boiled will help great- 
ly to whiten tho clothes. 

Washing Blankets. A blanket may 
very easily be spoiled, in washing un- 
less every possible ' care Is taken. It 
should be plunged into a lather o: 
boiled soap and warm water, -with one 
tablespoonful of ammonia allowed to 
each bucket and a half of water wash, 
ed through throe lathers, ana rinsed 
thoroughly in warm water. Put 
through a wringer and hang out to 
dry. as quickly as possible; a wdndy 
day is the best for these heavy articles. 
Wools and flannels must bo washed 
first of all In warm suds, not soaped, 
afterwards rinsed in two or three wa. 
ters and dried as qulcky as possibe. 
When dry, flannels should bo shaken 
and folded as evenly as po.>iSlblo and 
pressed 'ivlth a cool Iron. 

Care of the Bedding. Most house- 
wives are seldom particular enough 
about beddlnrf Wo think' that if mat- 
tresses are turned once a day and 
brushed once a week it Is quite suffi- 
cient. Biit how often does one see 
untidy valances and coverlots? If the 
pillows v/ere stripped of their linen 
covers how frequently arc tho tick 
coverings underneath discolored and 
uninviting? Down quilts look nicer 
than anything else for winter, but they 
wear, shabby, In -time and require cov- 
ering...;, -An -inexpensive covering for 
this purpose is silkollne, which can bo 
had In any number of different color,'? 
and designs.' When the_covcrs of pil- 
lows and bolstor.s aro shabby they 
should bo .covered with muslin. A 
cheap whlte/iniuislin is sufficiently good 
and a dozen" yards will make covers 
for all the pillows and iioL^ters of a 
small house. Of course tho proper slips 
will be put on over these as usual, and 
it is an additional advantage to know 
that the under covers can bo taken off 
and occasionally washed, an Impossible 
process with the usual ticking. 

Hints About Ironing 
Muslin must bo ironed wet. If al- 
lowed to dry It will get a rough ap- 
pearance when ironed. Iron on the 
right side to give It a gloss and finish 
the material has when new. When 
ironing a- large piece of muslin keep 
as much of It covered' over at ono 
time ae you conveniently can to pre- 
vent It becoming dry. Should tho mus- 
lin di-y before It ia Ironed, damp It 
down very evenly with a wot towel, 
not missing a place or It will not look 
smooth. Embroidered muslin should be 
Ironed on the wrong side to raise tho 
pattern. .Spotted muslin should also be 
Ironed on tho wrong side, unless the 
spots aro far apart when it may look 
hotter Ironed first on the right sldo to 
give the muslin a gloss and afterwards 
Ironed over on the wrong 'side to press 
out the spots. Never use too hot 'an 
Iron In ironing colored muslin as It Is 
apt to destroy the color. The material 
must be Ironed until perfectly dry, and 



then well aired, otherwise It will be- 
come limp.

Roman I'lo: Prepare a medium siz- 
ed fowl for this. Rub It over with half 
a cut lemon, using tlio Juicy part. Place 
a slice of fat bacon on tlio breast of 
the fow-1 and tie It up in buttered mus- 
lin. Put it into a, saucepan witli some 
cut up vegetables, such as onion, car- 
rot, turnip, and a buncli of herbs. 
Cover it with boiling water and boll ■= 
tho fowd gently lor thlrty-Hvo niln- 
utes. Take up( and set aside to cool, ' 
■\Vhen cold cut all tho meat from the'': 
bones In slices, then cut those into 
JuUenno strips. Put tlioin into a basin 
with Iwo ounces of gratetl Parmesan 
cheese, two ounces of cooked macaroni, 
cut -small a very small shallot finely 
chopped, a saltspoontul of salt and a 
dust of coralline pepper. Tlicn add 
half a pint of fresh cream. Put tho 
mixture into a pie dish. Cover it with 
some short pastry. Brusli this over 
with a whole beaten up egg, and on 
this ; sprinkle- some raw vermicelli. 
Standv.th'ofpie in a tin containing a 
little •'bbillrig'' water and bake In- a mo- 
derately ' heated oven till tho pie Is a 
light brown, 

Galatlne of Veal: Remove all hone 
and skin from two pounds of lean veal 
and ten ounces of fresh pork. ' Then 
pass both meats twice through tho 
mincing machine. Put it in a basin 
and season with pepper, salt and a lit- 
tle ground spice. Put half of tho meat 
on a well wotted board, wetting th'e 
hand too with cold water. Arrange 
the meat In oblong form. Dow-n tho 
centre arrange some strips ot coolccd 
ham, a few pistachio nuts and almonds, 
two or three truffles and some olives. 
Placo tho remainder of tlio meat on 
these, and shape the galatino. Then 
roll and tie it up. In a well buttered 
cloth and cook It gently for two hours 
In stock with plenty of vegetables. 
Take up and tighten tho cloth; sot 
aside, with a weight on a dish on tho 
galatino to press it. When cold rcmovo 
tho cloth and brush It over with warm 
glaze. 

Stuffed Rolls: Tako some nicely 
'Shaped lunch rolls, cut a little piece off 
tho top and scoop out tho Inside. Fill 
each roll with tho following mixture. 
Put the top on again and tie up the 
rolls in greaseproof paper. Chop very 
finely four-ounces of chicken and two 
of ham. Put them into a.basin, add a 
little chopped parsley and chervil, pep- 
per arid salt and ten preserved mush- 
rooms, that have been chopped, mois- 
ten, the mixture with two or three 
•tablespoonfuls of thick cream. 

Sandwiches: If these must bo cut 
some hours before luncheon, tie them 
In greaseproof paper .and pack them in 
a biscuit tin. .Spread some fresh bread 
■with butter and any of the I'oll.Swing 
purees, and make Into sandwiclies tho 
usual way. , 

Egg Puree: Rub tho liard boiled 
yolks of three eggs through a wire 
sieve, put tliem in a basin and mix 
them in an ounce of butter, a pinch of 
popper, a dessert -.'spoonful of anchovy 
essence, and two or three drops of 
liquiid carmine to make the puiee a 
nlco color. 

Tongue Puree: Chop very finely 
four ounces of lean and fat of a. cooked 
ok tongue. Then pound tho meat v/c!I 
witli one ounce of butler, two hard 
boiled yolks of eggs, popper, salt and 
a littlo d'i-y mustard. Then rub all 
through a \vire sieve, using as small a 
space as possible. 

Cheese Puree; Rub 'some Cheddar 
cheese through a wire sieve.- :!Put it 
Into a small basin and mix it well' -with 
one ounce of butter to two ounces of 
cheese. Add a little pepper, salt and 
dry mustard. 

Hoyal Pastry: Put half a poimd of 
bbtter into a basin and beat it well 
with a wooden spoon for ten minutes. 
Add 'Six ounces of castor 'sugar and 
continue heating for several minutes 
more until it becomes soft and creamy. 
Then work In tlio yolks of three raw 
eggs, a tcas]iooiiful of finely chopped 
fresh lemon iiecl, a little vnnlll.a es- 
sence and lialf a wiiiiM;l;issfal of 
brandy. Mix a teaspooiiful of baking 
powder Into lialC <'l ])Ouiid of flour by 
passing them togctlier through .-l sie^-(^ 
Whip the wliilo.i of tho eg.t,'s stiffly 
with a iilncli of s.-ilt. Add these to tlio 
cake mi.xture with tlie flour in alter- 
nate siiooiifuls. A little milk niay bo 
needed at tLie last If the eggs aro not 
large ones. Brush a baking tin over 
with oiled butter and lino it with a 
buttered paper. lJust tills over with 
flour and sugar c(|ually mixed. Put 
tho mixture In rather thickly, .spread 
It evenly, and bake in a luoderalely hot 
oven. ' , ;

This is one of the larg 
est fruiting varieties and one of the 
best in quality. Jlore productive than 
A'ictoria Black. 

Champion — A medium srower; un- 
productive. l''ruit niediiun to largo in 
size, but In small clusters; skin thick; 
subacid, of good flavor; quality above 
inedium. Ripens unevenly. Season 
late. Not desirable. 

Collins Prolific — Tiiis is a Canadian 
variety. A strong grower and pro- 
ductive. ■ Fruit' mostly largo and in 
large bunches; skin thick; acid; med- 
ium in quality. ■ Ripens rather un- 
evenly. Season late. One of the best 
commercial varieties on tlie market, 
although Saunder.s, Kerry, Eclipse and 
Clipper are bettor.

English gooseberries' have been very 
successfully - grown at Ottawa in the 
garden of Mr. R. Bi Whyte," where the 
moisture glveri off . by; the great 
amoiint of vegetation, together with 
the coolness of the clay soli in his gar- 
den, make the conflltions least favor- 
able to tlio gooseberry mildew. Mr. 
Whyte is not troubled with mildew 
in the least, and does not spray. 

The foUowi'ng six varieties ' liavc 
Succeeded best with Mr. 'Whyte, who 
has furnished the descriptions of them : 

Triumph (White). — In shape ;ind 
color like Whitesmith, but about one- 
quarter larger.

ENGLISH GOOSEBERRIES 



In Kngland the gooseberry is one of 
the most popular fruits, and great 
quantities of gooseberries are grown 
there every year. They arc ii'^ed to a 
large extent for eating out of hand 
when ripe, but are much in demand for 
making jam. Owing to the large size 
and good flavor, and their popularilvin 
Kiigland, they were early iiniiorted into 
America, but It was soon found that 
owing to the gooseberry mildew the 
Knglish varieties could not he .siic- 
cc.s.sfully cultivated in . most plaopH 
where the gooseberry grows. Where 



or tell feet high is aiiollier. All llii-so 
methods are useful, but unless the air 
is moist above as it is eool and moist 
below the eonditioiis will bi^ still more 
or less favorable for the develoiimr'nt 
of the disease. Tin; conditions of .i 
thickly planted garden, wliere there is 
partial shade, seem the most favorable. 

At llio t'ciitral l';xperimental l'"ariii 
106 English varieties have been tested, 
many of them for about foiirleeii 
years, for the purpose, of learning 
which would be freest from inihU'W. 
Tile soil wliere they were tested is 'not 
;is heav.\- as' was desirable, but It was 
the heaviest thai could be obtain.Ml, 
and to lualie the coiiditiims more fav- 
orable clay was drawn and mixed with 
llic .soil. None of the varieties, have 
done well, but below will bo found de- 
scriptions o£ tlie eleven which have 
produced the cleanest fruit:

In the annual report of the Fruit Ex- 
perimental station of Ontario, for 190,'!,

"The, fruit cit the foreign varieties, 
arid' their seedlings, was not affectofl 
by mildew, hut the foliage was so bad- 
ly mildewed that it .ill fell off. The 
mildew made its apiieara'iiee on .Iiine 
Mi, and in two v.eeks the stems were 
bare of le.-i\-es, so the fruit iiev.'r rip- 
ened projierlj", and w;is not IU for use. 

"Autoc-;it gave I ho jargesl crop of 
fruit of the foreign varieties. The 
berry is very large, but of puin- qual- 
it.v. 

"Largo Golden Prolific, Coliinibla, 
Whitesmith, C.'hautaiiqua, Queen, ami

All mildewed as I have do 
scribed. 

"Cro-.v Rob and Kecpsako were well 
loaded with \'ery large berries; so was 
Crosby's .Seedling, and Lancashire Lad. 
Crosby's Seedling gave the largest ber 
ries this .season. 

"Green Chisel was loaded, but the 
fruit is poor In quality. All the other 
pure English varieties, sent to the sta- 
tion In 1S9C, have gradually died ont, 
till now, out of six each of f.O varie- 
ties, I have besides Green Chisel, only 
a dozen small, stunted hushes. 

"Success is Identical with Downing, 
and Oregon Jumbo with Red .facket. 
Golden Prolific and Keen's Seedling 
are worthless. 

"Ontario is a beautiful, largo berry, 
and the bush Is very vigorous for a 
foreign seedling. Yellow Scotch Is not 
up to AVhitesmitli. Taken all around, 
I llnd AVhItesmitli tlio best foreign 
variety. The bnsh Is a good grower. 

"To thoso v.'ho have soil and climate 
favorable to the growth of the foreign 
varieties, I .say, do not soiul to Britain 
for plants, but use those already ac- 
climatized, such as AVhitesmilh, I 
have found the Old Country plants ut- 
terly lacking In vigor. A gentleman 
throe miles south of my place has 
grown Industry for years, and has yet 
to see the lirst speck of mildew, while 
Industry with me never fail.s to roc 
with mildew, so there are places in On- 
tario favorable for their growtii. 

"Green Chisel has succeeded the best 
of any variety received here from tli = 
Old Land, and yet, after ten years, the 
bushes are no larger than Pearl at 
three years from sucker." 
Varieties of English Gooseberries Re- 
commended .by Mr, J. C. Chapais, 

i;i;pSt;^enis, Que. 
In order .to'learn how English goose- 
berries, were." succeeding along the 
lower St. Lawrence, where the summer 
is cooler and the air moistcr than at 
Ottawa, a letter was sent to Jlr. J. C. 
Chapais, St. Denis, who lives in lati- 
tude -17 degrees 30, near the St. Law- 
rence nearly 10 miles below the city 
of Quebec. Jlr. Cliapais writes: 

"In answer to your letter of Janu- 
ary 28, asking for information on the 
English gooseberlers, I beg leave to 
say that I have had under cultivation 
tlie following: Chautauqua, Columbus, 
Golden • Prolific, Industry, Kcep.sake, 
Lancashire Lad, Whitesmith. 1 have 
dropped Industry and Golden Prolific 
because they mildewed awfully; Keep- 
sake a-nd Lancashire Lad because they 
did not amount to much as to bearing, 
and I have kept and consider as very 
good, highly productive and absolute- 
ly free from mildew tlie varieties 
Chautauqua, Columbus and While- 
smith. Columbus is the best of the 
three last mentioned. I have these 
under culture for over ten years. 

"I do not know much about other 
gl•owo^s cultivating English gooseber- 
ries, around here."

Scalding of the Fruit 

In a very hot, dry time, gooseberries 
are often scalded, become untlt for use 
and fail to the ground. If the goose- 
berries are planted in heavy, cool soil 
and the ground kept well cultivated 
and the Saw-fly prevented from eating 
the foliage there .'will; be ' little trouble. 
Unfortunately, In' many plantations 
the foliage is very 'scant, either on ac- 
count of poor cultivation or Injury 
from the worm of the Saw-fly, and it 
is under such conditions that the 
greatest Injui'y occurs. 

Diseases of the Gooseberry 

Gooseberr.v .Mildew (Spluterotheca 
mors-tinvae),, — 'I'lie (Joosehorr.y Mildew 
li.is prevented the general culture of 
tho English gooseberry in America. 
This dlseas<> attacks the leaVes, twigs 
and fruit, When the attack is bad it 
destroys the foliage, covers the fruit 
and causes most of It to drop. It 
saps the growing slioot.s to .such xm ex- 
tent that they do not ripen jiroperly, 
and dry tip wdthout setting fruit buds. 
11 thus in-actically destroys tho croj). 
The dls(!asi3 is ar^parent early In the 
season In the -web-like covering which 
coats tho leaves, shoots and fruit. This 
is tho niycolium from which is given 
oft the sports which propagate this 
disease. It is usually noticed first i'n 
tliG lower and most shaded parts of 
the busli. When tho spores are being 
given off, tho mildew lias a powdery 
appearance. Winter spores arc form- 
ed later which gorinlimte in the spring. 
As the hiycellum and spores are both 
on tho surface it might bo thought 
this disease could bo easily controlled, 
but tho weather conditions ' In ' this 
country seem so favorable to tho dc- 
velopmewt of spores that the goose- 
berry mildew spreads with great ra- 
pidity, and constant and thorough 
spraying arc necessary to prevent it 
from doing so. American varieties are 
seldom affected by gooseberry mildew, 
Ithough occasionally they are slightly 
ttaekcd. ,. 

I'^xperlments wore conducted at tho 
l''arm In IStil, and .the following re- 
sults obtained: 

I'-ive applications were made in each 

1. Polassiuni sulphide, 1 oz. dissolv- 
ed in 3 gallons of water gave tho best 
results, keeping the foliage practically 
lieallliy iiiirl free from disease the 
whole season. 

Polassiuni HUllilii(h>', 1 oz. to -I j^al- 
lons, stood .second In order of el'fcctlve- 
'.less. 

3. Aimiioiilacal copper carbonate, 3 
ozs. lo L'r> gallons, stood third nnd ^^as 
fairly eftectivc. 

•1. .Sus;)ension mixtures of copixn' 
arbonatc did not give a riuflici.'iit de- 

reo of Immiiiiity to pay for cost of 
ninterials ami time of appllcai ion. 

Tho experiment was conllniicd in 
1S02, with tho 'following results: 
"1. Sprayed with potassium sulphldai' 




no mildew appeared on the fruit' of " 
any of tho sprayed plants. 

■1. Plants treated with Bordeaux 
mixture had healthier foliage' ahd re- 
rctaliied II longer than those treated 
with potassium sulphide or amnn.o.'ni- 
cai copper carbonate. 

An experiment was tried' in ISQT by 
shading the plants rfroniftliCsun's rays 
on the south, east and west'jsldes With 
Indian corn plantad;.in^hllls;abput,.two 
feet from tho bushesV.' rVIt^jis.' reported 
tliat the plants protected "were •lieal- 
thior tha-n those not protectedr ' ■ 

Bordeaux mixture was again r tried 
in 18S7 in the early pasrt of the season, 
and when it began to stain the -fruit 
a, weak solution (1 pound to 160- gal- 
lons water) of copper sulphate was ap- 
plied. Tills proved fairly- (.effective. 
Weekly applications werej-Vhowever, 
necessary in order to liold:the-,dIseaso 
I'n check. The weak copper sulphate 
solution seemed quite as effectual as 
ammonlacal copper carboniite, is easier 
prepared and exceedingly cheap; " V. 

In 1899 experiments were continued i 
with potassium sulphide, 1 oz. to 2 gal'- 
lons; potassium sulphide, 1 dz.-i to 3 
gallons; calcium sulphide;,: l.'oz.-',tb 1 
gallon; calcium sulphide, l:"ozi;.to 3 gal- 
lons; formalin, 1 oz. to 1 galib'ri;' Bor- 
deaux mixture (sulphate of ; 'copper 4 
lbs., lime 4 lbs., water 40 gallons),' with 
the following results: 

Potassium sulphide, 1 oz. to 2 gal- 
lons. This gave the bc5t results as far 
aa tho fruit was concerned. The leaves 
of the bushes were, however, nearly 
all destroyed by the spray. Berries 
\yere only slightly affected with mil- 
dew. 

Potassium sulphide, 1 oz. to 3 gal- 
lons. This was almost as effective as 
the last, and injured the leaves aboiit' 
as much." 

Calcium sulphide, 1 oz. to 1 gallon. 
The results were no better than those 
not sprayed, as leaves and fruit were 
affected with mildew. / 

Calcium sulphide, 1 oz. to 2 galloris. 
The mildew on the fruit was lessened; 
but the foliage was destroyed by the 
fungicide. 

Formalin, l<oz. to 1 gallon. The re- 
sults were 'not encouraging. While tho 
fruit was not quite as bad as unspray- 
ed It w^as unfit for market. 

Bordeaux mixture. While this kept 
the leaves in good condition, prevent- 
ing the spread of mildew on tlrem, the 
fruit ■n-as considerably aKected and 
unfit for market. 

Unspniyed. The leaves ) and , fruit 
were badly affected. 

In 1902 a 'dcterinlnod 'effort was made 
to prevent tho spread of mildew, but 
It was only partially successful. Be- 
ginning when the loaf buds wore 
breaking on April IS, the bushes were 
sprayed thoroughly every week witli 
potassium sulphide in tho proportion 
of 1 oz. to 2 gallons of water. This , 
was continued until June 5, when 
traces of mlldcw^ being noticed tho 
bushe.s were sprayed twice a week un- 
til July 19, making 20 sprayings in all. 
Notwithstanding tho thorough and 
constant appl^ation of this fungicide 
the leaves rlropped badly from most 
European varieties, though what fruit 
remai'ncd on tho bushes was not nearly 
so much affected as usual. 

During the past few years asparagus 
has been grown between the rows of 
gooseberries to afford shade, but it de- 
velops too late, which also applies to 
Indian corn. If partial sluulo is desir- 
ed It should 1)0 hnijl early in the sea- 
son, before the disease has spread 
much, hence the shade of slirnhs or 
t^ecfs' which leaf out early is desirable. 
Remedies 

Potassium siilpliido (1 oz. to 2 gal- 
lons water), has on tho whole given the 
best results at the l-Lxperimental farm, 
although i'ii some instances the foliage 
was injured by il.^ This remedy |.<J 
recommended by the New York Ex- 
periment station. To whom belongs the 
credit of discovering it in LSS7. I'larly 
applications are very important, be- 
ginning wlion llic leaf buds are brcak- 
1-iig and continuing at intervals of a 
week to ten days. About five or six 
sjirayings will be necessary, but if tho 
we.allier Is unfavorable more may have 
to be given. The ljuslies should bo 
spra.^■od from beneath as well as from 
above. Tho centre of llio bush sliould 
rceive llie sjira.v also. In fad, tho 
whole bush should be thoroughly 
sprayed. . 

Calcium sulphide niay prove as use- 
ful as potassium sulphide, as one year's 
lest made showed tl^at the dl.sease 
wa.s prevented from injuring the fruit 
although the foliage \vas injured that 
season. 

From the experiments conducted at 
the Central I'Jxpeiiinental farm fair re- 
Biilts have been obtained by spraying 
with Bordeaux mlxturo when the leaf 
buds are breaking, and again Just be- 
fore blooming, following as soon as the 
flowers fall, and continuing at inter- 
vals of a week or ton days, with,. a 
weak solutio.i of Bordeaux mixture, 1 
lb. to IGO gallons water, or with am- 
monlacal copper carbonate. The spray- 
ing must be thorough and persistent 
and eon tinned until the gfioseborrles 
are nearly full grown. The under side' 
of tho leaves should be sprayed as 
tiiorotighly as the above, otherwise the 
disease will not be checked. The early 
apjillcatlons are very imiiortant. 

Jjcaf Spot.— Rust (Septoria rlbls).— 
The disease wliicii causes the spotting 
of gooseberry leaves and tlieir falling 
prematurely Is the same as that which 
affects currants, and may bo dealt with 
in the same way.

HARDY LADY'S SLIPPERS 

A bunch of the beau;tirul Lady's 
Slipper (Cyrlpcdlum Ciilceolus) Is a 
leinlncler of that Interesting race of 
luirdy Orchids, never happier than in 
tlio bog garden, which we described 
recently. Probaljly no Kroup of Or- 
chids is more familiar than Uie Cypri- 
podlum, whether the Cyprlpedluin of 
the TroplcK, of tlio North American 
wilds or of our own country, where It 
Is oag-orly .sought for by the collector. 
Unhappily, ad with so many of the 
rarer and more beautiful wild flowers, 
the Imrdy Orchids arc rapidly becom- 
ing: extinct, and the writer never, even 
[to an intimate flower-loving friend, 
betrays the whereabouts of any u^n- 
common wilding. Wo know whore the 
Bee Orchis flourishes, its little bee-like, 
velvety flowers a delight to watch, and 
the Habenarla scents tho wind, of early 
summer; but .they -are " iQft^vlii'Jpeaoo 
so increase and give Joy to the few 
who know of their homes on the chalky 
downside. Tho writer haa grown most 
of the .Cyprlpediums, and tho species 
that has first place In his affections is 
C.^spedtiiljUis, which is as beau tiful in 
color arid' In form as any of the much- 
praised klnd.s from the Tropic.,. Tho 
idaco for it is a peaty, moist, but not 
water-logged bed, where the white 
Trillium and flowers that appreciate 

t a moist soil and h.alf shade flourish. It, 

' is a pretty flower, with a largo rosy 
Hp and sepals and petals, and strong, 
pointed, pale green foliage, which is 
in happy association with the bloom. 
A variety of it named alba is quite 
white, but we have a \varmor regard 
for the species with llie rosy \checkB. 
All the hardv Cyprlpediums appreciate 
a molat bed, such as the bog garden 
should afford, and .shcUor from the hot 
midday sun and from cold winds. Give 
them "for soil loam and peat, woll-do- 
cavcd manure and some sphagnum 
mos.s, the latter to retain the moisture 
without preventing it passing freely 
away. A perpetual slush will rot tho 

, roots; there is a great difference bo-, 
tween a moist and wet, badly-drained 
soil, and tho plants will show this In 
their growth. 

Other Beautiful Lady's Slippers 
Having started with Cyprlpcdium 
spcctablle, or tho Jlocas.sin-flower as it 
i.? popularly called, a desire will pro- 
bably' arise for others of tho same 
family; and tho second species that 
most appeals to tlie writer is C. parvi- 
florum, also an Orchid from North 
America, and quite distinct from.spec- 
tablle. In this case there.si3..».vl)retty 
liarmony of bmwn and.yenpw,<a,jsweet 
fragrance and quaintly twisted, petals. 
A gem is C. callfornlcum, . which, as 
the name suggests, comes froia Cali- 
fornia. This has been exhibited on 
more than one occasion of late, and 
has always attracted attention. It Is 
not showy, but the little flowers of 
cream and greenish yellow color have 
a' quiet beauty; they are borne several 
together on a stem about a foot In 
length, and if they were less numerous 
would be probably almost unnoticed. 
C. guttatum is grown frequently in thc 
bog garden, and we find that it must 
not have much moisture in winter. Its 

I flowers are extremely beautiful, .inow 
white, relieved by blotclios of purple 
rose. C. niacranlluun, from Siberia, Is 
deep purple; C. pulioscens, pale yellow; 
C. acauie, rose purple; C. ariotlnum, a 
charming little species with green and 
brown Kopals and petals of reddish lip; 

candidum, of similar coloring exc(n)t 
for the white pouch, labellum, or lip, 
as it is variously called; C. japonicum. 
from Japan, crimson and white; our 
native C. Calcoolus, one of the prettiest 
of all; and C. montanum, purplish 
brown and white. All the Cypride- 
dlums are a success in pots, and. where 
tho outdoor garden does not offer fa- 
cilities for tho culture a cold green- 
house or rrame will give the 'necessary 
protection. 

The Importance of Hoeing 
During tlie sunmier months the hoe 
should bo kept busily at work, iloeing 
Is an operation that has a greater 
bearing, on the succ(jssriil cuUlvatiou 
of vegetables in particular, than tlie 
gardener i.^ aware, and for llie reason 
tliat it keeps the moisture in the soil, 
•.sweete-ns 11 and iironi.iles >,'ri-!iter ac- 
tivity of the roots. Apart from these 
great consldiM-ations, there is tlie plea- 
sant fact that well-lioed griiuntl is in- 
nocent dt; wecMis. AVe never \vatcr any 
crop unless the weather i.-; no dry that 
such is necessary to .^avi' the plants; 
hut hoe diligently, then u.se tlio watijr- 
can freely when occasion arises. Once 
iiiu! begins to water in prolonged 
drought, it must bo kept up, and .al- 
way.s avoid what is known as a ■'c.-ik- 
viV' surface— that Is, a surface which 
l.s so solid as to bo almost impervious 
to water, whether from tho can or tho 
sky. As a well-known horticulturist 
says: "The hoe serves, a doublo pur- 
pose— rlt^ aerates and keeps the . soil 
moist and eradicates weeds; in fact, 
It must bo' classed as one of the nio.'Jt 
useful tools the garddner has. By Us 
aid the ground is kept clean and in the 
condition best; suited to the needs of 
;the growing crops." 

Random Notes 
The Rose Maggot — Only by tho 
closest care aiul uttontiim have wo 
Ba\-ed our ro.-ios this year, never liaving 
experienced so ■.?evere a plague. ICach 
day llie bushesihavo been examined, 
and hundreds of the marauders, in 
various stages, crushed betwoen finger 
;uk1 thumb. Tho grubs curl themselves 
In tho leaves and young growths, atul 
soon destroy them, not omitting the 
buds. also. There Is no remedy except 
the personal application bf fl'nger and 
thumb, as any Insectlcldfeo . given 
would be too strong to kill them wlth- 
, out destroying tho leaf or shoot too.

A beautiful tree for foliage.— Look- 
ing through the collection of trees and 
shrubs in Jlcssr.s. Paul and Son's nur- 
series at Cheshunt recently, the dou- 
ble-flowered Frunus Plssardi wsa no- 
ticed; tho type has been largely plant- 
ed in iiarks and gardens, but the dou- 
ble variety will probably supersede it. 
The foliage is much briv^htcr in color, 
and the contrast is at onco apparent 
when the two are close to each other.

STANDARD POULTRY 

Standard Varieties _ of :T)OuUry are 
those which ' are recognized/ by., the 
American Poultry association as' being 
pure-bred, and worthy of a.descrlptlon 
In the Stanjclard pi'^erfectlbn.. a?o^o))- 
talnr'tlils posltl6h;'for a new variety, It 
is riece's'sary to produce" ovlderioe which 
shows that at least '60 per cent of- the 
chicks shall come true to Stahd^rd re- 
quiromentfl, that Is, shall' breed '.jtrpe 
enough that they wlH riot 'b6",dIsquaH- 
fiod for anj' reason, '- ;'■ 

This lnterpretatlo"ri 'of tlio ' rules Is 
usually very liberally construed'.'" and 
there 'are breeds now in the:'Standard 
which do not produce 25 per.-'6'ent of 
birds which would pass at^-litho' hand 
Of any competent JudBe,^;':Tliere"''are 
other varieties which' rarfelyt prodiace 
an absolutely disqualified -bird, al- 
though show quality may not be very 
common in the young. 

In formulating the Standard now In 
use, 100 points was taken a's represent- 
ing perfection and the requirements 
were made so severe that it would be 
Impossible for any breeder, no matter 
how skilful ho might become, to ever 
produce a bird which would score the 
full number of points. 

It Is almost impossible for a begin- 
ner in poultry breeding - to properly 
apply the Rtandard.: t .There' -are.i two 
reasons for this: The first Is'that Very 
few beginners have ever studied- tho 
philosophy of so judging as to under- 
stand the importance of properly ap- 
plying tho description to the-.fowl in 
hand. Thi.s may be said of- a,;. good 
many of our judges also. These apply 
tho Standard according to false. t§ach-. 
ing, lack of appreciation Of f certain 
points, causing them to cut too deep 
in certain sections and not enough in 
other.s. 

No judge is as good In all Standard 
varieties as ho Is in some ' of them. 
Thi.s has led to putting a largo number 
of judges on the work In tho larger 
show.s and assigning to each the var- 
ieties nf which he Is the most compet- 
ent judge. The smaller shows cannot 
go to this expense, and an all-around 
judge Is secured, who Is not comp"6tent 
to deal out even jutice to all'-exhlbl- 
tors. , 

Tho bc.u that can be said of all- 
round judging is Hint each exhibitor 
has an e(iiial cliaiicc. if the judge Is 
not competent to judge any particular 
v.'irlcty, he is equally Incom.Dctent in 
tho case of every bird of that v.-iricty 
which passes through liis linnds and 
the exhibitors have an criual cluince, 
'although their birds may be scored 
either too liigh or too low. 

AVo have .si.'cn judges cut tho comb 
of a game fowl, in a female, as much 
as he would a similar defect In a 
Leghorn, although tho comb of the 
game fowl is not counted as being one- 
third as valuable as in that oi: a Leg- 
horn. 

.Some breeds have thirty polijts as- 
signed to head gear, whllo others; are 
given not more than ten. If similar 
defects iiro cut in tlie same way, a 
cut that may amount to one-third the 
value may l)o given to oiiu variety 
which will only amount to one-tenth 
in another with higher value for the 
same point. 

The value of each section is an nrlilt- 
rary one, fixed according to the diffi- 
culty of breeding a bird perfect In that 
se<;tion. The beginner should study 
Ihis differeni'o with care and tr\- to 
understand the motives of the makers 
of the Standard in fixing values for 
the separate sections. 

Before we sliall have finished this 
series, we Intend to go over all tho 
Standard-Varieties, pointing out In a 
brief manner how the beginner nuiy 
know, approxirtiately, the value of his 
birds, 'and thus be able to determine 
which of his birds ho should keep and 
wiilcii of tliem reject. It is not the 
Intention to make tills series n course 
of lessons in judging, for tli,^ reason 
that judging requires conslder.-ilili^ 
pr;ictlcal e.xiierlence in breerlliijf iioul- 
try, much attention to tlie work of 
competent judges in tho show rnoni 
and a great deal of study. 

Wo have in mind pointing out tho 



fundamental principles of judging as 
wo understand them, and shall be glad 
to have suggestions and opinions from 
others concerning the motters treated; 
all of which will receive consideration 
and be given to the public as fuUy^,. as 
■the demands on our space -vvUlj-'admlt. 

Not Infrequently beginners' "reject 
birds which should have been- kept for 
breeders, and more often they retain in 
their own yards, or sell to others, birds 
which should have been sent to pot 
as soon as they had developed enough 
to show what they would he when ma- 
tured. • ,.i ; ■ ' -.v 

In much the , larger! nwmjjor of cases, 
these mistakes are n)ade' through ig- 
norance' of the principles which apply 
in selecting stock which will fill the 
requirements of the Standard. . 

Whllo tho rules of judging published 
in tho Standard do not give /any de- 
finite score below whidh a bird shall 
bo considered as, being, disqualified, U 
Is gorierally.conceded that a bird which 
will 'hot' score up to eighty points is 
not worthy of attention as a breeder 
or In the show room. 

No largo show is ever held at whicli 
birds are not shown which could not 
have any chance to win In any show. 
To enter such birds is an Indication of 
Ignorance on tho part of the exhibi- 
tor, as well as a detriment to iLj 
chances foi- future sales, besides being 
a waste of money. We shall try •-•> 
give such pointers In this series as 
^v!ll prevent tho appearance in uio 
show room of -worthless spocimens If 
attention Is given to our Instructions. 

At one time we judged a good many 
poultry shows, and it was the invar- 
iable rule to find disqualified birds, aa 
well as those which, whllo not posi- 
tively disqualified, scored so low n.s 
to be of no practical value except aa 
market birds. 

Tlio beginner Is likely to think that 
because he has bought eggs and stock 
of a prominent breeder, his birds will 
all of them be of Standard quality. 
Thl.s Is never tho case. If Standard 
birds of high quality wore easy to 
breed, the fancy poultry business 
would soon bo reduced to tho market 
basis of prices. It is because a bird 
which will score high Is the exception, 
rather than tho rule, that high prices 
prevail. 

It should bo remembered that any 
breeder, no matter how new he is In 
tho business, who produces a high 
scoring bird, will be able to secure a 
good price for It once he has exhibit- 
ed It and won honors. 

The most prominent fanciers have 
attained to their positions by producing 
fine birds, but In this respect' no one 
of them has tho advantage over tho 
others. No variety of Standard poul- 
try produces a largo percentage of 
show birds, and breeding show birds 
together is not always the best way 
to produce those of tho highest quality. 

Ono breeder is able to produce a 
larger percentage of sho\v birds than 
another because ho has discovered 
how to mate his stock so as to pro- 
duce quality. 

Herein lies the advantage of breed- 
ing for a strain. No strain can bo 
brought to any gi-eat degree of per- 
fection wltliout more or les.s in-breed- 
Ing. Once a breeder has secured, by se- 
lection, a breeding pen w^ich produces 
a largo percentage of hi^-i;;as.y birds, 
he should begin breeding in as closely 
as possible with safety, in order to 
intensify tho tendency to produce good 
quality. By following this course these 
is much less liability to produce birds 
with the defects which reduce score.=!. 

Mixed breeding is never advisable 
where show quality is sought. It Is 
best to begin with birds of recognized 
strains and keep breeding along tho 
original blood lines Indefinitely. It is 
not necessary for the beginner to start 
in with birds all of ono strain, if he 
has tho patience to select the ticst and 
the courage to reject every bird which 
fails to come up to high-class quality. 

Kvery poultry-fancier who over has 
or over will make a great reputation 
must breed for a strain of his own in 
tho end, no matter how many different 
strains are represented In' his original 
flock. 

This Is true of all live-stock breed- 
ing, and is the foundation on which 
success must bo built. If a flock is 
started with eggs or birds from a 
given strain, the fu'Liiro brooding should 
be along that strain. Tliis greatly 
simplifies the work of the breeder and 
gives him an opportunity lo take liis 
place among those of rocogni-<;cd .abil- 
ity in the shortest possible time. 

As thi.s series Tirnceeds, we shall en- 
deavor to point out how to build up 
:i strain wlilcli will meet tho require- 
ments of tho strictest judges and add 
to the reputation of the owner, no mat- 
ter what variety he may, select as the 
field of his endeavor. 



FALL HATCHED CHICKS 

Do not be , afraldfoFi-hatchlng chicks 
In the fall.. If thby,are 'timed -,to. come 
out about the flrst^ of - SeiJtember, they 
will dome whia' . 'the days! begin to l>e 
pleasantly cool, or at least; cooler than 
the torrid days of July and August, 
and at a good time for Insects and 
other dainties, suoh'as weed seeds and 
the litter of ' the grain fleld; . ■• , 7 , : 

Chicks hatched In the autumn. -us- 
ually grow very rapidly, as 'If nature 
wore preparing them for tho cold days 
soon to come. They feather out almost 
at once and by the last of November 
are ready to endure the growing cold 
of tho early winter very comfortably. 

.Such chicks will make a fairly good 
growth during tho winter If well fed 
and comfortably housed and the pul- 
lets will begin to lay about the first 
of February and continue to lay iintil 
late in the season, rarely offering to 
sit until late in the .■'unimor. 

They lay in tlie late summer, -when 
the older hens 'or pullets hatched ear- 
lier have como to the end of their pro- 
ducllvo iierlod uiull after molting 
lime. 

There is usually a good dem.and for 
well-grown cliick.f late In tho fall and 
often prices offi'ied for these make it 
profllable to sell them in tlio market. 
At any rate tliey will bring morn 
iiiDiiey than would be received for the 
f gj;s f'-om which they are ha t i-hed .'ind 
will jiay good profit on the troublo nf 
hatching ami raising them and the 
grain they eat. 

If tlio spring hatch has boon unsat- 
isfactory, tho fall- chick will make up 
in a large measure. -for this condition- 



of affairs. We have hatched chicks 
In tho fall that turned out to be fine 
fowls after they had matured the next 
spring.' • - ' ' ' .. • 

BUTTERMILK ?FOR POULTRY 

It has long been known that butter- 
milk is one of the best drinks for In- 
valids and, in fact, for "the average 
person, but I doubt it very many who 
are Interested in poultry rcall/.o its 
value as a drink or food for poultry, 
Buttermilk contains about the proiier 
amount of lactic add necessary to in- 
duce perfect digestion. It may also 
take tho place of meat to a great ex- 
tent. 

It keeps tliG fowls in a laxative con- 
dition, and ati the same time furnishes 
considerable valuable, readily digest- 
ed food. I prefer to give it to them in 
vessels, luit If soft feed Is given them, 
buttermilk may bo used instead of 
water to mix it with. The fowls are 
very fond of it, and it has jiroved as 
valuable for the hens to produce egg- 
laying as for the clucks which are 
making flesh, bone, muscle and feath- 
ers at ono and the s:imo time, and 
which need a varied diet of the nio.st 
nourishing foods, it makes the fowls 
plump and the flesh lighter colored, 
tender and juicy. As It has proven to 
be such a great aid to digestion, it is 
not more than what could be; expected 
that fowls -which have a<5Cess:tQ but- 
termilk are less subject 'to cholera or 
diarrhoea, and this has tlirough .years 
of experience proven to be so. ....

BREEDING GEESe\ 

Old goose lay a greater number of 
larger eggs and are more reliable than 
young geese. Nevertheless, If geese 
must be purchased,, It. of ten saves time 
to i)uy young geoise'.-ratlier than to at- 
tempt to •aecure- iftrijE. number of old 
ones Young ganders are better for 
breeding purposes than young geese. 
Young geese do not lay as many fer- 
tile eggs or produce as many goslings 
the first breeding season as tliey do 
the second. If geese are often chang- 
ed from ono place to .mother, they aro 
apt not to breed well, and tho other 
conditions being equal, they breed 
better the third season tlioy are in a 
locality than the second.. 

In order to insure the best results, 
geese for breeding .should bo ohtaiii«d 
us early in the fall as ijo.^siblo, not 
later than October. They thus have 
an opportunity to become acquainted 
witli the new surroundings before the 
breeding sea-son. Breeding ^eose should 
have considerable exercise and be Iccpt 
moderately .thln-.}li\.-fl6sh through the 
winter by .IIghtr-Jeffling an.dha fieo 
range or facIlltleSyfQrtS'wlmmfcriig. . 'I'ho 
best ganders for. l>#^dlng purpose.^ are 
African and,- Brei^.Kcil3hIna. .-JThe; Tou- 
louse geese iay.>\v'|ll/',{)ut often do not 
sit. The Emble%i^so lay- fewer eggs 
but malte bettor iinb't'heri!. Brown Chi- 
na and White. China 'geese are prolific 
layers. Geese 'are graziers and too 
much grain Is not good for them. To 
insure fertile egg.s tliey should have 
an abundance of grcon food and have 
accc.is to a pond or other body of 
water. If this Is not ■ jiossible a tub 
of water set level with tlio surface of 
tho ground may bo substituted. 'Very 
early laying is not desirable, since 
the go;ding3 do not thrive -well un- 
less tliey have an abundance of grass. 
l'"or tho fir.-it two or three days they 
should be giveji nothing except grass 
and water. Often a llttlo'feed.of scald- 
ed cracked corn should bo given In 
addition, . three times a day. The gos- 
lings are^-.llable/,to.,'j-J()e,; overcome by 
the heati.--ai)4f8^QW.4^alwp.y8 haye soine 
place ofretreal -vi-fiere they may es- 
cape the. sun^s rays.

Buy young, well- 
mated stock, not over eighteen months 
old, and if you do not know anything 
about pigeons, buy five jvUrs insleiKl of 
a hundred, and learn from them, and 
then increase your flock according to 
the increase oC your knowledge, and 
after you have thi iii u year don't think 
you know the business from A to Z, 
and be so foolish ;is not to take the 
advice of some who have made it a 
life study. The man wlio fails, will 
toll you there In no money In the busi- 
ness, but If you question him, you 
will And that ho tried to walk before 
ho learned to creep, and lack of knowl- 
edgo and cheap stock were his down- 
fall. Ho .Havod a few dollars in getting 
inferior .stock ami lost all In the end. 
Cheap slock is f!ib;e economy, and laclc 
of knowledge is simijly ignorance, And 
do not start In the sciiiiib business with 
a hundred ijalrs; suu ( with ten, li^irn 
your birds, tlielr care and needs by iif.- 
tual experience, anil increase your plant 
according to the Increase of your 
knowledge.

SOFT SHELLED EGGS 

Hons that acquhe llie linhit of lay- 
ing soft-shell eggs shoulil be watcji- 
ed very carefully in order to break 
them of it. There aro two causes for 
soft eggs. Ono is fi.-i>dlng tns nineli 
sllninla.ting fond; the oth;M' not en- 
ough shell-forming iiiaterl,-il being 
furnl.shed. Too niiioh spiced food and 
moat Is generally found to bo the chl6f 
cause, and It that is cut out the evil 



croupcr. This Is put on -thej.'doltisf'.and 
tlioy aro turned loose In a "safe yard 
for half the day. They got accustom- 
ed to tho bit in tho mouth, and after 
they have had the rigging on a few 
times they .stop tho restless champing 
and moving about, which Is the result 
o£ the restriction which Is put upon 
them. Wo give our light colts as 
much of this bitting as possible, put- 
ting this harness on them rrioro often 
than on tho heavy ones, and as soon 
as they carry themselves in nice 
shape and do not seem to be restless 
under tho harness, then this is added 
to by putting on tlie whole of tlio liar, 
ness and tho colts aro turned out to 
become accustomed to the feeling of 
It. After this restlvencss lias passed 
away, tho colt Is li Itched up with an 
older horse and usually after going 
tills way for three or four times ho is 
ready to be put into the breaking cart 
and bo driven single. From this time 
on it is a question of acquainting him 
witli the .siglits and .sounds of tho 
neighborhood and driving liim so as to 
bring out all the style possible, both 
in carriage and gait. Our draft colts 
are much more easily handled."— 
Nor'-West Farmer, 



AROUND THE FARM 

PREPARI-NG RANGE COLTS 

in an address before tho Iowa State 
Board of Agriculture, Prof. John A. 
Ci-alg has given .some lessons learned 
by experience in regard lo this mat- 
ter. He says: 

"In reading the descriptions of the 
different ways of breaking horses, ono 
cannot but be imi)ressed wilh the fact 
that those advo(!;Lliiig any system sin- 
cerely think that it is the only system 
that inay be properly followed, and 
that it should be mado to apply to all 
classes. I do not believe this Is gen- 
erally true. Colts of all kinds differ 
In teinperanient very mucli, and one 
of the most necessary things for the 
horse trainer to know is to be able to 
understand and read temperaments, .so 
that ho can adjust his methods to tho 
indlvhlu.'ils on hand. 

"This leads me lo say further that 
tho i-;uigo colts differ just as much 
a,'; native colts do in their tempera- 
ments and characteristics. and one 
only needs to know a little .about tlie 
acliial circumstances of the rc-aring of 
r.inge horses to reali-/.e that there is a 
vast diffrrence In the char.-icliu- of the 
product that comes from the different 
r.ingcs. 

"it -would be a mlstako for any man 
to say tliat .'ill natl\-e colts are good 
burses, as well .-is it -would bo n. mis- 
lake to say that they aro all bad, and 
tills statement would iJO just as in- 
applii:-able to rango colts as It is to 
native colts. There are just as well 
bred horses in the range cfuintry a.s 
there are in any other section, and it 
is .-i mistake to think that a western 
horse must be .-i cayiise, broncho, or 
nuis(:ing. In beBlmiing The breaklng 
of the colls that we have, tlie first fea. 
tiii-i- in i-.'Ci--i\-o i'nnsiilei-,-it ion was initt- 
ing on till-; lialters and making tho 
i-olts accii.'-.tonied to being tied and led. 
Willi some It iiilght be necessary to 
l;isso them, but this has hc.cn used liul 
seldom. "With most of them H was 
easy to gel th(-i halter on. ^\'e used a 
plain ropo lialt.ir and then lliey were 
tied to something so firm that they 
would hold without any uncertainty. 
After reall-zlng tho inii-jiose of the hal- 
ter and l.iecoinlng accustomed to stand- 
ing, the colts -\vero then taught to 
load. 

'''y\!I the colt.s were subjected lo this 
lialtcr brealcing during tlie first win- 
ter, .and they were !ill accu.stonied to 
heading, 'i'he chief trou'ole, as It is 
with all kinds nf colts, seemed to lie 
the difficiilty of overcoming the fear 
wlilch they appeared to have of the 
tilings about them. ' I'lvery care was 
t.'iken in handling them at this point 
to lessen that fear as nuK-h as possible, 
••md confidence was afterwards en- 
cour.-igeil to tho fullest extent by go- 
ing lo the i-nlts in tho field ami 
handling lliem when it was possiblo to 
approach tlieni. 

"ir.-indling consists in putting the 
bitting harness on them and getting 
Ihein used to the feel of the bit in 
their mouths .and the parts of the 
harness. .This bitting rigging conslst.% 
of a •bridle, bit, clieok, back pad and. 



BRACE FOR KICKING HORSES 

The wisdom of Iveeping a really 
vicious liorso is often open to question. 
In some rare cases it would bo much 
better to put a bullet through tho head 
of such a horse than Lo run tlio risk 
of working it, particularly If boys are 
to have anything to do with it. But 
there are casps that aro not nearly so 
dangerous, and wo reprint, from 
"l<\arm Conveniences," the following 
plan, which we have seen very suc- 
cessfully used on ono of the worst 
iclckora that we ever know. Tho Item 
is as follows: 

Those so unfortunate aa to own a 
kicking horse know something of the 
patience that it requires to get along 
with it, and will welcome anything 
which will prevent tho kicking and 
finally effect a cure. Tho writer knew 
a horse which wag so bad a kiclter that 
after various trials, and after passing 
through many iiaiids, it continued get- 
ting worse all tho time. It wiis per- 
fectly cured in three months by tlie 
use of the device licre given. This Is 
a simple brace, which acts upon tlio 
fact that if tho head be kept up__tlio 
horse cannot Icick. A kicking liorse is 
nice a balance; when ono end goes 
up tho otlior must go down. The 
brace consists of a one-half incli iron 
rod, whlcli may bo straight, or, for the 
looks, gent into a graceful, curve . It 
is forked at both ends; tho two divi- 
sions of tho upper end are fastened 
to the two rings of ithe bit, wliile tho 
lower ends fit upon tiio lower portion 
of tho collar and harness^ The -upper 
ends can best bo fastened to the . bit 
by winding wlth:-wii:;e, which should be 
done smoothly; so aS' not'to Wear'^poii 
the mouth. • The-'lower "end is secured 
byj, inean3..;-pf -,a' :Btrap fastened- to tho 
uppe^i^lSpp.'lj'ahd passing around tho 
collar^f Is'.' •'buclcled through the holo in 
the. .Uovver K part, of the end of tlie 
brade.'^'\Thtf 'brace' ';nee4iSn taken 
from" the' !t)It- unh'^rnessing. Any 
blacksmith '.can 'm'ake such a brace, 
taking care to have , It of the' proper 
length to fit .the gartlcular horse. 
;Keep 'Its '.head afa_bout the" height as 
wfhett V-"«h€cl^ed up," and tho horse 
■vvlil soon* bo cured. 



put- up' by any- chemist . It is as fol- 
lows: One-halt pint of alcohol; one- 
half pint of spirits of turpentine; ono 
ounce of .pure glycerine; mix together 
In a large bottle and shake well before 
using. Apply only with a feather at 
morning and -night. The, sore should 
never, be bandaged. By dally washings 
it will In this way heal up -very rap- 
Idly. 



GEJT-liSIvSHAPE^I^ 

All exhibitors who Intend showing 
at the eumnicr fairs liave their ani- 
mals, practically in shape at the pre- 
sent time, and. nothing remains to be 
done but to add the finishing touches. 
It may bo, however, that the practice - 
of a successful breeder and exhibitor 
of beef cattle, witli wliom we were 
discussing showing and tho fitting of 
cattle' the other day, will be useful as 
well as Interesting. -;' 

It was his practice to keep his stocjc 
In good thlrfty eondltlon, but not ex- 
cessively fat, riglit through the year. 
Coming out this way In tlio spring they 
wero allowed tho run of an enclosed 
pasture, which contained a fine grove 
of trees. Though allowed tho run on 
grass ,thcy wore let out for a com- 
paratively short time each day at first, 
and wero fed aa largo a portion o£ 
their regular rates of hay and chop 
as they cared to clean up. (Wo may 
say that tho concentrated ration was 
composed of oat chop and bran, tho 
proportion of bran being large). They 
wero thus kept growing steadily and 
laying on flesh to a moderate extent, 
ljut were not allowed to scour_tind lose 
anything that they had gained. Being 
out doors they had plenty of fresh air 
and exercise, .md required less atten- 
tion than if kept constantly In tho 
.^st.able in preparation for shov/lng. As 
fair lime drew near a little linseed 
meal v/a.s added to tho meal ration, 
with tile object of Improving tho hair 
and liaiulllng quality generally. Had. 
it not been for tiie trees in the pas- 
ture it would liavc been necessary to 
have stabled tho cattle in midsummer, 
during the hottest part of the day. In 
fact this was done, but only along to^ 
ward the last, wlion thorough daily 
grooming w-as also given. 

Such a system, Iiowever, Is not elab- 
orate, nor beyond the means of the 
average stocl^man who shows at tho 
smaller fairs, and those fairs would: bo 
greatly improved la many instances ' 
and the live stoclc industry greatly 
benefited by a better fitting of the 
stoclc. pxhlbited. . , ' ', . .. 



EXTRICATING MIRED ANIMALS 

An animal mired in .a swamp gets in- 
to a worse predicament the longer it 
struggles. The effort to extricate it 
should be made In an erfectlve man- 
ner, so that the animal may not lie 
encouraged to exhaust itself I'^n repeat- 
ed exertions, which are useless, .'iiid 
only sink It deeper In the mlro. The 
usual method Is to fasten a rojie 
around tho animal's horns or neck, and 
■while this is pulled by some of the 
assi.stant.s, others place rails beneath 
the body of the animal for the pur- 
pose of llflng It out of the hole. This 
plan is sometimes effective, but it often 
is not, and at best it is a clumsy, slow, 
and laborious ■ method. The niaterials 
needed for the method here referred to 
are all tliat is required for a much bet- 
ter one. This is very simple and two 
men can operate It, and, at a pinch, 
evocn one man alone may succeed wdth 
itt. A strong stake or un Iron bar Is 
driven Into tho solid ground at a dis- 
tance of ,25 feet 'or' more, from tlie 
mired animal.. -Two short rails, about 
nine feet .long-, are tied together iie.ar 
tile ends, .'so' that tliey can be spread 
apart In -the form of a iiair of slie.irs 
for 'hol8tlhg.:ri.A;'long repeals fastened 
around. the::;h6rns:,or: neck 'oC the ani- 
mal, with such a knot- that tho looji 
cannot be 'drawn -tight 'enough to do 
any injury.- Tho rope" is cast over 
tho ends of tho rails' -as thoy are set 
upon the edge ^of the. solld'.ground, and 
carried to the ; Stake,' or crdw^'bar be- 
yond. The end. of- thfi'rope. Isi.fasten- 
ed to a stoiitharidrisplke. lea'^Hrigr'abont 
a foot of ,■ fliie end ; ;of > the/- handisplko 
free; This ehd^ls. laid against the bar 
or stake, and the other end-' is moved 
around so that the rope is wound up- 
on it, drawing It up and witlTIt draw- 
ing the animal out of the mire. 'J'ho 
rope, being held up by the tied rails, 
tends to lift the animal and makes It:^ 
extraction very edsy. .-,.'-,;.;',• . 

BARB WIRE CUTS 

When a horse has been injured on 
wire, the first thing to do is to sloj) 
tho flow of blood, says a prominent 
English authority. This may, as 
rule, bo done by bandaging it up 
tightly. It may also frequently be 
best to apply citlier powdered aUnn or 
common baking soda, both of whii-h

REARING DAIRY COWS 

Sometimes dairymen follow the 
practice of buying new cows in order 
to maintain or increase 'their herd 
rather than rear tlielr own heifer 
calves. This method no doubt has 
something to recommend it, but under 
average conditions the disadvantages 
very much outweigh the advantages. 
In the first place it is difficult to pur- 
chase good cows without payinp; a very 
high iirlce, because tho breeder who 
knows how to produce such -.stock also 
knows its value, and he is not willing 
to part with it unless for a very sub- 
staiitla! monetary consideration. This 
being tho case the purchaser is forced 
either to take second rate stock or pay 
a price out of all proportion to' the 
actual cost of rearing a calf to matur- 
ity. 

Such breeders advance the theory that 
it costs more to raise a calf than It 
does to buy a good cow, but tho con- 
tention is not borne out by facts, and 
many excellent heifers arc sacrificed 
through this delusion. In this con- 
nection tho results of some Investiga- 
tion work conducted by tho Illinois 
experiment station is Intcrcstlnfj. 
Twelve calves at a time were tested 
at four different trials. It was found 
that they could bo successfully raised 
on 150 pounds of whole milk and 400 
pounds of skim-millr. The milk wa.i 
fed at the rale of ten pounds iicr day 
until tho calves wero fifty day.s 'old, 
when It wa.s gradually lessened ono 
pound per day for ton days and then 
no more was fed. No substitutes for 
milk were used. Only the ordinary 
grains whicli the farmer produces, and 
a. good (lualily of legume hay wero 
fed, showing that the dairyman can 
raise a calf in this way with almost 
no extra trouble. Tho calves got ra- 
ther thin for a time, but they made 
a poo^] growth, and several of them aro 
now CO us in milk, and good producer.";, 
indicating (hat they wero not injured 
by this method of raising. Two dollars 
and seventy cents' worth of milk 
raised a calf. The sale value of the 
milk fell these ealve.H w.'is as follows: 
One lumdred anil fifty pounds wholo 
milk, at .$1.00 per 100 pounds, $1.50; 
400 pounds skim-mlllc, at .30 cents per 
300 pounds, $1.20; total, $2.70. 

And Ihese prices of milk aro liberal, 
especially as tliey arc at the farm, and 
no money or labor Is exjiendcd in Iiaui- 
iMg- tho niilic to market. It is not so 
exjiensive to raise a calf as tho dairy- 
men have thought. The grain and hay 
consumed by lieU'ers of higli quality 
will give much better returns than tho 
same food fed lo cows. 

One prominent ;ind successful Il- 
linois dair.viiian s.'iys that he can r.also 
a heifer lo the age of two years at ii 
cost of $;;0, - Including the value of tlio 
i-.'ilf at birth, and ho has been offered 
?ri0 for some' of his heifers a^ that 
age. 

Sucii figure;-! as these are convincing 
evidence that It is more expensive to 
Iniy oven inferior cows than lo raise 
tlie heifer.s. 

Bill n. consideration of even greater 
Importancf; than tho actual difference 
ill cost, is the advantage tiiat the lat- 
ter nK'lliod offers in Improving the 
lieni, The man who raJsos his own 
stock is in a position to exorcise rigid 
sr-lectlon iinil raise the standard of his 
herd more rapidly, and ver.v much 
more cheanly tlian if he depended on 
puri.'liasing new cows. Always iceop a 
first-class sire at Ihe head of tho herd 
— line that has tho power to transmllj 
milking qualites to his gets — a,nd then, 
i-also only those calves tliat are fron<', 
tho very best cows In the herd. — Nor't«: 
west Farmer. • - ' . ,,

He was surrounded by half a dozen 
or more smaller boys wliose costumes 
varied, from the country, boy's accept- 
ed summer style '.of-a^'. cotton shirt, a 
pair of buttermit 'trousers held by one 
suspender, and bare feet, fb that of a 
well-dressed and booted City lad. 

tn on.; re.si)ect at least these boys 
were alike — Ihc hair of all was soak- 
ing wet. Proof positive that they had 
just returned from swimming. 

Ned Saunders, for so our whittler 
was nauiod, was a city boy and not a 
product of Biowntown, but he had 
spent so many of the summers of his 
short life there— he was just past 
.fourteen — that lie regarded himself 
half a native, at any rate, and in fact 
was so regarded by the villagers. 

The \vhole river on the banks of 
wliich Browntown stood was a magnet 
strong enough to dra-.v any buy; and 
lisiiing and swinuning formed the prin- 
cipal occupation of all the village lads.

There is scarcely a case . of •■ loss of 
life In tho accldentts that ha've taken 
place during tho past tew weeks (and 
there have been, far too many of them) 
that was not duo to some one's caro- 
lossness. 

In our owm province tho mines are 
beln.g developed and tho country 
oiienod up, on tho whole quietly but 
very steadily. Plans for bringing the 
new Grand Trunk Pacific railroad to 
the coast are taking shape and people 
are getting ready to do the work In 
building towns opening up mines, or 
clearing farms In tho cpVintry through 
which Jt will come.

There a number of 
the wisest men In the world have boeh 
busy for many weeks trying to devise 
some way of settling disputes among 
nations wiser, less costly and less 
wicked than war. Whetlier they will 
be successful or not men cannot" come 
together for any good purpose without 
doing something to make the world 
better. 

In il.issia many people have been 
executed for plotttng against what 
oi-eryone, even tho rulers themselve 
knows is a very bad government, and 
tho C/.ar has ventured out of his hid- 
ing place in his palace of Tsarkoselo 
to meet his cousin, the Emperor of 
Germany. Punishment.'!, however so 
vere, cannot in these days force poo 
plo to submit forever to Injustice and 
tyranny. 

Our fellow-colonists In South Africa 
are preparing for a Confederation such 
as wo havu in Canada.

Great Britain's Standards 

Packed away In a wall of the house 
of parliament, In London, arc carefully 
preserved a solid bar of bronxe and a 
block of platinum, says Chicago News. 
Both aro in cases, but the platinum is 
guarded with special care. It is in- 
closed In' a box- of silver gilt, Which is 
Itself inclosed in a case of bronze. 
Outside of the i^Toazo case 'aro other 
cases of m'ahogany;'li5ad .and' bale, .and 
the block of 'jjlatfriuln Itgelf la wrapped 
In a^ peculiar kind of^paiier coatainlng' 
no silica, 5io as to provJOti^ against any 
kind of decomposition. 

^V'hy all thi.s great Care? you ask. 
Because that block of platinum weighs 
exactly one pound and Is the English 
oflloial standard of weights. Tho bar 
of brotize Is the standard of measure, 
for It has the yard length, thirty-six 
inches; marked' off on It, tho wdiolo 
bar. being thirty-eight Inches long. 

Once In twenty years tho bar and 
the block arc solcmnlj' taken from.thelr 
resting place, and all tho oflicial 
weights and measures of tho govern- 
ment aro compared with them. "Very 
delicate apparatus Is used In making 
the comparison, and If the slightest 
difference be found tho standards used 
in the bureaus aro made to conform to 
the standards so sacredly preserved 
In the parliament house wall. 

If all the pound weights and yard 
measures now In common use were lost 
or destroyed, there 'would not bo any 
trouble, as you see, in getttng others.

Another convention of the Plioto- 
Ktiiphor'a Association of Iho Pacifio 
Morlhwest has come and go-iiG ;ind 
It is how possible to sit down and 
quietly think over all wo have .seen, 
Vic^rd and done, yroin an educational 
point of view •those co-nvontioiis are 
matters of considerable importance to 
photogpaphcrR and -the photographic 
world at largo, as they bring, togethei" 
the best men of given distrfcts with 
•, time -and means' at their' disposal to 
•^'/.atecuss the many aspects and phases 
, ., of the "year's \Vork arid afford them 
opportunities - to take council together 
-'With' regard to the future. The con- 
vention;. which has Just terminated at 
Seattle, was no exception to this rule, 
Indeed.^irom: many' points of view, it

■ . I privilege to attend, nnd It has also

Then wo 
have the testimony, given within tho 
last two v;ecks, of several men who arn 
not easily carried away by photographic 
novelties, men of the greatest techni- 
cal .skill, and also of artistic -training. 
These men are Goorgo Springer, edi- 
tor of Die Photographlsohe: .Industrie 
of Dresden, tho organ of ithe Gorman 
lihutographic trade, R. Child Bayley, 
editor of Photography, -of London; and 
I'^luard J. Stoicheri, an accomplished 
painter and the leading pictorial pho- 
tographer of America, now living hi 
Paris. All of ithese men speak of it 
frciiu personal experience In terms of 
unbounded enthusiasm. 

Mr. Bayley, wlio for several year."! 
has admitted .very little on color pho- 
tography to tho pages of his journal, 
because of the extravagant claims and 
disappointing results of .so many pro- 
cesses, details his personal experience 
with his first plate. It took him less 
than half an hour to make tho expo- 
sure and get the finished picture. He 
says: "My first plate was as good a.s 
any three-color photograph, produced 
in anv method, by the most skilful 
three-color experts that I have over 
seen. And it was my first-using a 
strange, unfamiliar plate, a developer 
I liave not used for years, and work- 
ing with nothing more than the ma- 
kers' printed Instructions, witli the l e- 
coileotion of an interview a day or 
two before with my friend ^Ir. fitelcli- 
en." And of the results: "Well, Ihe.v 
must be seen to be believed. I did 
not belipve in them till I saw them. 
And I can hardly .believe In them now 
that I have made tlicm my 

Ah to the truth of the colors, the 
process is faithful In its rendering of 
everything except some shades or yel- 
low and red. The procos.s is artistical- 
ly satisfactov to Steichen, a painter 
,i.nd essenllnllv a colorlst, and tho tes- 
timonv of all the writers named is 
tliat the color rendering is marvelous. 

Tho iirocess is bound to create a 
popular furore. In Paris, the shops 
have been literally besieged and it is 
today impossible to get a supply of 
the olatos. This, even in the face ot 
tho "ennrmou:; price, ,^11. SO for a box 
of four 5x7 plates, and a dollar each 
for the next size larger. Tho facilities 
for manufacture are being Increased, 
however, and soon tho supply will be 
equal to any normal demand; So wo 
may soon expect them on (sale In this 
country. 

Now let us see how these plates are 
exposed and developed. As I have 
stated, a special yellow screen is used, 
and they are exposed glass side' for- 
ward. 'This necessitates reversing the 
ground gl.-iss in the cameni. before fo- 
cusing. The proper exposure In go-id 
bright sunsliino, with stop f-.S or U.S. 
•), is one second. In good diffused light 
It is six seconds. Tho exposure being 
made, we must develop it with the 
chemicals and formulas prescribed by 
the makers, and no other.^j. There is 
hero no scope for individual choice. 
Tho .^e(luence of operations Is so in- 
terconnected thiit a variation may in- 
jure llie final result. 

The plate must not, either In load- 
ing or devoI(-iijjng, be exposed to a 
darkroom liglit of any sort. It is sen. 
sitive to the red objects to bo taken, 
and likewise to red light. It Is de- 
veloped in total darkness, that is, in 
a covered dish, with pyro-ammonia 
developer. Tho d(!veloper, in goodly 
qu.'intity, is poured on, tho d.'sh cov- 
ered, and the iilate rocked vigorously, 
for exactly two minutes and a half. 
The red lamp should be so turned that 
Its ligllt falls on a clock or watch, and 
not on the developing dish. As soon 
as the time is up, the developer is 
poured into the sink, tho plati- held 
1 under the taj) for fifteen seconds, and 
put back into the dish. A solution of 
I potassium porma n.ganate and sulphuric 
iacld, Xamias's reducer, is poured over 
the negative, and the plate may now 
be carried out Into the light, and a'll 
further operations be carried on by 
(layllght. ' Less than three minutes 
must be spent In the darkroom, ex- 
clusive of the time required to load 
the plate. The reducer begins to act at 
once; tho colors can be seen In a few 
seconds by looking at the plate, and in 
less than two minutes tho silver is 
completely reduced, and wo have, not 
], I a m-,g ativc, but a posItlVoVln natural 
colors. The plato is agaln'-'rllised for 
fifti ou seconds, and •amidol; .developer 
lioured on, in daylight.:*.:- ^Chls imme- 
diately beghi.i to darkeii{tKe remaining 
silver l)romide, and is allbwod to act 
for two minutes. Another fifteen sec- 
onds under the tap is follov.'ed by fif- 
teen seconds in a very dilute permnii- 
gannte reducer, to clear up the lights. 
Auotlier rinse, and a silver Intensifler 
is u.-^ed for about thirty seconds, to 
d.\rl;-Mi no the opaque deposit. -"With- 
nut wasliin,g, the plate Is again placed 
in a strong solution of permanganate 
for thirty seconds, rinsed, given two 
minuted' ill 'acld.-.hy.i)0,; and 'washed for 
five mlriutbs' uhdbr.tho tap. It Is now 
finished, i'^and^'may ' be, dried. This 
takes froni-V'ten vmlnutes to. a quarter 
of an hour- without- artificial heat. It 
is dedicate, and should be protected by 
v.irnlsh or bound up with a cover 
glas.s. ' ■ 

This process seems elaborate, but 
talie.s less time to perl'orm than -to 
write. lOverytbing is done by time ox- 
cei)t the silver iuteiislflcation, and tho 
total time necessary for all. the bpora- 
tioii.s is exactly twenty minutes. This 
Is due to tho cxlreine thinness of the 
film, which is instantaneously pcnc- 
Iratod I'y the solutlon.s.

It la comparatively easy, when seat- 
ed boforo a roarlne fire In a well light- 
ed room, to sneer ghosts out of exist- 
ence, and roundly affiim that they aro 
without so much as the opening of a 
Df a heated Imagination. But the mat- 
ter takes on a very different com- 
plexion when. In tho same room and 
Without so much lis tho opening of a 
door, ono la unexpoctcdly confronted 
hy the fig-uro of an aljsont friend, wlio, 
It sutj.soquontly appears, is about that 
timo breathing hia last in anotlior part 
of tlio world, especially would it seem 
impossible to remain skeptical if there 
existed between oneself and the friend 
in question a compact, drawn up years 
before in an excess o£ youthful en- 
thusiasm, binding whichever should 
die first to appear to' the other at 'the 
moment of death. 
' i This, aa all studcnta of ghostology 
arc aware, has frofiuontly been tlio 
case, and it was precisely the case 
Wltli tlio Bhost seen by the I'ainous Lord 
BrouKlKiiii, the brilliant and versatile 
Scotclinian, whoso astonlshln,5ly long 
and successful career In Kngland .as 
statesman, judge, lawyer, man of 
eclenco, philanthropist. ' orator, and 
nuthor, won him a place among the 
Immortals of the Georgian and of the 
.Victorian eras. 

At the time he saw the ghost lie was 
etui a young man, thinking far less of 
what the future nilK-it h.ild than nf 
tho pleasures of tlm i<rc>sent. In fact, 
It is difficult to iniai^ine a more un- 
likely subject for a ghostly experience. 
X'roin lii.s carlioHt vdiitli, his t'ntlior, n 
Jiiost matter of fact person, sciUdoiisly 
endeavored to lmi>ress him with tho 
belief that tlio.^only spirits deserving 
of the name were those which came 
In oddly labeled bottles.; and In sup- 
port of this view tho- older Brougham 
frequently related tho adventurer of 
sundry persons of his acrjualntanco 
who had engaged in tlio mischievous 
pastime of ghost hunting. Added to 
tho natural otfiTt of such talcs as 
this was tlie inherent exuberance of 
Brougham's disposition and tho bent 
of his mind to mathematics and kin- 
dred exact sciences. 

Meeting tho Ghost's Original. 

When at the Edinburgh High school 
lie fir.st met his future gliost; who at 
tlio timo was a youngster like himself, 
and became and long remained his 
most intimate friend. The two lads 
were graduated together from the high 
school, and together matriculated into 
the university, where in the Intervals 
Brougham could spare from his fav- 
orite studies and recreations, and from 
the company of tho daredcvyil students 
with whom ho soon began to associate, 
they continued their old timo walks 
and tallK. 

Oh ono of these walks, the converisa- 
tlon happened to turn to ;tha: perennial 



problem of life beyond tho grave and 
tho possibility of tho dead comnnuU- 
catlng witli tho living. Brougham, 
mindful of tho views maintained hy 
hia father, doubtless treated tho sub- 
ject lightly, if not scoffingly; but ono 
word led to another, until finally,, in 
what he after\vard .described, "as a 
moment of folly, ho covenanted- with 
his friend that whichever of them 
sliould luippcu to pass from earth llrst, 
v^how himself In spirit to tho other, 
and thu.s prove beyoml peradvciUuro 
that tho .soul of iiiiin sur\-ived the 
death of tho body. 

So far a.-; Rrongli.iin was concerned, 
the undertaking was speedily forgolten 
in tho i.)rossure of the niiinj- activities 
into whicn lie plunged with nil tiie ar- 
dor, pf, his, jlnipet.uous natui-e. His 
days' I'wefe .given wholly to the pur- 
suit cvf knowledge; his nights to tho 
pursuit' of pica.-iuro, a.^ pleasure was 
then counted by tho roysleriug young 
Scotchmen, whose favorite resort was 
the tavern and whoso most i)o]iuliir 
pastime was filching signs, bell huii- 
dlos, and l;nockcro, and stlrrln,g llie 
city guard to unwontcMl energy. Un- 
der such conditions iicKher the deatli 
pact nor the soleinn minded youtii 
with whom lie Iiad made it could re- 
main long in , hi^ , memory;, . and It is 
not\8urprtstns itb.',flnd Jtllat .f-SvlthV the 
end of collego .life -and the removal of 
his boyhood's frlana'.'to India, - whore 
ho entered ■ . thef oIvU " service, they 
soon became as strangers to each 
other. 

Ih-oiighani iilmself remained in IvI- 
inlun'i.'li 10 re.-id for tlie law, .and iiiei- 
dcntally to liovolop ivilli llie aid of an 
.'•niatcur debating society the oratori- 
cal talents that were in time to imike 
him the logical ■.Hueee.^sor of Pitt, l.'ox 
and Burko In. the House of Commons. 
He^'CQnttriiied-'none the less a, lovor of 
pleasure, some of which, however, he 
now took in the hcnlthy form of long 
walking trl])s through tho llighlamls. 
In tills way lie acfiuired a desire for 
travel, and when, in the autumn lU" 
17!tn, an .opportunity caiiio for an ex- 
tended tour of l.lonni:irk, Sweden, nad 
Norway, lie grasped It ougorl.v. To- 
gether with tho future diplomat. Tjord 
Stuart of Tlothsay, tlien jdain Charle;-! 
Stuart and tho boon companion of 
many a pedestrian excursion, , lio .sall- 
ed for Copenhagen late IniSeptcmber, 
and by lel.surely stages made his way 
thence to Stockholm, alive In all tin- 
varied interests of tho iiovid sciuios in 
which lio found ".ilamclf; but c.iconii- 
terliig little that wa.i exciting or iid- 
venturous, until, .after a iiroloiifi^.'d .v.i- 
jonrn in the Swedisli capital .and a 
brief yi.dt to Goleborg, ho started for 
Norway, . 

When tho Message Came 

By this time tlio weather iiad turn- 
ed so cohl that the travellers re.-;iilvc'd 
to bring tlieir 'our to a sudili n end, 
and to prosi on as rapidly aa the bad 
roads would.permlt to some Norvycglan 



port, whore tlicy hoped to find a ship 
that would carry them back to Scot- 
land. Accordingly, leaving Gotoborg 
early in tlio morning of Dooembor 1!), 
they journeyed steadily until after 
midnight, when they camo to' an Inn 
that seemed to promiao comfortnblo 
sleeping: nccominodatiou. Stuart, it is 
to bO'lnferred, lost no tlir.o In going to 
bed: but Brougham decided to wait 
until ii hot bath could bo prepared for 
him. 

Plunging into it, and forgetful of 
ovorvthlng save the warmth that was 
doulilv welcome after tho cold of tho 
long drive, ho suddenly became aware 
that ho wa.^ not alone In the room. 
Xo door liad opened, not, a footstep 
been heard; but In the light of the 
flickering candles he plainly. saw tho 
llgiu'o of a man aeated In tho chair on 
wlilch ho had carelessly thrown his 
clothes. And this, flguro ho instantly 
recognized .as that of his early play- 
mate, the forgotten chum who, as ho 
well know, had years before gone from 
tlio land of tho heather to the land of 
the 1)lazing sun. Yet horo he sat, in 
the ciualntly furnished sleeping cliam- 
b..'r of a Swedish roadside Inn, gazing 
coiniioseilly at ills astounded friend. At 
oiiix! tlioro tlaslied into Brougham's 
mind re:iii.'ml>raiu-e of the death jiact, 
and li'- leaped from the bath, only to 
lose nil ciuiseiousncss and fall lioad- 
loug t.> the lloor. When ho revived, 
tlio anij.iritloii had d isappeai/ed. 

'I'her.' was little sleep for the liard- 
hi-.eleii Scot'dnnan that night. The 
vi.-d.ui had be.oi t.io dotlnite, th'j-sliock 
liiii inteiiso. Hut, dressing, ho sat 
(inwn anil strove to debate the niatt-T 
in tlie liKlit of cold ri.as..n. He iiuist, 
he argiUHi. lia\'e do:-:ed off In the bath 
and cxperlriieed a. Strang'^ dr.'aiii. To 
be sure, be had not b.ieu thinking of 
his <dil comrade, and for years had had 
11.1 coiiuiiunlcation wdth him. Nor had 
anvihiiig taken place during tho tour 
to bring to memory cither him or 
any member nf his family, or to turn 
Brougham's mind to thoughts of In- 
dia. Still, ho found It • Impossible to 
believe that.,.heVhad seen a ghost. At 
most, ho reiterated to himself. It could 
have been nothing more than an ex- 
ceptionally clear cut dream. And to 
this opinion he stubbornly adhered 
notwithstanding tho receipt, soon af- 
ter Ills return to Rdlnburgh, of a let- 
t. i- fcou India aiiiiounciu.i,' the death 
of th.^ friend who had been so mys- 
teriously recnlled to bis recollection, 
and giving December 111 as the date 
of death. .More than sixty years later 
wo llnd him, in his autoblogrnphy, 
comtnent iri,g on tlio experience ancnv, 
granting tliat it was a strange coin- 
cidence, but refusing to admit that it 
was aii.\'lhing more than tho coincl- 
tieneo of it dream. 

It was in his autobiography, by tho 
way, that he first referred to tho con- 



firmatory letter. This fact, taken in 
connection with his reputation for 
holding tho truth in light esteem and 
with several vague and puzzling state- 
ments V contcflncd In • tho , detailed ac- 
count of^'tho oxporienca Itself as sot 
forth in hia Journal of the Scandina- 
vian tour, has led some critics to inako 
tho suggestion; that his narrative par- 
takes of the nature of Jlctlou ratjicr 
than of a, 'sobor recital of facts. 
Against this, however, must be .set 
Brougham's complete and Invlnciblo 
repugnance to accept at face value 
anything bordering on the supernatur- 
al. Ho took no pleasure in the thouglit 
that ho had possibly been the recipi- 
ent of a visit from a departed spirit. 
On the contrarv. It annoyed hlin, and 
lie sought earnestly to I'md a iiatur.-il 
explanation for an occurrcncu A\liicli 
remained unlquo throughout his long 
life. No one would have been readier 
to point out the futility of the appar- 
ition if tho absent friend had really 
continued hale and hearty .after De- 
cember 19. And it Is therefore reas- 
onable to assume that had he wislicd 
to falsify at all, ho would have given 
an altogether different seiiuol to tho 
storv of his vision, or dream, as lie 
preferred to call 14,^ though the ovl- 
denco which ho 'himself, furnishes 
shows that ho was not asleep. 
A Far- Reaching Inquiry 
The qiiesllon .^^till remains, of course, 
whether ho was jiistUu-d in dismissing 
It .as a .sheer iilianee coincidence. If It 
stood by it.-^elf, it w.nihl (diviously bo 
permissible to .lec.'iit tills ex|)lanatlon 
as all sutllcleiit. r.ut the fact is that 
IL is cmly Olio of man:.- siaillar in- 
stances. Tills was strildngly brouglit 
out only a few years asro throii,iirb <a 
far-reaching lii(|ulry 'instituted by a 
special committee of the Society for 
Psycliical Kesearch, it r^sp.octable Imdy 
which Includes ; In, 1' Its_; niombfrsiiip 
many men einin(?nt'''lor' 'sclohtlflc at- 
tainments. ' ""■ ' ' 
, Enlisting the services 'of some four 
hundred "collectors,'' tlio committee In- 
structed each of thc'ae to address to 
twenty-five adults, sdlcctod at random, 
the query, "Have you ever, when bo- 
llovlng yourself to bo completely 
awake, had a vivid iijipresHlon of soo- 
in.g or lieing touched by .1 living be- 
ing (ir Inanimate object, or of hearing 
a volc:o; Which impression, so far as 
you could diseo\-er, was not duo to 
any external jihyslcal cause'.'" In all, 
stivcuteen thousand poopU; wer-:- tin::; 
(lucslioned, and almost ten per cent 
of tho answers received jirovcd to bo 
in tho atllrmativo. More than this, it 
appeared that out of a total of throe 
hundred and fifty rpcognlzi-.d appari- 
tions of living jiersons, no fewer than 
sl.xty-flvo were "death coincidences," 
in which tho hallucinatory experience 
occurred within from one 'hour to 



isvelvo hours-, a|ter,j,tho death of the 
person seen. 3^rJVj.?iH'V;'},^ ■' : '. '•• 

Sifting these* •; death coincidences 
carefully, the committee for various 
reasons rejected more than half, and 
at tho same time raised the total ot 
recognized apparitions of living per- 
sons from three hundred knd fifty to 
thirteen hundred. . This was done in 
order to make generous allowance for 
tho number of those to whom tho 
question iiad been put, investigation 
sliowlpg that tho great majority of 
hallucinations reported wore given as 
of comparatively recent occurrence, 
and that thcro was a rapid decrease 
as the years of occurrence become 
more remote. 

As a final result, therefore, the com- 
m'ltteo found about thirty death coin- 
cidences, out of thirteen hundred cases, 
or a jiroportion of ono in forty- three. 
Oomputlrig from the average annual 
death rate for Knglaiid and WaleS; 
It was t;alculated that tlio probability 
that any ono iiorson would dio on a 
given day was about ono in nineteen 
thousand; In other words, out of every 
nineteen thousand apparlfiona of liv- 
ing persons, there, should occur,:, by 
chance alone, one death coincidence. 
The actual proportlouj however, as es- 
tablished by the Inquiry, was equiva- 
lent to about four hundred and forty 
in nineteen thousand, or four hundred 
and forty times tho most probable 
number, and this when the apparitions 
reporteil were considered merely col- 
1 Ic'ctively as having been scon at .any 
I timo within twelve hours after death. 
, Not a few, as a matter of fact, wore rc- 
I ported as having been scon within ono 
I liour after death, and for these the 
^ improbability' of occurrence by chance 
I alone was manifestly twelve ■ times 
! four hundred and forty. In view of 
! these considerations tho committee 
j felt warranted in declaring without 
irosorvatlou that "bntwcen deaths anci 
apparitions of dying persons a con- 
I noctlon exists which Is not duo to 
chance." 

Tho Value of Modern Research 
Had l^ord Brougham lived to study 
the statistics of this rcinarI:ablo cen- 
sus of hallucinations, ho might have 
formed a hlglior opinion of lils ghost; 
but it is interesting observe that ho 
would also have been in a hotter posi- 
tion to (leiiy Its supernatural attri- 
butes. Imu', if tho Society for l^sychl- 
cal Research has made It 'impossible 
to doubt tlio existence of such ghosts 
as tliat which ho beheld during' his 
travc.-ls In Sweden, it has likewise 
made discoveries which artord a really 
substantial reason for assorting that 
they no more hall from tho world be- 
yond than do ghosts that are unmis- 
takably tho creations of fancy or fraud. 
This results from tho society's Investi- 
gations of thought . transference, or 



telepathy, to use the term now com- 
monly ■ employed- 

At an early stage of the experiments 
undartaken to determine the possibility 
of tnansmitting thought from mind to 
mind without tho Intervention of any 
known means of communication, 'it was 
found that; when success attended the 
efforU! oC the experlmentors tho tele- 
pathic jnosaago was frequently re- 
ceived not in tho form of pure thouglit 
but as a lialluclnaloi'5^ imago; and, 
what is still more important in the 
present cvinnectloii, it was further 
found posailde so to produce not mere- 
ly Images -ot Ilowcrs, books, and other 
inanitnato Kjbjocts, but also images of 
living persons. 

Thus, as ciirimicled w Ith corroborative 
evidence in tho society's "Proceedings," 
an English clorg.\-n!an named Godfrey 
telopathlcaliy caused a distant friend 
to,see;a^4^pajfitlan.of him ono night. 
The!? 8a,nie^;resulti,^^ achieved by ai 
Mr, 'Sinclair of I'No'vir Jersey, who, dur- 
ing a visit to ■ New York, succeeded 
in projecting a phantasm of himself 
which was clea1:ly seen by his wife, in 
Lakewoqd; and similarly a Mr. Kirk, 
while seated In his London office, paid 
a telepaithlo- ; visit to tho- home of a 
young .womany;^iVVlio saw him as dis- 
tinctly • as^I.thpTteh he had gone there 
'in the flosti". "'Tn all of these, qh in 
otjier cases recorded by tho socioty, 
tho persons to whom the apparitions 
were vouchsafed had no idea tiiat any 
experiment of the kind was being at- 
tempted. . 

.Producing an : Apparition 
Indeed, there la on record an appar-r 
cntly well authenticated' instance 'of 
the experimental production of an apr 
parltlon not Of the I'lvJng but of the 
dead. ' This occurred In Germany 
many years ago, when a certain Herr 
AVoscrmann undertook to will a niJI- 
llary friend into dreaming of .-i. wo- 
man who liad long been dead. It so 
clianced tliat at the hour ho made his 
effort tho friend was not asleep, but 
was conversing with a brother officer. 
In spHo of tills, tiic experiment is said 
to havo been a completo and amazing 
success. "Suddenly," to quote from 
an account written by ono of tho of- 
licer.s, "tho door out of tho kitchen 
opened and a lady entered, very pale, 
taller than Herr Blank, strong and 
broad of figure, dressed in white, but 
with a black kerchief which reached 
to below the waist. She waved her 
hand to me three times in compli- 
mentary fashion, turned round to tho 
left toward Herr .Blank, and waved 
lier hand three times' at him. After 
tills tho ilgure quietly, and again with- 
out any creaking of tho door, wont 
out. Wo followed at once In order to 
discover whether ! there was any de- 
ception, but found nothing." 
, . It Is also significant that, as was 



made evident by the census of hallu- 
cinations, by far the larger number of 
apparitions reported aro those of per- 
sona Btlll alivo and' well, lii these 
cases, nobody being dead, 'it Is im- 
possible to raise, the cry of spirits, and 
tho only tenable hypothesis is that, 
through" ono of llio several causes 
which seem to (luiolccn telepathic ac- 
tion, a spontaneous telepathic hallu- 
cination has been produced. Now, tho 
experiiiKmt.s conducted by the society 
and by indcpondont investigators have 
shown that telepathic messages often 
Ho dormant for hours beneath tho 
tlircsliold ot tho receiver's consclous- 
noss, being consciously apprehended 
only when certain favoring conditions , 
arise, as, for examjdc, wlien the re- 
ceiver lias fallen asleep, or into a state 
of reverie, or when, tired out after ,a 
long day's work, ho has utterly relaxed 
mentally. This is tochnlcajly'. known 
as "deferred pereiplencei!d'and,';;;c6.n- 
sldered in conjunction with' "the; 'dis- 
coveries mentioned, it Is amply sulil,- 
clent to dislodge from the realm of 
tho supernatural the ghost soon by 
Lord Brougham, and every ghost that 
Is not a more lmIJostO)^> y^A'^n!;^.;^ , 
Cause of tho Hallucinatibri' 
In the Brougham case the exciting 
cause of tho hallucination seonis to 
have been the death pact. As he lay 
d>ing In India tho mind. of the whilom 
sclioolboy <would, consciously or un- 
consciously' revert to thati.agroement 
with the friend of his youth, ian,ii..there 
would arl.so the desire to let;h'i|n.'know 
that the plighted word had -noti been 
forgotten,. Acrosa tho vast Interven- 
ing space, by" what mechanism • we 
know not, for tho laws of telepathy 
arc still problems to be solved, the 
message would flash Instantaneously, 
to remain unapprehended perhaps for 
hours after the death of tho sender, 
until, in tlio (luiet of tho Swedish Inn 
and resting from tho fatigues of the 
journey, IJioughani's menial faculties 
pa.ssed moiiiontarily into the condition 
noccsstiry for its objective realization. 

Then, precisely as in experinieiitai 
telepathy, tho receiver seeks a hal- 
lucinatory iiiiago of tho trinket or tho 
book, with a suddenness and vividness 
that could not fall to shock lilui, the 
messago would find exprcsHion by tho 
creation before Brougham's startled 
eyes of a linllucinatory imago of tho 
friend who, as ho was to learn later, 
had died that same day thousands of 
miles from Sweden. Knowing noth- 
ing of the })Ossibilities of tho human 
mind as revealed, if only faintly, by 
tho labors of a Kuceeeding generation. 
It was Inevitable that he should believe 
ho had no alternativo between ;dlgr 
missing tho experience as a jDeculIar 
dream or admitting that In ■very 'truth 
he had looked upon a ghost. — ^Addlng- 
ton Bruce • In N. Y. Sunday Magaz'ine, 



Tho London Times thu.s reviews a 
book just issued by Robert P. Porter 
on I'The Dangers of Municipal Trad- 
ing." 

Nations learn from each other, and 
the lessons are negative' as well as 
positive; there are things to avoid and 
things to imitate, w.irnings as well as 
models. The wise part would be to 
weigh and to discriminate, but tliat 
requires some effort; it is more popu- 
lar to follow the fashion, which al- 
v.'ays runs to extremes. Time was 
when nations thought they had noth- 
to learn from their neighbors, whom 
they heartily displscd, but what to 
avoid. Then it was discovered with 
something of a shock tliat "they order 
these things bettor in I'Yanco"; now it 
is tlio correct thing to maintain very 
loudly that they order everything bet- 
tor somewhere else. There arc en- 
tlnislastlc souls In every country who 
see surpassing merits without any de- 
fects in the institutions of 'Somo ;ptber 
land and conceive It to be: their duty 
to exhort their benighted -Countrymen 
to follow the shining example.; It 
tho. fashlon, and ;.we all play:;Up ,to it 
by i^xclmngftn'g formal visits of admi r- 
ationvfbr- the purpose of viewing the 
sutllme; architecture of the model 
dwelling', tba Inspiring art of the clo- 
mentary-'^ohool, or tho glorious scen- 
ery;,of'-t'he sewage farm In such brief 
InterYals'' as may be snatcheil from 
the'' business of banquets and coniph- 
mentary ceremonies. This is all very 
woll for promoting amity and for wid-' 
cuing the mind; but for practical cmls 
tho cult of mutuiil admiration is too 
one-sided, it needs to be eorrecte<l b,v 
criticism. Tho need is Illustrated and 
the criticism supplii-d to a particular 
case by Ivlr. Porter's boiik. It Is pri- 
marily a v.-arning to the TJnIted Stati-.s 
not to follow liie I'xaini.do of (Ireat 
Britain In re,:,'ara te iiiunifiiial ent.T- 
pr'ise. l':iitliu.-ia;n.!e ih'I',«oii.s liavr; been 
urgln,? tliat. (.•xaini.le upon Aiiierican — 
and, wo may adil. U|ion (Canadian — 
cities, and have dr.-Lwn their argu- 
ments fr.iiii visits of admiration. As 
Air. I'ort.'i' says, "they have been iii- 
llni'uced liy the riersuasivi'ni'ss of tin; 
loi'al cuuni/llloi's and ol'flclals under 
wlio.-o escort til. y havo vl.sitod muni- 
cipal -works !uid whose glowing ac- 
count'; of tho undortnkings liave boon 
calculateii to make ready converts." 

Mr. Porter Is well qualified to cor- 
rect tho erroneous impressions so 
obtained. Ho knows both countries 
and Is no bigot, but a clear-headod 
student of affairs, with a wider ex- 
porlenco than falls to most men. Ho 
was director of tho eleventh (18S0) 
census of the United States, and ten 
years before he was commissioned by 
his prodoccssors In that office to in- 
vestigate the methods of municipal 
government in Groat Britain. He 
showed complete freedom from hostile 
bias by presenting a wholly favor<ablc 
report — a fact which adds to tho 
weight Of hia present crltlclam. That 
was before tho development of muni- 
cipal socialism and reckless expendi- 
ture. Tho boot v.'as then on tho Am- 
erican leg; the municipal .spendthrifts 
of tho day wore tho American local 
bodies, and so far thd tlioy carry it 
that "there came then into existence 
an nccumulation of indebtedness 
w/iioh almost mado tho taxpayers 
ba-iilvruiit. Many towns actually dc- 
I'aultod, .-lud the result was a goneni; 
reaction and rover.'^al of polic.v. There 
was no socialistic Inspiration In tbeii 
ca.-je, but merely tho rocklcsH pledging 
ot luibllc credit for purposes supposed 
to bo beneficial. Tho financial result 
Is the same, but when tlio policy is 
pursued on principle it is loss easily 
cliockod and more dangornus, bocaiiso 
It Is suatalnod by a fanaticism which 
despises facts. That la to a consider- 
able extent the case with tho policy 



which has within recent years com- 
pletely altered the position of the 
V^ngllsh municipalities and lo.-ided 
them with debt. Tliey havo been 
converted, In Mr. Porter's opinion, 
from a model into a warning. IIo has 
kept up his study of the subject in 
recent years, and has written and lec- 
tured upon various aspects of ii, 'I'liis 
book contains a more conip relnoi.-^ive 
trcitmont, and is certjiinly one of llio 
best contributions yet made to th.' 
question of municinal trailing. It 
was first luiblished hi .Xm.-riea at the 
l.ieglnnlng of the year, tlie iir' si nt eili- 
tlou is a new issue intended f.u' Kng- 
lish readers. It discusses tonijierately 
and forcibly tho controversial qia-.'jtion 
v.'hich have boon r.'iulered so f.-imlliar 
l)y recent elections hi tlii.-; (".untry, but 
it also e.)iitain.~i ..iher m.attia- .if in- 
terest.

with apologies to Toronto Ncw.s. 
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trading principles it should be left to 
private entenirisi.. Somo services he 
recognizes tire b.'st oiierated by tho 
state or the iniiiiiidiiality, whilo there 
are a considerable number on the bor- 
der lino, and those are best controlled, 
but not oitor.ated, by tho publio au- 
tliorltj'. It is certainly a safe rule to 
jiidgo each case on its merits, looking 
only to tho public Interest, and to re- 
metnbor always that public ownership 
h.-is dangers aiui disadvantages no less 
than iirlvate, and more insidious. Per- 
haps "a sound m.-ixlm would ho that 
sliici; nearly e\-ery undertaking begins 
In private " liands It should never bo 
transferred to public until a clear case 
has been made out for •the change. 



Timber In Maine 

The log drives of all the Maine riv- 
er."? are now In the booms, reports tho 

1',,-inKor Dally News. The drives havo 
been especially clean this year, no logs 
being left t.i wdnter In the streams 
and liroolss. This, of course, has b.-jen 
diio to the. hlgii \vater which has coii- 
timied through the summer. 

It Is roughly o.^tlmatod that last win- 
ter's cut In iM.'iino was about 800,000,- 
000 foot of spruce and porlinps lUU,- 
OOO.OOO feet of pine, most of the latter 
being in the KOiithwostern part of the 
state, where a second growth of pine 
has now developed along the Saco In 
place of- those first great pines which 



giivo Maine the nanie of tho Pine Trn; 
State. _ -.<•• 

The lum^onrioh''arb already l.ica 1 1 ng 
the camps In the 'woods and inaluiu,- 
actlve preparations for next year's cut. 
In old times lumbering was strictly a 
winter business, but in those times 
practically all tho cutting is done in 
tho full and this iiart of the work is 
endeil by Jan. 1, The Indications point 
to a largo cut, though tho scarcity of 
labor is a serious obstacle to bo over- 
come and there are other factors — tho 
weather and tho condition of the lum- 
ber market. 

Twenty thousand forest flro notices 
havo recently buen posted In the State 
of Maine, somo being sent ' to every 
town and plantation, and those with 
largo wooded soctlons being very lib- 
erally supplied. Doubtless the warning 
conveyed by these notices has been 
a' factor, as well as the wot summer, 
in making the Maine record of forest 
fires more favorn.ble than for many 
years. Thero wore a few fires in Juno 
in Somerset tind Washington counties, 
but they wore not extensive ;uid dlil 
very little damage. June Is u.-<ually 
the worst moiilb. of the year for these 
great fires which have w. irked •.uich 
iiavoc In tho wild lands of the stat.:>. 
Tlioro wore no fires in July or August 
and the woods aro now so wet and the 
swamps '.HO full of wtilor that It Is 
very unllkoly that Maine wdll suffer 
much from forest flre.-i 'this year, even 
If a long dry spoil should como on. 
■ There will bo no relaxation, how- 
ever. In the vigilance of -the flro ward- 



ens. There are 200 of theso wardens, 
and though Ihoy aro paid by tho state 
oiil.v- f.ir timo .-udiially spent in fighting 
fl:'-.' ; or otliorwlso serving the commis- 
si. iner, they are always on the watch. 
Jlost of them .'iro men employed in tho 
woods b.v priViVto conccrn.-i or enga,gcd 
In running sporting camps and their 
own interests keep them very watchful 
against fires. Tiieso wardens posted 
the fire notices in the unincorporated 
places, while tho notices wore 'aont to 
tho seiectmen ot the towns and tho 
assessors of , the organised iilantations.

Purity of Water Supply 



The pollution of>;BtreamB Is bccom 
|ng a(«erlous .'question! In ;many states, 
and. laws arS propo'sad'teaoh -yearAVhleh 
will stop the discharge of unnecessary 
and dangerous 'wastes into those tliat 
aro sources of -water supply. Tilunlc- 
Ipal Engineering Magazine for Sep'f 
Member contains an article hy Charles 
Carroll Brown, Ani. Soc. C. E., 
which shows the serious effects of such 
pollution with examples from many lo- 
calities. Mr. Brown states that .tho 
rate of Increase of; sewerage pollution 
of streams J has been very rapUl; first, 
becauaov^be'? city. - population .has in- 
creased /'even ' more rapidly than the 
population , Qt the country, as -a whole; 
second,.- because the number of 'centres 
of population has lncreased;''and, third, 
because the .spread.- of 'sewer ' systems 
has been down .Jrito^tU'd''smaller cities, 
until now a -city] of- '10,000 people Is 
considered very 'backward If It does 
not have''|Sp.ni'e,;pew6rs, and .there are 
many cities ;.'and towns of much less 
population, which l^ave fairly complete 
systems. 

Attention must bo called to, two 
facts: E'lrst, that v sewerage pollution 
may be so great Iniamount 'as to pro- 
duce a positive. nuWanoe'lri a stream, 
and, second, that It may bo so slight 
as to produce no visible effect upon the 
stream, but may very seriously affect 
a water supply taken from the stream 
below tho sower outlet..', yiiese . two 
conditions are quite differqnt, and they 
must receive ciulto different treatment. 
They may also have .quite different 
standing lieforo tho Coiirts. . 

When nuisance only Is-^o bo pro- 
vented tho law may be made very sim- 
ple, and the location of th&' charge for 
abating tho nuisance Is .'easy. • •It Is 
readily recognized that no municipal- 
ity or manufacturing establishment 
lias tho right to produce a nuisance, 
and that it must abate one which Is 
created. , . • . 

Tlic effect of sewerage pollution, Mu- 
nicipal I'Jngiiieeri.ng salySt'i Is .-more dif- 
ficult to control. The stream Into 
which Deadwood, .S. D., drains lias lit- 
tle watur, but much sand w-ashing 
down from tho stamp mills at the gold 
mines, wlilch destroys the effect of the 
sewerage, but lAUddlotown, N, Y., un- 
der the same coiiditlo'n.'j except thero 
Is no sand washing down continually, 
Is obliged to purify Us sowerago be- 
ctiuso years of cxporicuco have .shown 
tliiit tho nuisance created by tho un- 
purifled sewerage was Increasing from 
year to year. 

JIunicipal i^iiglneering says that In- 
stance sof till' eiiiuulativo effect of dis- 
charges of sewage along tho course ot 
a stream are numerous. The fir,st fac- 
tory or private sower or street sewer 
has llttlo effect. Another, a, few hun- 
dred feet down, ailds something, and 
by the timo four or five have entered 
tlio strctuu begins to show the ■ charac- 
teristics of a ,nuls,ance. 

Largo streams dei'olpp similar con- 
ditions. A recent sanitary survey of 
White river in Indiana, made by Pro- 
fessor Sackott, showed that tliq effects 
of tho sewage of Inclannpolls wore felt 
In a physical way for fully :!fl miles 
down ."itrcain, and these elfecls could 
doubtresa bo traced by bacteriological 
and chemical analysis all the way to 
the junction of tho main branches of 
the river, if not still farther. ^ 

This case is ono of many in Indiana 
which apparently cannot be roaclied 
by the ;)resent laws of the sta te. Thero 
has been at least oiia decision that the 
streams are the natural drains of the 
state and must tano what re.-icheil 
thorn. The state of Pennsylvania ap- 
parently admits tho correctness of this 
decision In tho absence ot a statute. 
There are less than a half dozen states j 



which:: protect by sta'tut^' their pfe 
from nuisance by sp^vagjj p.oJlutI,on, of 
streams". '■ 'Tho ^'damage ' d"6rie ' to ' ■\vater 
supplies by 'sewage la even harder to 
reach. ; It ' can be .prevented only by 
statute, and there are but-ifew,.8tatea 
which have any laws on .tSe sitbjeot. 
Here agaln^.tl^ varlatIqp8,'.liScondltlons 
make difference in "roiiiilifem'^nts.-^.Thua 
a stream might 'i»ff-*'i)Dllflte'd "at Its 
source, but be perfectly safe to use aa 
a water^-BUpplyiv^iCumulativo pollution 
from a series of'' towns may seriously 
damage a lower water supply In ono 
case and not In another. It is, there- 
fore, quite Impossible to lay down rig- 
Id riilea which may be -applied to every, 
case. • - . ■■ ■ 

The atudy made of tho Mohawk ri- 
ver for .,,"thb , New York state board of 
healttf 'shows the , varying effects of 
stream'-fcondltldns 'on cumulative 'pol- 
lution. Schenectady's water ' supply, 
when drawn from the river was- •"'pol- 
luted by tho drainage from Amsterdam 
and cities above and the source of sup- 
ply was changed. .West Troy and 
Cohoe'a supplies, taken below Sche- 
nectady, wore not "seriously polluted 
under normal conalllons, and the con- 
ditions of flow In the Mohawk river It-' 
self were tho only reasons : for differ- 
ence In effect. - However, when the Ico 
formed -over the river hi a very severe 
winter, tho pollution was. very pro-' 
iioiince'd, some typhoid fever In ScheV 
nectady producing an epidemic 
West Troy, which was stopped by us- 
ing water from' an unpolluted so'urcje. 

The books on sanitation and oh wa- 
ter supply are full of Instances of film-, 
liar oecurronco, and It Is not necos- 
s.ary to repeat them. It Is only neces- 
sary for our purposes to call att^ntlon^ 
to tho large and Increaslnginum.bor of 
such cases. As sewer systems'-'ar^ In- ; 
troduced .the density of population' In-it 
creases. Tho necessity.' of taking' step^ ■ 
for the protection ' of tho water sup- 
plies l^thus becoming each year mora 
urgent. 



Iron Dust In>the Air. 



Respiratory dl.scases nro cxtromoly 
6ommon .-iinong persons who llvo in cit- 
ies, pneumonia being recorded as tho 
leading cause of ili-ath, with tubercul- 
osis following (dosidv. Broncliltis anil 
laryngitiH are iiroliably equally ooimuon, 
though les.s fatal, and pharyngitis and 
rhinitis stUl more prevalent. Tlio.mirior 
affections not infrotjuently lead to tho 
moro serious. 

When oxainlned after death tho lungs 
of city peoph.. can easily 1)0 distinguish- 
ed from those of d\vellers in the coun- 
try, the brlKlit, rosy color which Is. nat- 
ural to the latter, being changed to 
gray and somotlmes to black by partl- 
clea of soot and dust Which havo got 
linto them from tho air. 

I^linglod with tho dust in tlio lungs oC 
city dwellers aro partlcU'S of Iron. So 
groat Is the wear of iron; particularly 
from tho wheels of vehiclos, tlio biukos 
ot street and elevated railway cars, thu 
shoes of horses, that It la Impcsalblo to 
llnd a specimen of dust in New York 
which does not contain particles of me- 
tallic iron. Iron particles .hav6 been 
collected from the surfaco-of fresh snow 
on Liberty I^dand in the contro of , Ne'vy . 
York nay, a mile or more frorh- tho near- 
est land, lit ilays uftor an 'earlier snow- 
storm had covcrnd tho ground and kept 
tho dust from being blown from places 
whore It had sottled. White niartila, 
buildings in Now York lost their orig- 
inal color in somo sltuntlons within a 
y. Mi- and become notlcoably yi-llow. Tim 
amount ot this Iron dust wlilcli noes 
into tlio lungs Is extremely small, but 
It can bS' detected . by • the mlcroscopo 
and by analysis. — Ooo. I-I. Sopor, In 
Technological Quarterly.

ward Fry and M. iXolidni'f. stutoinenls 
coinnuinlcatcd to tlio president by :Mr. 
Choato (United States ol' America) iind 
Senoi* de Villa Urrntla (Spain), and a 
brief and forolbla .declaration by M. 
Bourgeois (Frince);,

Sir lOdward l-'ry said: 

Monsieur lo Pror.iclciit, I have llio 
honor to submit to yon on hplialf of 
his Britannic Majesty's govpniniont a 
propo.^ul of the highest iriiiiortaiico. 

■When his Imperial Jlajesly the Km- 
pcroi- of Rns.sia convoked the first 
peace conference at The Hague he pro- 
posed as the first object of Us labors 
Vto seek without delay the means of 
putting ah end to the progrcs.^lvc in- 
crease of armaments, on land and. sen, 
a que.stlon ,thb solution of ;\vhtch; • Is 
manifestly becoming more and more 
urgent in view of the fresh extension 
which, has been given to these arma- 
ments." ^ ^ 
.' After harlng'taken CognlKan'co of the 
report of the firin committeo of tho 



conference, which had been ontrustod 
w.lth the examination of tho question, 
tho conference unanimously adopted 
the following resolution: 'I'lie confer- 
ence considers that the lliiiltation of 
tlio military charges which now weigh 
upon the world is greatly to be desired 
for the pronuiHon of the iiiatorlal and 
moral welfare of humanity." 

Count Muriivloff, In hid memorandum 
of August, 1S9S, addressed to Kuropo 
In the name of his Majesty tho Emper- 
or of Russia, oald; "l''inancial burdens 
constantly on the increase affect public 
prosperity at its .source; the iiitelloc- 
tual iind i)liysk-al forces of the peo- 
ples, labor and capital, arc ti) a large 
extent diverted from their natural ap- 
lilication and are iniprodiietlvely con- 
sumed, lluiuli'i'ds of million.^ are do- 
voted to aeiiuiriiig terriljle engines of 
destruction wliieli. though regardetl to- 
da.v us the last word of science, are 
destined tomorrow to lose all value In 
eonseqiUMiee of some fresh di.^covery 
in the same field. Xatioiial eullure, 
ecoiUMiiic progress, the in-odiietlon of 
wealth, are p.aralyzeil or tlnvarled in 
their development. .Moreover, tlie more 
the arniaincnts of each power Increase, 
the loss do they fulfil the object which 
the govirnmcntb had In ■ylew. Econo- 
mic crises, duo fn great nioasnrL- t.i th ■ 
system of armaments ' aXoutranco, and 
tho continuiil;dange^;whtcli lies In this 
mas.sing of war ihatdrlal,"trahsform the 
iirmed peace of our tlmes'Into a crush- 
ing burden which the peoples have 
nioi'e and more difficulty In bearing. It 
therefore seems evident that, , if . this 
.ilttitttion were iirolonged. It would In- 
evitably lead to the very.' cataclysm 
which it is desired to avert, and the 
horrors of which cause all humanity to 
shudder at tho thoug-i^t of It."

Thus, according to the 
most oxaet information wlileli 1 have 
reeei\-od. tills expenditure reiu'lied in 
IStiS— that is to say in the .vear wliii'h 
hnmedialely preceded the fir.sl confer- 
ence at The Hague — a total of more 
tliaii a; J.-.l.OOO.non I'or the countries of 
Jiurope, with the exception ol' Turke.\- 
and ."Montenegro (regariliug wliieli I 
have no iiit'oriiuili.iu), tlie fiiited 
.State.i of America, and .lainui; while 
in the year lOOli ihe similar expendi- 
ture of the same eomilrles exceeded !i 
total of .e :;:;o,n()o,oiio.

Monsieur le , 
Presideiil. 1 have the honor lo iirojiose | 
to you the adoption of tbe following i 
ro.iolutliui : 

The conferenee coul'lrms the resolu- 
tion adopted by ibe conferenca of 1S09 
in regard to the limitation of military 
charges; and, in view of the fad that 
military charges have considerably 
increased In almost all coun:r:es since 
that year, the conforonc6rdoclaros that 
it is Ijlghly -desirable that tho govern- 
ments should resume the serious study 
<)f this question (quilest.hauteinent de- 
sirable de voir los Gouvernements re- 
prcndre I'otude sorieiise do cette' ques- 
tion). : , ■ 

The flrat British delegate then bowed 
and returned to his place on the front 
bench amid cheers which were taken 
up In tho galleries.:: 

M. Nelkloff at once followed, but he 
reinaiued seated hv the chair while 
reading tho declarations* which had 
been communicated i-. ln • .CvWrltlng 
t 1 him' by, ';'Mr.'»l:Choato'S' '(America) 
and Senor''d'e villa Urratia; (Spain) as 
well as bST'JJr. Drago (Argentina) and 
Senor;Cohcha (Chile). He began by 
reading Mr.' Choato's declaration: 

in the course of the* negotialions 
wlii<'li procedeil the jiresent conference 
the government of Ihe United .Sliite-i 
considered it to bo its dut.v to reserve 
the right to lirinir forward here tho im- 
portant subject of the llniitation of ur- 
mainents, in the hope that tluil nijght 
advance in some small degree the lofty 
eoiu-e|)tloii wbieb Inspired the Km|)eror 
of llussia ill his first apiieal. 

While regreltiug tiial more progress 
in the directlmi iiuiicati.Hl b.v his Im- 
lierial Maji'sty eamiot be made at this 
moment, wo are hajipy lo think that 
Diere is no Intention on the i)art of the 
nations tivaliandon Ills JIaJesty's cn- 
ileavors, and we reijucst to be allowed 
to express our sympathy for the views 
expressed by his (}xeellcncy the first 
delegate of Great Britain, and to sup- 
port Ihe proposal which ho' has Just 
made, ((.'lieer.;. ) 

Declaration by M. Moiirgeois 

At this stage an Iniportant iiu'id(>nt, 
wlile'h seemed to li.-tve been unexiiee.tod 
b.v tile majority of the assenibl.v. took 
lilaee. .M. .Mourgeols (l''rance) rose In 
his !)laee 111 the liodv of the hall and 
iiiaiii' tlie iVillo wing ileelarat ion :

The first delegate. of tho J^rchbh^'Re- 
luihllc, remembering that ho was 'in

Tho declaratioiVs";of the eniinent first 



delegate of France created a profound 
Impression, and were received with 
subdued applause. 

M. iN'elldoff then proceeded to read 
the declaration of Sjiain, in which the 
first Spanish delegate, Senor de Villa 
l.'rratla, recalled the fact that his gov- 
einniciit,^at the time when the present 
eonferenco was convened, had reserved 
the right of, dlacusslng the question of. 
the limitation of armamerfts, which 
had been submitted to the former con- 
ference by the Tsar. Senor de "Villa 
Urratia regretted that circumstances 
hud not permitted the nations to fol- 
low out this noble idea. He desired 
to give expression to the sympathies 
of the Spanish government with tho 
views expounded by Sir Edward Fry, 
and to the hope that the endeavors- of 
all nations In this sense might one day 
be crowned wdth success. 

M. Nelidoff next read the declara- 
tions of Argentina and Chile, com- 
municated by M. Drago and .AI. Concha 
in support of tbe British jiroposal. The 
.\rgenliiic and Chilian ilelegales furth- 
er eominunieatcd the trcal.\' of disarni- 
anienl which their governnienls had 
eoiubidcd five years ago, and to which 
praetieal clfcct had been already given. 
,M. Nelidoff read Ihe text of the treaty 
and then iiu-iled the conference to ex- 
)n-ess its llianlis I.) the Argentine and 
Chilian delegations, and, in particular, 
its apiireeiation of tho work of M. 
Drago and iM. Concha, . who had them- 
selves, negotiated,. th.e,>. treaty, having 
been In: office. Ih' their. Tespoctlve counT- 
tries at" the: time.- ''The assiembly of the 
conference responded to the invitation 
of Its president with loud cheers. 
M. Nelldoff's Speech 

M. Nelidoff then ro^.e and addressed 
the conferenee as follows: 

The ol(K|ucnl siioech of his excellency 
the first British delegate and the pro- 
posal with which it eoncliuied, as well 
a.H the communications \vlth which I 
have Just actpuiinted you, eaniiot, it 
seems lo me, fall lo meet with ;i 
sympathetic reeeiition on our part. Tlu; 
Idea of dimlnlahing charges which 
weigh upon tlie populations owing to 
the fact of wars, by socking the 
means of putting an end to. the pro- 
gressive Increase of.armaments'bn liuid 
and on sea, constituted' the Chief mo- 
tive of the initiative taken by. the Em- 
peror of Russia in order to bring: about 
the meeting of the Peace Conferences. 
This thought was,;, so. tO:,speak, tho 
corncr-stono'.of tha|t-:actIo'ri. ■ It formed 
the starting-point of "the Russian Cir- 
eular of August 12 (24), 1808, and was 
jilaeed at the head of the ])rogramino 
which the cabinet of St. Petersburg 
lu-oposed to the powers in Its circular 
of Docember 30, 1S98 (January 11, 
ISllfl). All the governments gave their 
adhesion, and the <"onferenee, from the 
outset, had lo oeeaipy Itself with a iir.'i- 
pos.il of the Russian delegation which 
aimed at i)rc\'cnllng the increase of ar- 
maments. 

Contact with rcalily, however, was 
not long In revealing all the iiraelic-al 
difficulties which this generous thought 
Involved •when the question of appl.x - 
Ing it aro.se. In the committee which 
was cnlru.sted with the con.sideration 
of tho subject very keen differences 



of npiuion soon broke out, and the de- 
bates assumed such a character that, 
instead of the desired iiiiderstandiiig, 
there wa.s a danger of a disagreement 
\vh<eli niiglil have proved fatal to the 
rest of the labia's of the conference. It 
had to bo acknowledged that the ques- 
tion was not ripe, that It required fur- 
ther study on tho part of the different 
governmenlK at hocne; and It was In 
this sense that, after having unani- 
mously adopted tho reisoiutlon which 
has just been recalled by the first dele- 
gate of Great Britain, the committee 
expressed the desire (voeu) that "tho 
governments, taking account of the 
proposals made lo tho conference, 
should enter upon a study of the pos- 
sibility of an underslandhig with re- 
gard to the limitation of armed forces 
on land and on sea and 'of military 
estimates" (budgets de gtterro). 

But here once more iiraetlcul experi- 
ence was not destined to eorresijond 
with the ideal nature of the desire 
(voeu). As I liavc just Intimated, only 
two Stales — Argentina and (.'bile — have 
been able lo give olToct lo that vocu 
by concluding a coiivinUion of disarm- 
ament, which I have had the honor of 
reading to you. The majority of the 
liowcrs of Kiirope had other preoccu- 
jiaiions. Searccdy had jLho conference 
lerminaled its labors when trouble's 
Which arose In an empire of Eastern 
Asia obliged the governments to in- 
tervene with armed force. A short 
time. afterwards one ot tho great Euro- 
pean''.,povvers found itself engaged in 
South ifrlca in a struggle which ne- 
cessitated on Its part a great inllltary 
effort. Finally, during these last years 
the Far East was the theatre of a gi- 
gantic war, the lUiuldallon of which la 
barely finished (dont la liquidation est 
a peine lermlnee). Need I also men- 
tion the colonial struggles and diplo- 
matic difficulties w-liich may have tcm- 
Iioraril.v compelled one power or an- 
other to Increase its armaments'.' Tho 
result was thai the governments, far 
from having been able to occupy tbeni- 
sclvcs, in conforniity with the desire 
expressed by the conl'ei'eiiee, with tho 
moans of liiiiitiiig anuaments, had. In 
the contrar.v, to increase their •arma- 
ments to an extent which has Just 
been shown you by the llgures adduced 
b\- Sir ICdward Fry. 

It was in consideration of those 
cireuinstanees, gentlemen, that the 
RuKsiaii government this time refrain- 
ed from placing the limitation of ar- 
maments upon the programme of the 
conf6rence which It iiroposed to the 
powers. To begin with, it considered 
that this question was not ripe for 
being discussed with fruitful results. 
In the second place, It , did not desire 
to provoke dlscussIon-;whlch',':as the cx- 
tjorlence of 1899 showed, could only, 
in opposition to (be aim of our com- 
mon endeavor.s, accentuate a dl.-agreo- 
ment among the powers by giving oc- 
casion for Irritating debates. The Rus- 
sian government, for Its part, was de- 
termined not lo take part in such dls- 
cusKlon.'?, and It knew that this was 
llkowlsi; the determination of some 
other great jiowers. 

Yet the seed sown at the time of 
tho first conference has germinated 
Independently of the action of tho gov- 



ernments. A very emphatic movoment 
of public opinion has arisen In dllt'er- 
cnl countries In favor of tho limitation 
of armaments, and the govcrnincnts, 
w'hose sympathies for tho principle 
have not diminished, in spite of the 
difficulties of carrying it out, find 
themselves confronted with niiiiili'esla- 
tlons which they are not In a iioslllon 
to satisfy. Thus it is, gentlemen, that 
the British government, giving expres- 
sion to Its own preoccupalious, and 
making Itself the organ of public feel- 
ing, oviiiced Its Intention of neverthe- 
less calling the;attentlon of tho powers 
assembled in conference at The Hague 
to the question of the limitation of 
armaments, and that Us first delegate 
has just brought before us the voeu 
which tho cabinet of . Li.>ndon would 
like to see emitted by us. , • 

J for my part am unable- to discover 
any other means of 'ovthclng the Inter- 
est which the ' powers take In . this 
(luestion. If the question was not rlpo . 
In 1899, It Is not any more so In 190,?; 
It has hot been possible to do anything 
on these.' lines, and the conference to- 
day finds' lts,elf';ias';lUtlo prepared to 
enter upon them as In 1899. Any dis- 
cussion ■which should in itself jirove 
sterile cinild only be harmful to tho 
cause which was in \ iew by accentuat- 
ing differences oC o])iiiion on iiiiesti.]ns 
of fact, while there exists unity of gen- 
eral Intentions which might one da.v 
meet with their realisation. It is for 
this reason, gentlemen, that tli;' i>ro- 
liosal now made lo us by th(; Uritlsh 
didogatlou, to confirm the resolution 
adopted l.iy the conferenee of 1S'.)9 by 
formulating anew the desire which was 
then exjiressed, is what best corres- 
ponds with the pres(mt slati! of ' tho 
(luestion and with the interest which 
wc all have in scelii.g il directed Into 
a channel where the iinaniinity of the 
powers could alone constitute a guar- 
antee of its furthjM- pr.igress. And it 
will be till honor for the .•;ocand iieace 
conference to ha\e contributed to this 
end by Us iniinediale vole. 

I theri-d'ore I'aii only applaud tho 
English inllialive, and reconiinend you 
to nnlle in receiving the resolution, as 
it lias been proposed to us by Sir Ed- 
ward Fry, with unanimous acclama- 
tions. 

■\\'lien the president sat down ho 
hardly allowed the assembly a moment 
to exi)ress by its ai^plausc the general 
appreciation of his own elo(|uent and 
imiiressive speech, lie desired to make 
it clear that tho British vocu was at 
once carried, and he himself led off tho 
general clapping of hands in order to 
testify that the conference assented 
unanimously to the ' recommendation 
conveyed in his own concluding sen- 
tences and that tho voeu was adopted 
by acclamallmi. 

After a raidd formal dcelaratlou to 
this elfect M. Nelidoff sharply struck 
the table in front of him with his pre- 
sidential iron hammer and declared 
"La seance est levee.",

Flet- 
cher's set'ond volume, and it is, if any- 
thing, better than the first. It covers 
the fiiilest und most e.xclting chapters 
In English history, beginning with the 
Tudors in lSir> and ending in UiliO with 
the Restoration. This is an hiiniensc 
period u.s regards mere time; an aeon 
If we look at Us import and the 
changes it Involved. Yet when we 
com.! to the la ^t |iage We arc neither 
fiiligiied, confused, nor da/.zlod. 'J"o 
Mr. Coldwiii Smitii alone, in his llis- 
tor.v of Kngland. can v.'e eoinpaie Mr. 
Fletcher for his gift of Inmiiious ,sne- 
cliiclncss. He has also the invaluable 
Ijowor of keeping the thread — the art- 
ists eye tor what is salient. 
While you read (ilm ymi can 
always see' the >yoodj not that 
lie tliTn's: 'the ' ire.cs,' hut he throws 
the right light' upon them'. The fact 
iti that he knows so muc'.i that he 
■ can Ylfford to leave out. Yet he is no 
ex|)eri histiirian. He does not belong 
to liiat rather ll(>a^■y (doiid of witnesse,-! 
Who grow S(.) seieiilllic o\er i>m- iieriod 
i)v one iKM-soii I bat (>verv detail in tlie.U' 
ntptc books l.uliis ahiiost ei|iially large. 
Mr. l'"letelii>r is a sludent, Il is ;i lit hori - 
tie,< siiow ploiitiiiil resi'arcli, but he 
sets out to be a jiopular historian, and 
he. d9es,. not confute, the., issues of art 
and"of science.- „■ He ' gives ui^ ' tho bono.j 
that wo ask for, but ho doe^ not forget 
to clothe them with life. 
■-And Ihtc. liefori' we ]iroeeorl. we rc- 
]iiemlier tiint w,- luive ope (|inirrel with 
'.liiii. He sa.vs that his liislor.\^ is l.u' 
bo.vs. Why not for ineti and women 
also'.' The restriction would not mat- 
ti'r were il not that it oeca.-ionalh' 
aflects the style of tho bool;. When 
he lets hiniseir alone .Mr. I''letelier 
wiitos a terse und vigorous langutige, 
moulded by his matter; but in the 
midst of a dignified sentence ho sud- 
denly remembers that he Is writing 
for "the Boy," that iie must bribe hlin 
to listen; and straightway ho dl.?- 
chargoa a pistol shot of slang into 
his page that deafens us too much for 
mental comfort. 

Pari of Mr. I''leteher's force of trans- 
nilUliig the past lo his reader.^ lies In 
tbe imiiorlaii'-e he .-issigns to persons. 
His -ippree ia I ion ' of eharaeler under- 
lies his whole conception of blstor.\-; 

"If we are lo understand rightly, we 
liilist realize that sometimes great 
persons are able lo control the des- 
tinies of their countries, and t.iat 
soiiielhiios oven tho great become tii<; 
playthings of forces whirling about 
them. Machlavelll said, "Fortune is 
always . spinning a wheel, 'sometimes 
fast and sometimes slowly; tho suc- 
cessfiil man is lie who call judge of 
the pace of tho wheel and act accord- 
liigl\'." II Is vcvy difficult to say 
wliellier liie gi-eat characters of the 
■Sixteenth Century Wi;re in control ot 
the wheel, or Nvliellier tho wiieel sjmn 
llieiii whi'.her il would. At first sight. 
In Ihe period wliieli wi' ha\^e now lo 
conslfler, ever.vthing seems to depend 
on the "personal eriuallon." Klizaheth, 
Philip. Cecil and Mary Stuart loom 
so large . . . that It looks as If he 
fate of tho world wore In their hands 
. . . But let us not l>o too 'sure;

One of the leaders who appeared to 
fashion clrciinistanee, rallier tiian be 
fashioned by it, was llciiiy \'l!l. Ot 
Ihe dissolution of ilii> monaderies. and 
his attitude low.-irds Ihr. Pope; of the 
changes lliat transformed ICiigland in 
his icign — "enclosing" of the land, cre- 
ation of the navy. e\oluti(in of in- 
dustry, and Inerense of wealth. — the 
author must .speak for hhn.^ell. We 
Will but add hlS: final summary of tiie 
man, .so poor - of v heart, so rich In 
mind. 

"Criticise Henry as you will and 
eomparo him with whom you will, ho 
stands out on the canvas a.t a mighty 
national fact, whlcii, aided by very 
ordinary ministers, aceoinpllshed a 
\er\- great work, ecnnomie, naval and 
piditical. .\ lesser man would. In mak- 
ing the breacii with R(uiie. have trans- 
ferreil to the Ai-ehbisbop of Canterbury 
or to convocation the dlscipliiiar.v and 
spiritual powers of v.hlcli the Pope 
was deiirived: would have kept the 
elinrch as a sort of co-nrdlnalo power 
inside f.io stale. In tho seventeenth 
century Archbishop Laud strove' ;for 
this position; ..ana . thereby not; only 
wrecked, the church, .butipulled down 
I he .state oh the.^t6p 'of.,.lt.t .Henry de-;; 
libc'ratcly preferred tho . seemingly. Il- 



logical iiosltion, that the c'nurch Is a 
department o,f the stale, and that king 
and. parllah)ei>t .win.: govern it bettor 

'thanVIt fban^giisverii Itself.". 

"We .fhould like to. dwell upon niore 
characters In the earlier cha))ters of 
this vohnue; u|ion iMar.v Tu<lor. the 
unwisely logical, the |.iiithetie, the un- 
lova'blc: upon Pblli]) of Spiihi. "the 
statesman with llu; in i ml of a la w.\ er's 
clerk"." "alm\-e law, iii\ine or human, 
and above feeling"; still more upon 
Kdward \'f. -Mr. I'^leteher Is. periiaps. 
hardly fair to f.ie j'oiing king; he dis- 
trusts lilm. us he does Charles f., for 
his coldness. He blami^s Edward for 
tlie bald (.ntry In his diary of Prf>tec- 
tor Somerset's execution; he ,<llsllkeH 
the chilly bareness, of tho little king's 

•iityle. But .'the Journals of tho.^c day.s 
were not meant' !'or llter,itur<> — they 
wore purely business records, ledgers 
of events, ;iiid no lucasiiri' of llieii- 
writer's feelings.

AVe learn, 
iilso, that to be right in a. wrong way 
does.

lion is our liislorian's text for most. of 
these lessons, and gi\eH us them with 
praisewiu'tli.v jiisliee; I'or he liiniself is 

Cioniwellian, as he allows us lo per- 
ceive. No loss iinpnrilal Is his ac- 
count of Laud's tyranny, and the 
cruder counter- tyranny of Purltanltan, 
The parliament' ofKPraiso-God' Bare- 
bones typified .all .Its .narrow force- 
that Barebones whp . gave, to his son. 
"the alihost more remarkable name of 
•C 11 less -Chrlst-ha d-d led- for- thee- thou- 
liadsl -lieen-dainncd P.arebones,' where- 
fore luat young man, who becam(> nf- 
li r the Restoration a successful build- 
ing speculat'ir, was eiuiiinonly I'alled

My. Fleteher has I nueh sense of 

liuiiKu- not lo be fair. lb.' sa.\s; 

■"i'lie rule of til.' Sainis of the Swm^d 
was no rule for I'lnglislmien. Let all 
the .rules, and .ainis ..be as good and 
as .•hlgh;asvyo.uHplease, .all the details 
wero"nj6re>..Ye5tip.tIouH than they had 
ovci^ 'ibeeh vundori Charles. Tiixation 
wasihiOrej'lhtln^trcWe'what it had ever, 
boon. . TheA'Iolatlohls of habeas corpus 



were far more flagrant. . . . Sub- 
servient Judges gave Iniquitous decis- 
ions; martial law and- billeting were 
as much In evidence as if there had 
tjJen no Petition of Right. . . . The 
Itidicrous attempt to enforce a higher 
morality by act ot parliament . . . 
provoked ordinary men and women 
pa.^t hearing." 

"t'niforniity is not nnanim'.ty" — tin; 
wcu'ds are .Mr. l''leteiier's--aiid the. 
blunder of every c.nircli I'.is been lo 
confound them. Y<'t none malce us| 
feel more strongly than he tlrdl the 
dense and crusty, rind of Puritanism 
contained a-trucr truth, a more living 
conviction, than all Laud's -scnolarly 
ritunlisiii. And in the-' combat bo- 
t^veen the two we recognize the eternal 
dmd between the old enemlo,^ — tiisti; 
and energv-. tradition and enthiisiasm. 

Very fine are Mr. flelcher's por- 
traits of the leading men of Cliarli>s 
1,'s reign, and perhaps noni> .are better 
than those of Lord Strafford and Ol- 
iver Cromwell, "We will begin with 
the plcliiro of Strafford: 

"Sirafford.Nls to me an enigma, hl.^ 
leiiera"'larc'^amon'g'i:tho:imost charming 
:i\. iiiorlals of tho literature of his ago. 
the\- show a mind keenly alert for tho 
redress of all real abuses, a gemiino 
pity and a zi>a 1 , for. the relict of the 
poor and ojipressed, an extraordinary 
modern Insight Into commercial and 
economic problems,, a playful and af- 



fectionate gaiety towards his many 
friends and a wise and tender devo- 
tion to his family; but at the .same 
time a contempt for legality and for 
vested interests. The fervent but nar- 
row Purilanism of the time jarred (m 
his instinets ot schoiar'and sttilesinan; 
but wc iiuisl remember that they ilid 
not lar on similar instincts in Hamp- 
den "and .Milton. We might call hiin 
an IClizabei hail if lu' had not so en- 
tir(d\- acciuiesi-ed in the obliteration 
of Kngland as a power in Europe. In 
tact, then, he Is not, like an ■Eliza- 
bethan, "more Kngllsh"; nor Is there 
;inv great Frenchman, with .the po-- 
sib'li. exception of RIc'.ielleu, lo whom 
one could coiuiiare him." 

.\iid here is (Oliver Cromwell: 
'"rile great iirolector was a man of 
tbc^ hd'tii'sl iiersonal rigliteoiisness, and 
thoroughly delermiiied to make his 
eouiitr.vmi'ii righteous; he believed 
that tile Spirit of the Liu'd might 
speak to tliem hi more than one voice; 
he held lo a few "fundamentals" in 
Cliristianily, a.=s In politics; once satis- 
fied that these were right, ho cared 
little whether .the ministers were Anti- 
baptlst.5 or moderate Calvinists. Thus 
every variety of Puritan doelriiie was 
freefy ])renelied in lOuglaml fcu^ the 
next six years; e\eii I'm- tlie earl.v 
Quaker.'', if tliey would refrain from

mint at Ottawa, on Jim. J, the (.'ana- 
di.an govornmentj will' begin to coin its 
own money. At present all Doiniiiion 
coins arc struck In the ro.val mint in 
London, some 16,000,000 pliM'es; being 
aniiiiully turned out for this piinjose. 
When the Ottawa mint Is In full riiii- 
ing (M'der, there will be sixty hands 
employed. It is expected to issue be- 
tween sixteen and twenty million 
jdeces aniiuall.v. 

Tiie coins of Canada are among tho 
most inl(M-esling thai are collected and 
studioil by numismatists. Tludr hisim-y 
dates back to the early years of Ihe 
J''rench regime. The first coins were 
a sliver fifleeu-sol jiiecc and a fivc-.^ol 
piece in silver, issued in aei'ordaiu-e 
Willi an ediel of Louis NIV. dated l'"(d). 
Ift. ni70, for 111,-' iMirpo.s'e of furthering 
the eoninieicial I ra nsactiiuis of La 
comiiugnio, lics iiides Occideiitalcs en 
A iiieri(|ue, l!y a, second edict, dated 
Nov. IS, 107:;, tho first nained piece 
was made current for 20 sola, and the 
second for li sols 8 denlers, a sol being 
tho equivalent of an English penny. 

The first' mentioned pleco Is ono of 
Ihe rarest of Canadian coins, and t.s 
estlmattd as- worth $200. On one side 
Is a bust of tho King, surrounded by 
the Inscription, "Liul. XIIII. D. G. Fr. 
Kt. Nav. Rex." On the other side Is 
Ihe French' coat of ' arms, surrounded 
by the date, 1670, and the liiserlptlon 
"Cilorlam Reglnl Tul DIseenl." The 
■second pleco Is of like design. Al- 
though not common. It is found in a 
number of colloctl(jn.s. • 

By an edict dated Dec. 1716, a cop- 



per coin of V2 dcniiu-s. equlx-alent lo 
one sol. was ordert-d to be stnu-k at 
til-; mini in I'erpiguaii, l'"rance, for cir- 
culation In the ,\iiierlean eolmiies. Tlie 
edict was pri.>mulga ted at Quebec by 
an ordei- in euuncil lialed ,"\Iarch li. 
1717. The coins bon- llial ilale, Imt 
the Peipignan mint struck a. \^ery 
limited iiuuiber of them. The-, reason 
for this is explained b.\- an edict ot 
.^ull<^ 1721. wliicli slates that the jioiu' 
condition of the copper at Por|)lgnan 
prevented the further striking .of this 
coinage., Ifivas -not really, carried Into 
effect, untn' lho coinage of ,1721-L'2. A 
coppcr-,coln (»r, 6 denlers was'-.struck lu 
1 7 17.'^,;uhder( the "/same . . ciro.umsta nces. 
1 It and the 12-denler of the Perplgnun 
I mint are very rare. The 9-idenlor pieces 
1 coined In 17;il-22 to replace them /are 
, common, with the exception of tho 
I one struck at Rouen. 
] On one side iirc two Ls. cro.s.^ed, sur- 
I hiounlcd by a crown, and surrounded 
I by the Inscription, "Sit Nomen Domini 
Benedlctuin." On tho other side Is the 
' Inscription, "Colonics Francaisc" - In 
two lines, with the date and mint mark 
below. In 1738 billon coins for 18 and 
12 denlers were struck for the colonies 
and made current Ih Canada. The last 
named Ms 'of; extreme rarity. In vari- 
ous years froift 1751 to 17,'')S ten differ- 
ent kinds of coppor Jetons wore struck 
that circulated eventually as money 
In Canada. Tho designs of eight re- 
late to colonliiatlon, and those of two 
lo the victories ot Louis XY. None of 
them Is common and some are rare. 

Willi the occnpntion nf Canada b.v 
(he British came the Issue of t(dvens 
by the variiais pr.ivliici-s. banl<'H, busi- 
ness firms and Individuals. They aro 
of all sorts ot designs, jiearly 600 types. 
Including late store cards, being des- 



i i ibod by P. N. Breton In his exhaus- 
tive work. In ISliO the riritlsh govern- 
ment struck for (-in-ulatioii in the 
AVest Indies four silver j>leces, repre- 
senting sub-divisions of the Spanish 
ilollar, which arc now classllicd among 
Canadian coins.' 

Tho province of Canada, coiii|ioseil 
of Ontario and Quebec, coined in IKTlS 
silver pieces ot the dcnomliiatldns of 
-0, 10 and cents, and In 1858 and 
l.sDn a bronze cent similar to that now 
In circulation. 

Tho Dominion ot Canada began the 
issue of sliver money In 1870, when 
pieces ot the denoinlnationH of 50, J.'i, 
10 and 5 cents , were; struck for it in 
the royal mint. -;;In- 1876;;it begtin tho 
Issue ot the present, bronze cents. In 
tho case of^each denomination there 
were years when there was no coinage. 
For example, there were no cents 
struck In 1877, 1879, 1S80, 1883, 188r) 
and 1889. l''or over a dozen years 
past, however, coins of each denomina- 
tion have been struck regularl,\'. Pre- 
vious lo Ihe (■oiisolidation of llie pro- 
vinces into the IJoiiiiui<iii coins were 
issued for each of lliein by the Bri- 
tish governmonl, but the Dominion 
coins are now the money of- all Bri- 
tish possessions In North America ex- 
cept Newfoundland, , ,, ,; 

No gold pieces have over been struck 
by the Dominion or any ot its. prov- 
inces. Whether the Ottawa mint will 
coin In tills motal lias not yet trans- 
pired. It Is .said, however, thut there 
will bo at least one new piece — a two- 
cent nickel. This will be tho first time 
tho Dominion has used this motal for 
money, although It Is one of Canada's 
greatest minerals. Another Innova- 
tion may be to cut down Ihe .size ot 
the cents, which are loo biilk.v. it may 
be remarked hero that tue HitTted 
States has used nickel for cidimgc pur- 
poKOH since ISBfi, when three-cent 
pieces were struck In It.

tli:it not oiil.N- ,\iiKlo-Cerman lelallons, 
lull lie: persmial relations cjf the two 
sovereigns, were seriously strained. 
The meeting of the King and the 
Kaiser at Kronberg last year was per- 
sonally cordial but politically cool. 
Those two dates marked the porloil 
during which the two nations looked 
at one another askance, and during 
Whiidi I here were lieing sown seeds of 
untrlendllncsa, which, even if It never 
could result In war, was a source of

Mr. l-'letclier has loft out the 
charm, the personal ina.gnelism which 
made hundreds of c-omiiionplace men 
glad to llie ffir Cliarles Sliiart. Tho 
best study thai he gi\-es lis of him is 
before he comes lo the throne. 

"Prince Cliarles was now a young 
man of Ivy-enly-two. Ue had outgrown 
tho delicacy of boyhood. He was far 
more obstinate than his father and 
was without his father's shrewdness; 
far more respectable and decorous, 
without the warm lieart, which almost 
atoned for, James's silly tempers. 
James was fickle and Impulsive, V>ut 
he could see reason A\>hen his passion,^ 
did not blind him; ho imd. moreover, 
a really wdde outlook, and great prin- 
ciples swaying abcnit in liis h.-.-id. 
(.'liai-li-s hud, at this time ,-it least, no 
priiuiples: lie wa.-i .<elf-coiieeiitrated 
and sell -w-orshipping; and he was cap- 
able of telling any, amount ot little 
lies, which aro much worse than one 
big one." 

'i'his brings lis to Mr. Fletcher's 
sketch of .lames Stuart. "James I. 
was king of England. He discovered 
C.u.\- l-'awkes, and was a man ot un- 
clean habits. Ho never washed his 
hands, and he married Anne of Den- 
mark." Such was the answer of a' 
(■liild in ;iii elementai-.v school When 
a.-iked 1(1 write down what she knew 
of that monarch, "Clod's sill.v vassal," 
was Andrew AlelvlH's suminary of liliii. 
Alid something between the Iwo slale- 
incnts, though In other terms, would 
not inadetpiately represent the opinion, 
of the majority. But those pages show 
James Is a juster llglU. They transmit 
the density, the cleverness, the humor, 
the pedantry of the paradoxical Scots- 
man, "lie saw far awa.v great things 
— l)eace, union, toleration — bat ho tail- 
ed to understand the things which 
were near, which stootl In the light of 
great objects." 

I.iefore we end we must say how 
glad we are to fiml oiirseh-cs back In 
"Tubney" — Ihe typical I'higllsh village, 
pilaced b,\- .Mr, l-'letelier in Sussex, wlip-h 
we have alread.\^ -- isitod in earlier cen- 
turies, from the Saxons' tiino onwards. 
The Elizabethan and the C'firoline 
Tubney are quite as real as their pre- 
decessors, and that Is not Burprlslng. 
The place and Its inmates are Imag- 
inary, biit what is told of them iS' 
gathered from nnthentlc sources. So 
Sir Roger, the stinlrc, of whatever gen- 
eration, moves and speaks like a. man, 
ami wo like lii.-i lCll-/.abethan manor- 
house and his Italian garden, and his 
eoiiifortable parson, to match. In tbe 
dtiys bofm-e Puritanism had soured 
him. His rcplacer in W'll liad not so 
agreeable a career. Life must havo 
lieen difficult when some "professor 
of salvation" might at any moment ho 
"moved," llke,.Tohn Pellat of Steyn- 
Ing. to "go into tlie steeplohouHo (as he 
called Tubney church), and there to 
revile the tub-lhiimplng minister as 
'si wheelhiirrow, a whirligig, a louse, 
a" mooncalf, and a green-beaded trum- 
peter.' " Other times, tlinnks to Prov- 
idence, other manners — even, perhaps,. 
In sectarian 'quarrels.

■ contcd. I'or Ibari^ Is a level of hu- 
livar.ity, lilgher tlian 'any am! all 
fatherlands, a Cosmopolis in . which 
all men should bo eiiual-rlghted citi- 
zens, the realm of mirtmil courtesy 
and I'riondless, mutual service and 
helpfulness, of natural ciiarity to 
wards ail and ill will towards none- 
Selecting the Subject 
^ 4ut, as " often Happens In life, it 
was ca.3ler to say yes than' .to malte 
good a rash promise, and I have 
since been wondering what I could 
say tliat would be of Interest and 
value, worth the time and the pa- 
tience, ot, so distinguished a body of 
men, ■ .city fatlicrs, physicians and 
lavvyers" /and clergymen, pressmen, 



merchants, the representatives of an 
ancient .iand ■famous municipality, 
that sl'tg Aylth .^iTiajes.ty by the world's 
great commorplairsea, ;,' and dispense.^ 
to the ends ' thei:eof,*.rio't ' weapons and 
engines oC.'ruInVliut the . gold and sil- 
ver of the: soa, tlie vital nourishment 
lor centuries , of a hundred nations 
and peoples. 'What is there in com- 
mon between a teacher whose life is 
spent amia.;b00ijs, often very old and 
dusty ones, ari'd .'a city full of vigorous 
active , men who coin the present into 
all kinds of utilities and discount the 
future In their ardor to profit by the 
energies and opportunities that iliey 
deal in as in so much la w niatorlal. 

Tlien it dawned on nio tliat those 
men, too, were teachers, and that to 
foi-got this Is a great practical error, 
a .social and Iheroforu influential er- 
ror, to admit that witli the nilnilc 
pomp of gniduation there is an end 
to education; ttiat on tjie sunny side 
of tv/enty lies the world of forma- 
tion, nicnfal and moral, and on the 
shady side a finish of cliara.cter, a 
completeness of experience, a certain 
roundness of life; that apart from the 
duties- to self of each Individual, this 
body of adult nn'n, the citizenship of 
a lar.i;e city, liiis no obligation to 
the yuulh of the city, apart and dis- 
tinct from tliat incumirent for In- 
stance on the teachera^ and admlni.s- 
trators - of ;'wltiit" \ve ''habitually call 
the schools.' :' Is ft .not true that the 
real school.L',6l,yllfo' is'not ■ the care- 
fully guarded^clo^e; In wlilch ■ the ten- 
der buds -'pif ' liumanity are brought to 
maturity, ■ but : rather •'the- great 
thoroughfares of '. the., city, In whlcJi 
for better or for^ worsfe,' men ply their 
avocatlo!ns, andlpiit.'Jnjtd practice such 
lessons of ■\'lrtUD' -'cfK' of Mce as they 
have mastered? • ■ ' 

Where Example Sits 
Is it not true that in the city 
-'itrccts there sits a mighty mistress of 
life. Kxanipli^, wliose influence reaches 
from the cradle to the grave, whoso 
pupils are I ho sur.qing crowd day and 
night, whoso text b.ioks are tlic lives 
of men and women, and who-^o le.i- 
Kons are caught with rapidity and 
with greater rapidity, , perhaps, 
taught to others, and' so made tini- 
versally efficient?- 'We are moved pow- 
erfully by words, but>we; 'are rjcarrled 
off our feet by the allent.'^brcel of 'ex- 
ample. Is an adage, .vtrue:?' as It Is 
old. The teacher ln''tlle'CSCho61 Incul- 
cates principles . of .y1rtil«^":'H&ht views 
oC the end and duties' of life, praises 
the best models of conduct, and ex- 
hibits in his person all desirable .mor- 
ality. But "In the hard school of the 
street the young man learns that 
there is anotlier world in whlcli these 
lessons are disregarded, often, in- 
deed, belittled and ridiculed. 

He had beqn told;and had believed 
that honesty was the basis of an up- 
tight and a happy . life, and lo! the 
morning ' or evening paper brings 
the news of a great bank wrecked or 
a solemn trust violated by c'ne whom 
he knew as a venerable citizen, and 
amid' the wrecltniro' he soon learns are 
scattered the comfort and the-iiopos 
of many, innocent persons and fami- 
lies. Ho had been told and had be- 
lieved that cle;i;i ;md !ioi|iorable con- 
duct was befittln.g youl'o, .-ind lol 
some cruel scandal in everybody's 
mouth, ami the participators are not 
hcad.v Juveniles, but .c;i-ave and re- 
spected adults, lie bad been told and 
had believctl that the service of tlie 
state wa.< tlie hi.Lrliest title of nobility, 
and lo! he sees the uiuleniable records 
of peculation and corruption on the 
part of prominent citizens, laid bare 
to ' the world. And so on. 

The True Teachers 
Now for. too many youth such pub- 
lic offenders arc the true teachers, not 
tliat till' youii,!,- man at once ab:indons 
hi.s .iroo-! priiiciiiles, .-iiul (lie ijurpo.-e of 



an upright Mfc, but that he has suf- 
fered a shock at the sight of such fail- 
ures of all hia moral ideas. His power 
of abstraction, like that of natural 
man generally, •!« yet weak, and he 
tends to confound virtue and thci vir- 
tuous man, and from the failure of 
one to conclude to the Impossibility or 
inutility of tlie othor. A poisonous 
seed of pos.slmlsin, that pest of life, 
takes root In Ill's' heart, and he passes 
over to the ranks of tlie discoutente<l, 
tlio scandalized and generally inelH- 
lueiit, those who perinll the germ of 
f.utli In manlund and life to decay, 
perhaps to die in tlieir hearts. And 
when such mofal failures.. as.. J have 
just mentioned ar<} reRiBatedSwith fre- 
quency, and pass almost j£tb.' the or- 
der of the day, and ther.coiidemnatibn 
of the comm.unlty grbwa-'/.we'ak and 
spiritless, and the' old; tinie'- 'Sanctions 
have lost' their power, a great social 
barrierj^^has ffallen'' in the very heart 
of the ■' city, rbn'e' that easily and natur- 
ally protected youth on its way to 
take the place of Its fathers — I .mean 
the public reprobation of wrong and 
vice, the ofllclal renewal on the part 
of the social authority of tlie lessons 
of morality impressed on the young, 
the continuous exercise on the part of 
tlio pai'cntal authority, directly or In- 
directly by 'its representatives, of a 
vigorous discipline of life without 
wliieli Ihe young manhood of a city 
grows up unrestrained, and therefore 
unsubdued, Ignorant of self-control 
and therefore incapable, later on, of 
controlling others. 

Capital of Con'fidcnco 

On'tiieS?^pt^er hand, when the young 
man beSolds' In public life shlnmg ex- 
amples of the moral :prlnclple:,ln3tlll- 
ed by his. , parental.' or ■ teaoMera,-^' he 
reaps the flnal fruits - of such "forma- 
tion; a kind of harvest is made in his 
spirit, who.se products are Inv'mclple 
belief in goodness, admiration of vir- 
tue, and a fine ardor to excel In his 
turn and to leave in the community a 
name as honored as that of his fath- 
ers. Ho begins life with n secured 
capital of conlldcnce In the existing 
order, respect for. human nature -and 
faith in Its better elements. There is 
a hapiiy continuity In hl.s mental and 
moral development, and the city may 
hope to see in him at least a model 
product of its sacrifices, periiaps even 
a brilliant child of goniu.-i or of for- 
tune, or of both combined, who will 
reflect credit on the pl.ace of his birth. 
Truly efllclent teachers are the pro- 
fessional man whose toilsome life i.i 
lived not for gain alone, but for tlio 
common welfare of his fellow-citizens; 
the Journalist who brlng3 to hia high 
calling sentiments of responsibility, 
equity, delicacy, and pity;, the mer- 
chant wliii.-o soul is not shut up In 
his ledger, but who feels and acts as 
if the welfare of his fellow-men were 
ever Inseparable from his own, to 
whom the city H.-^eir Is a holy trust, 
a thing of beauty, and an object of 
love and devotion no less f.ian the 
liltlo sacred circle of his own hearth; 
.finally, the average man, in wlioso 
hands after all, lies the advance or 
decay of the social order, according 
as ho is willing' to subdue and dis- 
cipline himself that the community 
may live and thrlVe, to abandon tlie 
raw freedom or nature for the high- 
er and finer and self-imposed law 'of 
the common weal. 

Innate Perversity. 
"V\'illing to .mbduo and discipline 
himself; I sliall not plague you with 
the ratiocinations' of theologian., as 
to its cause and nature, but whether 
It be ov.'in? to the natural curiosity 
of Mother Eve and the Inexplicable 
folly of Father Adam or. - to the 
"root of desire" that the Buddhist 
breaks' on his wheel, you will all ad- 
mit as a fact of experience that 
there is something in m which tendi; 
to go wrong, which doo5 not "nialce 
for rii,'lil'-oii:-iiess" exci.'pt when 



bridled and harnessed and induced 
thereto by various and sundry 
threats and forces. There Is in all 
of us something wild and rebellion.; 
that l.=i the enemy of law and order, 
therefore of the city, the state, and 
society, Tiiat something must sub- 
mit to.-,pqntrol if wo would progress 
in the;^ present order, since from it 
exude 'evil 'forces which threaten ttio 
welfare of '.society. Nor can -4t bo 
naturally controlled from without; It 
is necessary that each one should 
take himself in hand and become 
master of the violent and unruly ele- 
ment within him. This is not only 
tho price of our moral welfare per- 
sonally — "boar and forbear," said 
tho ancient stoic — it is also the price 
of family's welfare, of tho city's 
growth, and the -.^itale's perfection, 
.since a strc.-Lm will not. rise above It;? 
source and society can eventually be 
no better tiian its members, 

Function of Discipline. 

Tho control, :and repression of self 
is very welK-'expreased by tho r.atin 
word, discipline; meaning originaUy 
a habit of learning but also acquir- 
ed knowledge, and" implying the neces- 
sary patience, attention, and perse- 
verance. Tridy, "a little child s'.ial! 
teach us," and so In llio cour.io of 
time the word that in'operly con- 
notes a child at his book, lias come 
to '.signify for civilized niankliiTl the 
moral domination of self and the ac- 
quired power of directing to the 
noblest ends all tliat v,e liavu and 
all that we are. If we cannot ac- 
quire the most humble of tiio arts, 
the least ^complex , .pf c.the . sciences, 
wlthout.>'aom6j constant :.and' attentive 
practice of the. hand 'or the Intellect, 
how can we hopo'.jWithout some prac- 
tice on ourselves, - ever.:, to cxerciso 
that art of arts which Is tho govern- 
ment of other.s, tho creation of so- 
cial cells and f)i'ganl.<nis that shall 
be -at once viable and ad.'intod to 
tlncir ends, i. e, the fainliy, the fov.'n, 
the city, tho state. Every adult m.an 
in the city Is boinid to exerei-:e a se- 
vere and continuous dLjcIplliio over 
ilia own spirit, to chasten and repress 
it.-i lawlessness, to lift It perforce to 
.a higher level; tn remember that lie Is, 
whether lie wills it or not, a horn 
teacher of somebody, perhaps of many; 
that the ideal or lack of ideal visible 
in iiim.'Is.forey.er like a lighthouse, true 
or false,^lffjildlhe -his fellow-men to tho 
best thlhga. In life or luring them to 
shoals and reefs of obstriiotlon. Every 
man Is truly his brother's keeper; it Is 
a law of the social order, ho cannot, 
;nust not, live to himself, but can and 
must ll've for others. 

The Modern .Problems. 

With the progress.', of civilization; i. 
e., the growth of a-mbre/complete and 
artificial life, with : the ; scientific de- 
velopment of vast- economic resource;:, 
the almost perfect organization of the 
mighty conflict with nature, e. g.. the 
mastery of the fundamental problem 
of transportation, the prerogative of 
independence and self - siifflcleney 
tends to diminish In value for till of 
us. AVe can no longer "trek" as of 
old, but are learning that for us, too. 
there is a law of limitation, an end 
of primeval freedom, and tliat like all 
other iiarts of th.e great human famly 
wo must come to cultivate the homo 
field, 1. e., tlie ooclal order itself, and 
take up one after another all tho prob- 
lems that have ever confronted '.m- 
manlty in ,tho past. Discipline, like 
evory ',;arti' is-' besti, acquired by prac- 
tice, and It is naturally to the adult 
population of the city that its youth 
turns for the rules and example.i of 
tliat useful domliuition and proper di- 
rection of self of which wo have been 
speaking, 

, Growth of the City. 

Formerly every one of our cities 
could trust to the rural population 
for a large and regular supply of 
morally \v>^Il formed ynutli. The 
farmer \v;i:;, roii;;ld.\' :-ne:ikin:.;-, a ,:,'fiod 



oxaniplo of tho process of '^olf-discip- 
liiic. Ho was encouraged lo It not 
merely b.v the absence of temptations, 
but tho immemorial custom, the slm- 
|')licity and frugality . of his dally life, 
tho natural religious temper of bis 
heart tliat bowed in awe before tlio 
God of Nature, the coiiservati.iin of 
his cliiss, tho wearing toll of every day 
that left little time for the indulgnnce. 
of low and selfish propensities, tho 
consciousness that this toll was more 
for others than for himself, and that 
lie was a benefactor of all human kind, 
i^iit In this generation the moral In- 
fluence of the farmer and the farm- 
homo has considerably lessened. In- 
dustry anil commerce have taken on 
gi.g,intic proportions and profoundly 
modifying everywhere the old socl;il 
order as well as tho economic condl- 
tifins on which it was based. Tlie city 
grows daily at the expense of tho farm. 
This phenomenon, easily tangible In 
small countries and in countries that 
iiave reached their saturation-mark In 
population. Is now tangible in the New 
\V'<n'ld, where tho citizen of tlio near 
future will be more and more a city- 
bred man, and where the city will have 
eventually to furnish from within It- 
self, to a good extent, all the moral 
qnallfle.s and elements that it has 
hitherto dr.'iwn so largely from the 
rural population. In other words, wo 
iire- again where we- began. " 

Urbans Will Control. 
The city la Itself a school of life, 
and owing to the modern conditions 
of existence, tends to become tho 
school of life. A new type of man 
the urban typo, must control and 
direct tlie future of society, not that 
the faniK-r ceases to bo an important 
iiiembor of society, but that the city 
overflow;; daily into the farm, f.Ta't 
tho latter lioeomes subordinate to tho 
former as a moral agency, and that 
the city tiiereby takes on a newer and 
graver responsibility for tli'o forma- 
tion of its youth. Now tho city i.s the 
citizen, especFally the citizen, who for 
ono reason or another,, ranks as a lea- 
der, a principal citizen, 1. e., a model 
of some kind, for men everywhere aim 
to put forth a.s their chiefs tlioso wiio 
excel In the things they admire and 
desire. It is to those men that wo 
riglitfully look in the future a.? the 
builders of t'.ie new order. 

Canada's Opportunity 
In tho New iWbrld. great nations like 
Franco and Spftini; have in the past 
controlled every opportunity, only to 
make way for .bther;>>fpeo])les and 
races. They a re -Judged 'In history not 
so much by the magnitude of their op- 
portunities as by the uses they made 
or did not make of them. If by op- 
portunity wo mean the occasion of 
gain, the opening of new avenue.* of 
commerce, tho discovery, of fresh 
sources of wealth In the bosom of tho 
earth, of new possibilities Of Industrial, 
<lovelopment, of the growth ' of cities 
and their Intercommunication, of the 
development of vigorous new provinces 
and tho general advance on higher 
levels of tiic entire otate, then Is Can- 
ada rich in opportunity. Bho ha.s not 
yet turned the llftleth milestone of 
her career as one of the future groat 
states of the' world and yet she Is to- 
day recogniBcd as,^ a -. unlquo''-- political 
entity, a chlld'^of continued peace and 
hard but fruitful labor. She rests on 
two oceans, tho highways of the 
world's commerce and travel, and dis- 
tributes of lier wealth to tho east and 
the west. Her population Is drawn 
from tlio hardiest human stocks, her 
much maligned climate is no longer 
held a barrier to any kind of progress, 
and is counted like tho breath of life 
to many a weary and heat-baked 
neighbor; her products aro such a.? 
mankind forever needs, .and they are 
moved with ovcr-increa.^ing r.ipidlly 
across golden prairies, Alpine moun- 
tains, broad-rolUng rivers. Inland sep.s 
and valleys of Inexhaustible fertility. 
Tho schools cannot turn out enough 
en.glneers. arelilteets and ma'ster bull- 
der.-j to keii) i)ace with tlie conquering 



onslaught upon tho Immemorial forest 
and tho mighty prairlo framed only by 
the horizon. And within her states- 
men (and thereby I moan tho noble 
minds of both great parties) aro busy, 
not with tho wearlsoino comViinatlons 
of Old ■^''orld polities, but with great 
and beneficent ideas that scom not 
uinvorthy of a (Joldcn Age, and aro 
destined when fully worked out, in 
succeeding ireneratlpne, to exhibit a 
state incomparablerfor .the grandeur, 
solidity and equity of Its institutions. 
No war cloud darkens In tlie distance^ 
and no envious neiglibor threaton.n 
your long frontier. In the shadow of 
two mighty walls of steel the young 
Canadian state cultivates all the arts 
of peace, grows ricli and respected, 
knits dally more closely all the ties of 
nationhood',- and jiuls her house in or- 
der against tliu responsibilities of such 
a magiilllcent calling as has fallen to 
her. 

■What of tha Men? 

But what shall tho men bo like who 
in tho coming generations must han- 
dle these ro.-^iionslbllities? Surely tho 
schools. In every degree, will contri- 
bute no little to the moral training of 
the young citizen, hence the d(;ep con- 
cern of every patriotic man f.jr 1li<,'lr 
proper, equipment and conduct. .\or 
must-' wo .forget the Influence of here- 
dity, reading, travel, general human 
intorcourso, above all of religion. -All 
those, together with tlie Impast-bfi sur- 
rounding youth, aro factors in the for- 
mation of those minds and tlioso 
hearts to wlilcli you must one day 
commit this incomparable inheritance 
of Canada. I come bade, /lowevor, to 
my original position, viz., that the city 
itself Is tlie real, tlic final school of 
your growing nianliood. and that its 
genuine teachers are the men in the 
3treet, those. -whb' have graduated in 
the severe vicissitudes of life, who 
have sounded its depths and shoals, 
wlioso credentials aro tho rugged fur- 
rows of their brows and their lock.-; 
thinned and silvered by time. U is 
the adult citizens of a community who 
finally form the upcoming generation 
and thereby extend their Influence, by 
a kind of motornuiln or dead-hand far 
beyond their own span of life. A sin- 
gle good man, clean in iirincijdes, 
righteous in dally life, morally brave, 
a man of noble and useful i'deal.i, a 
sane optimist, Is a boon to any city, 
and when his place knows him no 
more how often in some hour of pub- 
lic need do his fellow men pause to 
regret his counsel , and_example, and 
thereby confess that when ho went a 
good teacher was , lost to them. 
Place of Cities 

It is In the number of such men, in 
a race of that high moral breeding, 
that Ho tho hope and glory of a city. 
Every city, however small, has Its 
own suflicient dignity, its own impor- 
tant place In the story of humanity, 
even as every man, however poor and 
lowly, offers yet all the dignity of 
manhood, and cvor.v independent state, 
however small in ■•'r/.c. and population, 
has yet all tho majesty inherent in a 
state Indeed, in some '.lonse, the 
state, especially tho modern state, is 
rather an aggregation of cities, a com- 
pound of Interests, ideas and Ideals 
common to them. The cities are tho 
lungS' of modern dcniocr,acy, and un- 
less they arc clean and strong mor- 
ally tho body politic must suffer dis- 
order and decay. 

A IVIighly Loom 

Now Canada is being rapidly cov- 
ered with a networic oC such small 
cities, and in and througli them I? 
rising to all the demands and im- 
pulses that follow tiie flower of na- 
tionhood. These centres of social life 
are being organised in a pernianent 
way from tho Atlantic to the Pacinc 
are filling up with tho overflow of 
older 'communlties, and like tlio col- 
onies of ancient Greece aad Home, 
tend to reproduce the . features of 
iniblic life familiar to their citizens. 
From year to year the volume of In- 
tercommunication increases, not mere- 



ly of tho products of tha farm, ■ tho 
ranch, tho mine, the forest and the 
deep, but above all of human thought 
and emotion. A community of lntel-'..i' 
lectual and moral formation is' no't^f 
not only possible but ia actually golri'sr^ 
on over one of tho broadest and richest 
.spaces on the globe, amid unbroken 
peace and with tho aid of every physi- 
cal agency known to modern man. All 
Canada may be likened to a' mighty 
loom across which rusli, like gigantic 
shuttles, swift convoys of men and ma- 
terial weaving the stuff of nationhood. 
Or it is llko a vast forgo whoso un- 
quenched llres roar night and day, and 
transform without ceasing tho raw 
ores of 11 thousand min'cs into implo- 
menl.5 nf a peaceful coiKpiest of na- 
ture. But It is also a vast school of 
life, in some ways, Indeed, one of the 
oldest on our continent, for it would bo 
ungrateful to forgot the missionary 
who for centuries .trod: aud'^yet .treads, 
afoot and alone,;;£nnid;'CpuijUoss' perlla, 
these .same regions, who brought and 
yet brings to tho children of tho forest 
and tiio prairie ;i. moral enlightenment 
and uplifting. However, the holy man 
.'ind Ills neophytes aro no longer in 
the foreground of luniian development. 
It Is the v.'liolo plan of au .'\dv.'\nced 
civilization that confronts the cilizon 
<if tlic iimdorn Dominion of Canada, 
I lie l)uildlng of .a .-l.-ite second to none 
In the world, that bcar.3 on her youth- 
ful, face tho scars of no warlllco origin, 
and 'therefore. ialmost-alonSrin history 
begins her career "with no unappcased 
hatred, no rankling sense of public 
wrung, no irrit;i,ted national pride. It 
is In tlie cities of Canada thtit to no 
small extent, is organized thl3 school 
of life. ■ ' 

Ideals of 'Vitrtue. 

It is surely the ardent wish of every 
friend of humanity that the great trust 
imposed .'ind reposed In the hands of 
tho children of Canada may bo so 
administered lliat In tho future age.-; 
all mankind shrill be obliged to pralso 
them for tlieir loyalty to the higiiest 
ideals of virtue, both as men and as 
citizens. There can be no fairer pub- 
lic essay of democracy, no happier as- 
semblage of ail the coudilion.5 requisite 
for the organization of a mighty peo- 
ple. In tho horoscope of tho political 
historian your future is written in 
signs protentous of manifold great- 
ness. Most nations iiave gone through 
many cruel experiences to their ap- 
pointed '.seat, and time of prestige and 
power. But tho now Canada has been 
so far a child of peace, and every in- 
terest of mankind demand:; that it 
should never bo otiierwisc; that onco 
at least we should l^e cntibled to'gazo 
upon a gretit world-state whoso hands 
wore never imbued in human blood, 
and wlioso public honor never -ouf- 
fered that vlolojico -which, Is, usually ,'r.e-- 
paired or app'eased:;;pliiy?.ln>blb'od.\;v It 
may ba well at the samb time to 're- 
member that this immensity of peace- 
ful antl secure freedom by no means 
releases tho individual from other war- 
fare, tlie w.arfare of social wrong and 
injustice, mo.st of whicli, however, has 
Its root within our Individual selves. 
So that in the end tho law of.disci- 
plinc is not only a law of private vir- 
tue, but Is also a law conducive to tlio 
highest public virtue. When selfish- 
ness and pleasure cease to dominate 
tho individual heart, the sourbes'-^'df 
social wrong will be pretty well dried 
up, and until the individual citizen 
makes war on these two sources of 
human . misery, we may expect to face, 
in ono phase or another, grievous .dis- 
turbance and diiorfler. in ' the body 
politic. ■ ■ • ' ' 

In wfiatevcr serious way wo look at 
life it spells responsibility, and ono 
tnat increases as we ri.=;o In our con- 
cepts of tlie dignity and the uses of 
life. AVe arc truly re.'ponslble for one 
aiiotiicr and nowiioro more tlian in the 
most hlglily organized conditions of 
life. The liunuin world about us will 
alway.s be something like you and me; 
if there were no otlior reason tho pow- 
erful psychological lav.' of Imltntlnn 
would be enough to explain this fai-l.

shunned It, tis my dyspepsia, which

Somehow, Ihe Geronimo campai.gn 
always reminded me of a fox ciiase; 
the IncIIan scouts k-i-oinng their no.'-.-s 
close to the scent like dogs too sIcjw 
to force the Inisli 'into the ojxui, while 
tho various troojjs, like hunters In 
diiferent wind, held and lost the place 
which promised first at tho linish. If 
you know Arizona at all, you will re- 
call how sharp and rocky. ar? ,. the 
crests of the divides; belnfir/f-llncs, of 
most resistance In this latid ' of . deeii 
<>rosIon, they retain the sharp. Jagged 
profile often seen In tho snow-Ice of 
mountain drifts as It dhsappcars In 
early summer. Below these scoops 
lie a colony of rounded foothills, re- 
ceding and growing les:; until they end 
in tlio broken bowlder mesa, which, 
with tlio numerous arroyos, fades Into 
the soft, level ailobe plain, and blends, 
as unsuspected as the canva;; v.'all fjf 
a cyclorama jo'in the rocks and logs in 
the pit below you. 

The Indians iireferrod tliese sharp 
crests, wiilch were for them both 
watch-towers and impveguablo ba;;- 
tions. Occa.slonally they would strike 
across the valley, kill a rancher, and 
steal fresh ponies, and so;no troop 
would cut in and crowd lliein hi ihi> 
open till they tooic the next divide and 
met some barrier that balked the pur- 
suers and forced on tliem a detour, 
while sonic other troop, through acci- 
dent of loc.'iUty, would lake 
the chosen place on tho tra'il, giving 
for a few days its dust to the other 
pursuing columns.

AVo had liad our little srmrt; liad 
brushcl them off the divide, and for 
three days led In the open across tlic 
valley to the Sierra .M.'idre, -where 
fresher liorsi;Ilo:;h cut in from our right 
and took from us the place of honor 
and left us, foot scjre and back sore 
ami winded, at the base of the nioua- 
lalns, whtre wo were ordered a ihiy's 
marcii bade into llio valley, near the 
border, ti.) guard v.'ater holes of the 
San Simon in the yullcn month of 
.\ugpst. The. nights were getting bear- 
able,; but 'the day 'heat istlU- held' on 
with the, stubborn insistence ^ b£ . a 
Southern summer. Our camp was not 
happy — the water was bad; our -.shel- 
ter-halves, but little thickbr- ,than 
cheesecloth, proved leaky .' sunsli^des, 
and we reinforced ■ theni ■wIth;';pur''S'ad- 
dle-blankets; we had no amusem'eht 
I xcopt to growl, wish wo were In tho 
chase, and wonder whose blooming in- 
tellect liad squatted us down among 
glla mon:;tors and sandllies to watch 
w.'Uer so foul neither soil nor sun 
would drink It. 

The loc'al sports of the cantonment 
v.cre disgusted. .-V weelj; befori; they 
were giving odds — ten to three — on 11s 
In til.-; race, .and nov,- inied pool cheeks 
to light cigarettes from the candles 
about tile conk lire. Tlierc was not 
a drop of an.vthiiig In camii. 'i'he to- 
bacco was running . low. 'I'be only 
p-.'ick of card:; wa;; a "motile lay-out" 
our iiaekcr had scraped fioin horse- 
lildn with a piece of broken glasi. 

.Soniethln.g was going to hiiijpen, for 
the 'itrjiln was telling on men's nerves. 
'IMie weather was too liot for camp 
Idleiies.-i, and we were near the "line." 
I \s'as lirst sergeant of I,. Troop Hien, 
.'iiid, next to. a coward or a thief, I 
tl'.lnk I loathed a deserter. 'NVo wer-; 
near the border of Mexico, wl.'ere one 
n-ust not cros;-!, but where smuggling 
is permitted and vice jiossible. 

The men were ge-tling lrrita.ble--I 
knew the signs, the ten;~Ion was i-r;ie!i- 
Ing snapping jiohil. I had bei'n lliink- 
Ing of It all day. Tliat evening .lolm 
I-.elgliton and I were working under 
the orderly fly at^the "records" — were 
posting Vaugu's and Murray's "flhals" 
in the clothing descriptive books. 
'Vaugn was a corporal and Murray bur 



blacksmith, wlio had been killed the 
week before on tho day we pushed the 
Apaches off the .divide, Wp .,..were 
cro wd i n g them: top 1 eloseljr : In ithei-IOTver 
I ass, when -.a ',f ewVrbueksv .silpi»cd^Ypff 
into tho canoii- .and hipped 'our 'ipa'ck-.

a clever bit of .work,^ and, five cbuCks 
did it, killing twp iraoh;.for :iis, ;lbslng 
us our game just as we were bagging 
it. 

IvOlgh'on was company cleric, a tal-

W'e were working .'it this official

ThiK was tho large central motto 
.Which docoratod tho raftliiK of tho bal- 
cony at tho Monument National la.st 
night, in\d It gave fitting oxpro.ssion 
to tlio entliu.siasiii which animated tlio 
lapgo gathering that filled tho concert 
liall to overflowing In order to listen 
to the Conservative leader, Mr. R. L. 
Borden, explain In detail tho pro- 
gramme which ho announced a short 
time ago at Halifax. . ' 

It was a record gathering of tho 
,klnd, and the big hall waa simply 
■ packed throughout the speech of tho 
leader of the Opposition, which was 
'followed throughout ,wlth tho closest 
;attontiiin and with a warm apprecia- 
jtion, as evidenced by the onthualastic 
•applause whleh greeted .some of tho 
.'more telliiif,- and iiiiiiortant points. As 
each of the lVutiire.i of the programme 
wa:; dw^lt on and e.Kplained and ob- 
j.!i;tions answered, tho approval of the 
groat audience Ijecame more and more 
cordial in its tvxpres.iion, and when tlio 
lengthy and unuh-.unlly forceful speech 
was filially brought to a conclusion tlio 
•aiiplanse was such as almost to lead 
tho nervous to fear for the safety of 
the building, so ontliiisiastic were tlie 
cheers and tlio stamping of feet and 
claiiidici of liand.i as tlioso present 
Jumped to their leet, waving handker- 
cliiefs and liats an.d shouting them- 
selves Iioarse in iionor of tlie distln- 
'guished speaker. 

Tlioro was notliing, however, of sen- 
timental appi'al or rhetorical display 
in Jlr. l?orden's speech, which, .was 
throughout a simple and .'digniliod ex- 
position of his position, explaining the 
principal points of his programme and 
stating his plans and also a review of 
the Liberal administration/' There was 
■'much cool reasoning In the address, 
fbut the audience did not seem to lose 
llntorest on that account;,"- but on the 
- contrary, seemed to follow it with the 
closest and most IntelUseut attention. 

The hall was simply ~^but tastefully 
decorated for the occarStpniri^jblue drap- 
eries forming a conspicuous" feature of 
tho Kcheine, whilo variety and bright- 
ness of efl!ect were obtained by clus- 
tora of flags tastefully arranged and 
placed at different points, as well as 
o number of handsome banners bear- 
ing the escutcheons of tho different 
provinces. ' There were also a number 
of mottoes expressing in brief legends 
leading features or the Conservative 
platform. An interesting part of tho 
.decoration.-j was a number of fine por- 
traits of tho great leaders of the Con- 
servative party In other times, conspi- 
cuous among which where tho plcturog 
of Sir .Tohn Jlncdonald, Sir Hlppolyte 
Lafontaine, and Sir Etlenne Cartior. 

In the large audience might be notic- 
ed many of Montreal's leading busi- 
ness and professional men of both par- 
ties. In fact most of the speakers wore 
\^lcd to conurient/tOn the number of Xilb- 
'erald present and'.they. tftok It as an 
"evidence of the Interest wiilch Is^belhg 
. manifested on all sdes to ' an '•''■alto- 
gether unusual .degree In political ques- 
tions. The large platform waa crowd- 
ed with prominent Conservatlves/',wfio 
also occupied ,the logos and front' royim' 
of the orchestra seats. The house was. 



filled so that every avallablo bit of 
spnco •.iceme'd to bo taken up, and even 
tlio aisles and the rear of tho hall 
wore crowded by hundreds who stood 
all througli tlie earlier part of tlio pro- 
ceedliig.s, until such Unio as the late- 
ness of the hour causeil tho audience 
to thin out so as to enable them to get 
a saat. 

In spite of the very unpropltlous 
weather, men streamed Into the hall 
for quite \^.,whll6^lief ore the beginning 
of the prbceedlngisi-whlch took place at 
a little; after "eight o'clock. Tho doo^a 
were opened at a quarter paat seven 
and quite ' a few were oven then on 
'hand, so as tO' be abte to secure good 
places. There were a number of wo- 
men In tho crowd and they were not 
among tho least Interested spectators. 

Tho mention of Mr. Borden's nnme 
by tho chairman wa.-; tlie signal tor an 
outburst of onlliuslasm such iis has 
probably never before rcsoun.ded in tho 
IMonurnent National. It would li.avo to 
bo seen to be appreciated for no words 
can adccpia tol.v convey I he Impressive- 
ness of the denionsliatlon of welcome 
by the great gatlierliiig. 

Several minutes elaiised before tho 
lea>ior oC the Conservative p.-irty was 
able to make IilmseU' heard, and when 
he beg-in in the French language, 
which was that of the grcalor ]ia7-t of 
his hearers, there waa anotlier outburst 
of applause. -, But, he .said o^ly a few 
words . 'In, !.that:'.tonguo, thanlcSng tho.^o 
present for their welcome .of him, and 
explaining that as- there were a num- 
ber of French speakers', to be heard, he 
hopctd they would- permit hlni to ad- 
dress thern In his- native language. 

He theiibegfan , His address In Eng- 
lish: , ■ '--v 

Mr. Borden, -said that during tho 
course of his tour ho ha.d announced 
to tlie people of Halifa.v tho programmo 
which he desired to submit to tlie peo- 
ple of Canada, and upon which he 
hoped to secure for tlio Conservative 
party the public verdict at the elec- 
tions whicli would proliably take place 
next year. 

Continuing, he remarked that while 
he idesired to draw attention to tho 
pfOgrammo of tho Conservative partp 
ho did not wisli them to fonget the re- 
cord of their opponents. He did not 
think that in any country In the world 
there \\-ns ever the same disregard of 
pledges made from one end of the 
country to tho other, by every leader of 
the Liberal party, as had the disregar.d 
of tlie pledges the Liberal party made 
with ever growing force from 1878 to 
189G.' . - 

"I do not think there is a Liberal 
here tonight," lie continued, "who can 
point to a single promise made by Ills 
leaders In bygone days which has been 
redeemed; e.xcopt' - th'p repeal . of the 
Franchise Act, ■and thoy trl(id to go 
back Upon thatfsor'fe.r;.aa:'MaJ)Uoba Is 
concerned in 1904 had ^wa not: threaten- 
ed to fight it until the sntjvv' flew. .They 
then dropped It, but later on they drew 
the^vfthln red line'.'vthrough the names 
of 'about' 9,000 "fepnservatlv© electors In 
that'"provlnce, t1tuj robbing us of tho 
Conservative majority wo should have 
received, and iindouJ}tedly will receivo 
at the next election. (Applause.) 
^ , "Tho Liberals ouy that among tho 
-.70 or more Conservative menilua-.s at 
Ottawa there Is not material out of 



which to form a cabinet which would' 
command tho confidence of tlio people. 
Hut do not forget that exactly tho 
same criticism was continually levelled 
against tho Conservatives in Ontario, 
yet, my friend, Mr. Whitney, when ho 
came to power, was able to give tho 
province of Ontario perhaps tho 
strongest governiiient It has ever had. 
(Applause.) ii^Isvonture to say that we 
have on the Opposition benches today 
In tho house of ' commons .material ,to 
moke at least tw6 governments better 
than that which sits upon tho treasury 
benches today. And I venture to pre- 
dict that after tho next elections wo 
shall number not 71! but 135 Consorva- 
tlve members. (Applause.) And when 
the time eoino.3 for us to form an ad- 
mlnlslration wo sliall do so in a man- 
ner to carry on tho great Coii-iervatlvo 
tradltlo-ns which havo been hanticd 
down to- us from 187S. 

"But what about the Liberal party? 
Wlien there is no cabinet to bo recon- 
structed the members at Ottawa are 
all giants of debate, who easily sweep 
the ground with the Conservative Op- 
l)osltion. Ihil of laie there had bc!cn 
necessity to aild three new meailier.T to 
tlic cabinet, and on such occasio'ir Sir 
AN'ilfrid liaurler liad ■abso'lutely ne- 
glected these giants of debate who sat 
behind liliii. and was obliged to go out- 
side the house of coiniiioiis. When he 
net'ded a mliiist.-r of justice, he .'ioiiglit 
out Hon. A. li. Aylesn-orth. 'Wlicn he 
needed a nilni.ster of railways and ca- 
ii.-ils he called uiiun I\Ir. George Gia- 
liani, and when it wa.s neces.'iary to ap- 
Iiofiit a minister of public works he 
went to tlie :Maritlmc Provinces and 
appointed Hon. Mr. I'ugsley. These 
groat men who sat bohi-nd him and 
were willing to supi)ort the government 
through any scandals and vote to 
thwart Investigation — these men were 
neglected, and were not given tho re- 
■ward for their servlce.s. 

Sir Wilfrid's Search 

"Sir ^V'ilfrid must havo felt very 
much like Diogenes of old, going 
around with a lantern .■decking for an 
honest man. (Laughter). I 7)resume 
he- wanted an honest, caimble man, and 
he took his lantern a-nd looked for him 
amongst the 130 men who sat behind 
him. Ho went from one ; to the .other 
— and passed' 'oh. r (liaUghter.) Ho 
searched thet>vh61e.^,130,^ and". amongst 
all these giants' of '^aebatB, : these, up-, 
r i ght men ;wh&"^;had '.'^ :'support6ft" i ' "W ha 
thtough' every" scandal of the past few 
years, ho could not fl-nd a single man 
fit to fill one of these three offices. 
■U^ell, after the next election, with the 
135 supporters we expect, I do not 
imagine wo shall havo to bo at such 
pains to go outside our ranks to get 
honest, capable men for ministerial po- 
sitions, i know many, who may not 
keep in the publlo eye, but wlio attend 
to their duties and are quite as capablo 
of retaining tivo respect of tho people 
as the great Conservative Ktatesmen of 
bygone day's to whom this 'country 
owes so much." (Applause.) 

Wltii Vegara','to tiio ..Halifa.x pro- 
gfamhio,' Iilr. Borden remarked tliat lie 
had been repi-oaclied on the one hand 
with lit'iving gone too far along some 
lines, while by otlier.5 he was criticized 
for not having gone far enotigh. He. 
thieroforo, conclmled that ho had, found 
safety In tho proverbial middle course. 



As'toisome of the Items which had 
been criticized as too radical, Mr. Bor- 
den pointed out that these had been 
adopted;: In Great Britain .for many 
years past. For lnsta'nce\ In Great 
Britain, appointments to the civil ser- 
vice had been made by competitive ex- 
amination, to the great relief of the 
monibors of the liouso. Ho knew per- 
.sonally tiiat with many men-ibers in 
Canada tliroo-quarlers of their time 
was taken up seoing how many of tlioir 
constituonts thoy could get apiiointed 
to the public service. 'Whlio tlie com- 
petitive exiuiilnatlon system might not 
bo an Ideal one, It would at I'jast be 
better than the system of jiarty pres- 
sure, which, under the present adniin- 
l3tratlon, had resulted In tho frequent 
appointment of men without any re- 
gard to their character or c.-ipaclty — 
men such as Wagner in the Northwest, 
who, after being convicted of fraud on 
the men ho was apiioliitod to protect, 
was luiid his sal.iry diu'lug ij.-U't of the 
time he was In .1ail, ami on getting out 
was tippointed again at double his for- 
mer salary; or such -notorious men as 
J. B. Jackson, Jury and prostoh, tho 
latter two of whoin had, on their Inti- 
mate personal knowledge of each other 
accused each of fraud and _ other 
crimes. 

Proeeodlng then to dlscus.s the free 
rural lu.-ill delivery plinilc In his plat- 
form, Mr. Borden pointed out that 
tills had been successfully carried on 
for years 'In.-'Grcat-Brital-n, and the 
United 'Statics. H(S did not propose to 
carry It on on such a scale as to great- 
ly burden the revenues, but considered 
that there wore" many flistrlct.s where 
such a system might -bo applied with 
good results. ' 

Government Ownership 

Then, with regard to the pro]iosition 
for guveinnienl ownership of tele- 
graph and teleplio-ne services, .Mr. Bor- 
den said that certain .Montreal news- 
papers in crltlel/.ln,ir this said that 
while ])roposiiig to take tho Intercolon- 
ial Hallway outside government con- 
trol, he wanted to place the telegraiih.i 
and telephones under direct govern- 
ment control. This was not his idea at 
all, though.. He proposed, when the 
two services were take'h over, to keep 
them just as much out of political In- 
fluence as the Intercolonial by apply- 
ing the same system of management 
by,, a commission. 

■^XAs to the IntercolO'nIal, Mr. Borden 
said 11 was a matter of personal kn.-)w- 
lodge to him that In tho;itilaritlmo pro- 
vinces there were - iharij^r'Sv'othployes 
whose superiors did'' not- dai'e' Interfere 
with them,' because 'their poltttcal pull 
was so stronic thlit the "suplerlpri would 
bo likely to "lose tWoIr p<JsltIori& if they 
did. It . had' been, pj(;6rnlsed- that wlien 
tho IntercplphlaX oittoridetl to Mon- 
treal tlio' lioricita' would cease,' but In- 
stead thoy l-ncroiiscd, and this was duo 
to the baneful inilueiire of political in- 
terference. Surely there was enough 
ability and honesty in (.'aiiad.i. to suc- 
cessfully mtmage the 1,700 miles of 
G.-)vernnient,' railroads w,lieii a Canadian 
had been se-nt to An';jtralla to slio-,v the 
people there !iow 10 in.ake tho govern- 
ment roads pay. That was what ho 
jirojiosed — to put tin- governmeiil rall- 
way.H under the control of a commis- 
sion of capable railway men, whose 
.status should be made such as to iilaco 



them beyond the reach of polltlca\ In- 
terference. 

And the same thing applied to tele- 
graphs and telophories; said Mr. Bor- 
den, citing a 'declaration of Mr. Glad- 
stone In tho Imperial House of Com- 
mons that the same reasons which ap- 
plied to tlie government taking over 
of tho postal service applied with equal 
force to the telegraph iuid lolephoiio 
services. In fact, Jlr. Borden pointed 
out, tlioro were already 7,000 miles of 
state telegraiih In Canada, many of 
whlcli had been built in districts where 
private companies could not put in tho 
service because tliero would bo no ade- 
quate return for their investment. 
If Part, Why Not All - 
"If," he argued, "the government can 
carry on a telegraph service In these 
regions, I see no reason why It should 
not add the whole telegraph sy.-jtoin to 
its post office department, and ctirry 
it on along the lines I havo suggested. 

And the same applies to tho tele- 
pliono service, which, by it."? very na- 
tnro, is a monopoly. And if lliis ser- 
vice can bo carried on in a. successful 
and efficient manner by a jirivate com- 
pany, I see no rea.^o^ii why a commis- 
sion of capablo men could not carry 
It on In tho same way as a st.ato en- 
toriirlse, free from jiolltlcal interfer- 
ence, and for the benefit of tho people 
of this country. (Apjilause.) 

;Mr. Borden, however, docitired that 
he would not be prepared to plungo 
into such a-n enterprise without a 
tliorough investigation as to the best 
methods, anil lie had not the slightest 
doubt that such inve.--it igatlon -would 
show a reasonable and feasible way 
of carrying on the telephone service 
by the government In as successful a 
manner as the postal department, 
which, linder all the successive govern- 
ments had begh the best administered 
of . all tho departments. 
., In, any. such movo, however, tho 
.CortsjBrvatlve government -would neces- 
sarily follow' Its .tradlttonijl pollcy of 
thoroughly safegiiardlng the, rights of 
invested capital, ana;that;^\va8>,a;i30llcy 
wjilch lie would always stan'd for, 
(Ai)plau!;e.) Tlin proper safeguarding 
of. Invostocl capital, apart altogether 
from the Justice of si'ich a course, wa.^ 
especially necessary, since for at least 
half a century to come Canada must 
be a borrowing country In order to so- 
ciire ncces.«--a.ry development, and in or- 
der to l',-icilltatc Ihi.^ every assurance 
must bo given of tlio safety of capital 
-.lO far as' the govcr-nment was concern- 
ed. 

The Land of the People 

Proceeding tlienco to discuss tho pre- 
servation of the public domain^ Mr. 
B.irden reniarl<ed tliat it was obvious 
tli.at this must bo e.xjiloiled for tho 
public. luit for the .speculator. That 
had been ;i, cardinal ])ollcy of the Lib- 
eral.') In opiioslllon. 71ut in ofCico tlicy 
had had the Saskatchewan land doiil, 
the Robins irrigation contract, tho 
grazi ng. lease deals, and other similar 
seand;il.-i. whicli had made millions for 
friend.s of the government, as had hap- 
pened lir^tlie notorious Blairmoro 
towmdilji deal. ' . ' 

AVItli regard to the immigration 
queatloji, Mr. Borden stated that ho 
took exact !>■ the same stand in Mon- 
treal as at Halifax. I'n-lho North- "U'cst 
there was a vast country calli-ng for 



population, separated from the East by 
the wild country north of Lake Supei;- 
lor. Everybody knew how the United 
States had suffered from dlfferencea of 
sentlthent east and west as well as 
north and south, ar^d to avoid a repeti- 
tion of such a thing In . Canada It con- 
cerned tho people of Canada most In- 
timately to know what .sort of people 
were filling up the west. It was' tlino 
that tile Indiscrlmlnato rushing in of 
everyone wlio could bo procured should 
cease, and that attention ■.diouid be 
paid to quality rather tlia'U quantity in 
our immigrants. (Loud Ai)plause.) 

It was inevitable that the west would 
fill, said Jlr. Borden, and any Cm-iser- 
va.tivo government tliat might come to 
power would conio pledged to watch 
tile Inimigratlon carefully, and also to 
sec tli.at there should be no repetition 
of such scandalous deals as the North 
Atlantic Trading Company affair. 

Referring to the trn nsporlallon pro- 
blem, iVfr. Borden said the Coii.virva- 
tives iiad been reproached for their .-it- 
titude regarding tho Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific, but tliey liad no reason to n.-lract 
ime word. Tlioir. po.sitlon was that, 
liaving so large a share in the provi- 
sion of capital and credit In the con- 
structlo-n of tho new tran.'icontinental 
the people of Canada should have 
some .■;harc in the future profits .-ind 
some better control th.'in tliat which 
exists under tlio general law of the 
country. (Applause.) Tlie profits of 
tho enterprise were represented by tho 
issue of $50,000,000 of common stock, 
which did not represent a dollar of 
capital Investment, this being all cov- 
ered by bond Issues, a-nd this common 
stock might soon be worth seventy- 
five or one hundred millions. In view 
of the share taken by the people of 
Canada in financing tho road Mr. Bor- 
den thought It only fair that thoy 
•should have soino shtire in this issue of 
common stock a^nd in the future pro- 
fits which would arise from the dc- 
volopniont of the country, just as the 
cities of Montreal and Toronto had 
a share in the increasing profits of 
their street car companies. But tho 
Conservative loader emphasized tlie 
fact that tho G.T.P. contracts having 
been made, and ratified by the people, 
the Conservatives,' whether In power or 
not, would take the ground that all 
contracts mu3t.be observed and loyally 
carried out. 

Mr. Borden then dealt briefly with 
the necessities of improving the water 
communication syste.m in Canad.a so 
as to put the people of tho Dominion 
in position to n-ieet competition from 
the U-Tilted States when trading with 
foreign markets. 

Election Corruption 

From this the Conservative leader 
passed to tho question of electoral" re- 
form. , Tlie Liberals in oppo.^itioh, he 
declared, had accused the Conserva- 
tives of corruption. But sinco coming 
to power tho Liberals liad carried out 
tlio most gigantic scliemo of electoral 
corruption ever Icnown, in any cou-ntr.v. 
■\Viiile not blaming Sir 'Waifrld Laurier 
and his government for the crimps of 
party 'followers In 'every instance', Jlr. 
Borden at somo Ic-ngth showed how in 
■\Vest Huron, i'n Broclcvllle, 1n London 
and other constituencies tho mo.--,t am- 
, plo proof had been furnished of wide- 
spread corruption, wiilcli had cheated 



tho electors of their verdict. Tlic Lib- 
eral government had not only refuse'd 
fair Investigation, but iiad actually 
protected and 'liberated tho criminals, 
and It was to tills tliat Mr. Borden at- 
tributed tho subseque-nt carnival of 
electoral criminality which had shock- 
ed tho country. 

As to. what ho would do If the Con- 
servatives were returned to power, Mr. 
Borden declared that he would amend 
tho electortil law along tho same Unes 
as in Great Britain, where bribery -'^lad 
been practically st.ampiid out, and ap-' 
point an official like the public prose- 
cutor in Groat Britain, whoso duties 
would bo no'-n-politlcal, and wlio would 
Ijo entrusted with vnc task of taking 
In-imodiato action wlun-e tho course of 
any election Indicated that one party 
or tho other had used improper means 
at the' polls. 

• Tho Conservative Record ' - '■ ■.- 

In concluding, Jlr. Borden said: "I_ 
do not .'^ay tlitit the Conservative party 
has been blameless la oioetoral mat- 
tcM's. I am not so bigoted as to make . 
an jisscrtion of tliat Character. But 
this I wlU say, tiiat tUo Conservative 
party. Is, prepared to do.-.Cahada':a' great 
servlctf-;bj^'';'runfalngfl tth'e iinext'-.' 'Election 
on clean and' decent ' lines;. ' i.That ', la 
what I would like , the' /.Congarvative

L6ndon Times: Our Berlin corre- 
.spondent telegraphs that Professor 
Joachim died at his residence In Berlin 
yesterday afternoon in his, 77th year. 
. . . Jo^Ph^,Jgaohto^toe.^or 
I'd'st "ii6f'jnerely|j^^ 
ofour time,' but a m.anTof exceptional 
■beauty 'lof nature and character.' Born 
at Klttsee, near. Pressburg, June 28, 
1831, Joachim llVed at Pest In his. ear- 
ly childhood, his parents changing 
their abode when he ■wa.'; but 2 years 
old. Here he was a pupil of Serwac- 
r.ynski, v.iio brought lilin out when he 
was not quite 8 years old. Tiio teacher 
wii.s a very capable trainer of tlie left 
Iiand, but ills bowing wtis not of tlio 
best kind, and when Joachim was 
placed with the elder Hellmesberger in 
Vienna, this master feared that noth- 
ing <'"iilil overcomo the bf'y's deficien- 
cies in thi.s reijprct. Hrnest lieard lilm 
))lay, and recommended that Joseph 
Bohm slioiild bo entrusted with liis 
technical education. Bohm had iiiher- 
ited the -traditions of the pure Corelli 
school, and he was not long in curing 
the defect that seemed so serious. In 
18-13 Joachim went to Leipzig, in order 
to enter tho newly-founded consorva- 
torium; Mendelssohn, after testing his 
musical powers, pronounced, that tho 
Togular training of a music school was 
not neqd«a,..'BAit-i'eoommended his gen- 
eral musical; education should be In the 
hands of. IJeraiiiand David and Morltz 
Hauptmann.wJnJ the following year he 
sought fame lii' England, appearing at 
Brury Lane tlieatro at the . benollt of 
tho then famous "Poef!iBnnn," play- 
ing Ernst's "O telle" fantasia. In the 
samo season he appeared at one of 
Benedict's gigantic benefit concerts, 
arid at tho Philharmonic concert, under 
Mendelssohn's direction, 5 playing Bee- 
thoven's cvsnoorto.T The crlllca and the 
I3ublic wore alike enthusiastic over the 
boy's wonderful performance; and ever 
sinco that year Joachim has been sure 
of an equally warm welcome from all 
classes of musicians, and has been a 
regular., visitor to London. England, 
indeed, was almost a second home to 
him, so warm was tho appreciation of 
the En.glish public, and so close wore 
tlio friendships formed during his long 
career. From 1859, tho year of tlioir 
foundation, to 1899, he appeared regu- 
larly at the Popular concerts, and al- 
ways with the greatest po.'<Hlb!o suc- 
ccs-s. All enj,'agemcnt as "concert- 
nielstor" In Y\'eiinar, IS.'iO-JSfiS, 
lirou.ght .Toachini into close cont.act 
with the advancerl school of German 
musicians, lieailed by Liszt; and ho 
was stron.gly tempted to .gIvo his ai- 
Je.gia.nce tf) wli.'it was beginning to be 
called (ho "music of the future"; but 
his tirtl.slic convictions forced him to 
!:.;p.-irate liimsclf from tho movement, 
and the tact and good ta.ito he dl.i- 
](layed in tlic dllllcuit moment of ex- 
plaining his position to Liszt la one 
of the llnest illustrations of his elmr- 
ncter. 

His arceyfancc of a .similar post at

His Introduction of ' tho 
young Brahms to Schiiniaiin Is a fa- 
mous incident of this lline. Schumann 
and Brahms collaborated with Albert 
DIetrlcli in a joint sonata for violin and 
piano, as a welcome on his arrival in 
Dnssoldorf.' ' At Tianovcr he was lUty- 
!x\ "concert director" from 1,S53 to 
ISCS, when ho made Ueiiin Ills idace 
of aboile. He married, in l.Sfi^, the 
famous mezzo-soprano, Anialie NVeiss, 
who died in 1S;>'.), In LSCI) the foumla- 
tlon of the "KonlBllehe Hoclisclmle fur 
Muslk" was accomplished, and Joacii- 
im was placed at Us !i<:';id; and in tlie 
following year the (luartct evenings 
in the .Sing-Akademie were instituted.

Tosp.ond%id^.tc)V the 
toast^of •"Music;" arid by the enthtisl- 
a.sm of the-- larger public- at the cele- 
bration of :the 60th anniversary of ..his 
llrst flppearancQ. in -,Englar(d. On that 
occasion, at the;^ Queen's Jjall, o.n -'May 
IC, 1904, Dr. J^oa6,l^lm-i ;Wa8,. presented 
with his portrait, palntad' by Mr. J. S. 
Sargent (a not unworthy companion 
to tho moi:o . familiar picture of ISGi; 
^y Watts) ; and such represent.a^tive 
men as Mr. Balfour, Sir Hubert Parry 
and Mr. Robert Bridges were tho 
spokesmen of a great gathering assem- 
bled to do him honor. 

His blograpiirr, llerr Andr.>as Mo- 
sor, has phrased the secret of his -won- 
derful playing in tho words, "Ho is 
the first man wlio has played the vio- 
lin, not for his own salce, but In tho 
service of an Ideal." i'his is cer- 
tainly the truth, for there never was 
a simpler or more modest nature in 
the world. There m^y have beim oth- 
er pl.-iyers witli as liigh an lil. al as 
Ills, liut none has united .It ^\-ith .'-iieli 
unerring genius of interpretation. 
Joachim's inM-formance of the violin 
works of Sebastian Bach, music wiilch 
v/as fornierly deemed (pilte impossible 
of execution, was .a tiling nev.ir to be 
forgotten, so deep waa the Insight, .so 
thorough the music. In .Mozart's con- 
certed music the (iiinrtetio headed by 
Joachim attained an unrivalled ])osi- 
tion, and conveyed the Ide.-i, as no 
other body of players has managed to 
do, of youthful exuberance, while no 
touch of exaggeration could be laid 
to llioir charge. As Interpreters of 
Beethoven the players long .-igo gained 
tho power of .liieddlii.g new lii^lit upon 
the dlfflcultl03»hf the last quart.'lti's, 
and even of persuading their bearers 
tli.-it these difficulties did not exisl. 
Joachim also, it lias rightly been said, 
did niin'Q for tho fame of 13rahms in 
Kngland than any one ,'lse. bv bri!is:ln=r 
forw.'ird his concerted chamber music 
and l.'y playing his violin oonceri..i; 
and there 'Is a sad appropriateness in 



tho fact that Joachim's last appear- 
ance in this country should have been 
in the brilliantly successful .series of 
last autumn's concorts at which the 
eiitiro chamber works of his great 
friend wer.> performed. 

Ah a composer Joachim did but little 
In his lati'r years, and the works of 
his earlier life havo not attained the 
siicce.=s which. In tlie opinion of many, 
they deserve. They undoubtedly have 
a certain austerity of ciiaracter which 
does not appeal to every hearer, but 
they are full of beauty of a gi-ave and 
dignified .kihd;< and it} such things 
aa his -''Biungarian veondef tp'' for his 
own instrument'^ the titmbst. degree of 
difficulty- ■ fs combined , with great 
charm of 'meWdid treatinent, The "ro- 
manee'V in - B ;flat;'.f pr;'vlolln : and the 
variations for violin 'and orchestra are 
among his finest .things, and the noble 
overture in memory of Klelst, as well 
as tho soena for mezzor soprano from 
Schiller's .Dtimotrtus, show a wonder- 
ful degree of skill in orchestration as 
well as originality, of thought. But it 
is hard for a maji; .'Whp .Is supremo in 
one direction to cstabUsh greatness in 
another; and a comptiratlvo Indiffer- 
ence .to^ Joachim's,,' compositions -may 
bo ;pard6nc4' to a -generation that has 



so long been under the si)ell of the In- 
terpretative genius iif one who sjient 
;i long and honorable career playing^ 
tho greatest music in tho greatest* 
wiiy.

Germany's PositiGn In the Far East 



The Berlin correspondent of the 
London Times, writing under date of 
August 7, says: ,,. The' Tsar's visit to 
the Emperor WiUIatn Thas;revived the 
memory of the circ'umatajiccs which 
led up to the occupatlori of .Klao-chau 
by Germaihy ten' 'years ago, and the 
(piostlon as to Its fate ■ In the future 
Is being discussed with considerable 
anxiety. Indications' have not been 
wanting during the pa^t few years that 
the Belchstag in committee has seri- 
ously^? con^siaered the. .de^lrablHty of 
wlthctrawlng from the ."^lease'd' Herrl- 
tory, 'and It has repeatedly been as- 
sorted that, before the' outbreak of the 
war between Tlussla and Japan^ China 
approached the Gorman governniont 
with a view to reg.'ilning iioasossion of 
Kiao-cliau in return for adeiiuato com- 
pensation and various commercial 
concessions in other districts of the 
Biniiire. Tiio idea of abaniloning the 
n iiuiinder of the lease, however, had 
not hitherto found favor either in of- 
lit ial or In jiarllamcntary quarters, al- 
(liougli the increase of polltacally nn- 
pr.idiictlvo oxpenditurc ha.< boon view- 
ed with misgivings. During this the 
llr.'jt decado of Germnn tenure £5,500.- 
000 has been expended upon the Klao- 
chau territory, and a further outlay 



The Alpine Soldiiers of the French 



The most picturesque group In tho 
French army Is tho Alpine Chasseurs 
v.-ho guard a section of tlio eastern 
frontier. Their service adds t.i the 
ordinary hardsliips and perils of the 
■soldier's life the hazards of mountain- 
eering, , 1 

There are several thousand of them, 
recruited In the valleys at the foot of 
.Mount Blano and. all along, tho Swiss 
border. Tftey are organized In groups 
nf ilx. companies of ' ISO; men 
each. There are ' infantry; bat- 
talions and batteries of artillery. 
Tiiousands of. mules are used to trans- 
port the guns, ammunition, and camp 
material. 

'I'lio Alpine soldiers wear- a special 
uniform, li'or tho artllerlst.? tlie dis- 
tinction is In a short tight-fitting 
j.'icket; for tlie infantry In a iioajacicet 
with turneil back collars and cuffs. 

All wear cloth caps closely resemb- 
ling tho Scotch Glengarry bonnet, hob- 
nailed shoos and logging.-). Tho artil- 
lerist.^ are picked men of powerful 
frame; iho infantry soldiers are short, 
thick.set fellows of - great endurance 
and li.'irdlhood. 

Tho ordinary French private carries 
a. weight exceeding iiG lbs. when on tho 
lino of march. To this the Alpine 
ch.as.'ieur, tlioufrh ho hardly evtr treads 
.'L mile of level ground adds an, oxtrn, 
blanket and timt cloth welgliing to- 
got her nearly 5 llis. 

Carrying thl.i weight lio climbs nioun 
laliis at the rate of about 1,000 feet an 
li.nir. Ho goes down hill at double that 
i-iite. An ordinary day's march will 
lead a company or a group over a pass 
I";, 000 foot above tho starting point to a 
final halt 7,B0O feet down or» the other 
side. 



There is no plf.ce that tho infantry 
go that the artillery do not follow. 
Tho iguns arc ii.-u ked on mnlo back; so 
are tlin carriages. " ' 

Sometimes cuidltlons are encoun- 
tered when oven the mules are untUted 
for tho task Iniiiosed on them. Then 
the men unload their pticky, tho guns 
are ])ut on the carriages and tho car- 
riages on wheels. Ropes are attached 
and the men ao what tho mules could 
noti' ■ , 

Dhrlrig tho summer months tho, Al- 
pine troops are constantly - in motion. 
Some of them are 'doing duty, studying 
the country for lines along which an 
Invasion might he made, and for 
stron'B defensive points. Others are 
engaged In mlmlp warfare. 

Tliete-'is '.ttd elevation that they do

Ahiiost every important ex!>odition is 
ntlended with a mlsiiap of some 
kind. 

On December 22, 100:!, eleven men 
tiiiilor a sergeant were c:uiglit In an 
avalanche. They were in llirc^e grouiis 
united by a rope. The two rear groups 
were caught by the mass of snow and 
.idra,L;i,^eci tho others after them. A 
second fall completely buried them, hut 
five men dug their way out. This was 
on the Col d'Arrondez. 

iJecomber IS, 1301 an entire comiiany 
of the Tiilrli!eiith Battalion was cro.-<- 
sing tho glacier of Raounet in tiio Val- 
ley of .'Vvertde under tho guidance of a 
mountaineer. As thoy camo uiion a tract 
of recent -.-snow tho wholo slope gavo 
way under them, and thoy seemed on 
the point of being liiirlc.d over a. proci- 
plco when a hidden rock ridge stopped 
the moving mass and men and snow 



and stones and Ice wero heaped up in 
iM-')mlscieiu3 confusion. Only ono man 
was killed. 

All through tho 'season of field ex- 
erclces tlie men sleep 'indifferently In 
tho open, or in the villages of the 
herdsmen In the upper valleys.

The tent cloths are 
stretched over light Iron . frames to 
keep out tho damp of the Alpine night. 
Once a week the companies' spend a 
day In some •village to rest, wash and 
repair •tKiBlr.«.clot)ios and furbhsh up 
their weapons: ' 

Sham' battles are carried on in all 
the passes of tho mountains, which 
miight tempt an invading force. Largp 
groups are brought together under 
general olllcers, and tittacklng and de- 
I'lMuling for('es arc organized. 

During the . winter detachments,; of 
Iho Aliilno tioop.^ remain on guard -in 
the fastnesses of tho momitaIn-3 despite: 
tho rigors of tho climate. There are 
outposts at elevations ranging from 
■i.noo to 8,000 feet. Tho post at Sollleros 
Is about 7,Rfl0 feet, that of Acles 7,500 
and there Is a battery at Vyries at 
about S,000 feet elevation. 

I'.'pcli post Is gniiornlly under a lion- 
ten int and all tho vigilance of , fron- 
tier military luty is o.wrclsod. The 
cold in intense, tho thoromotor often, 
records L'.'i degrees below zero, Fahren- 
heit, and the little garrison Is often 
cut off for days from conimuiiicatlcm 
with tho out.-tkle world. 

When the weather conditions permit 
frequent .supply trains visit tho posts, 
and a ;dally courier with letters aiUl 
noyspaper.'i meets an orderly sent down 
tlie mountain. When tho weather l.H 
somewhat worse dog.i arQ. , oipployed 
to carry de.spatclibs'.whlcM.'hi'b.'^lrappcid 
to thoir backs la .portfolios, ■ ' ,:

The' dilemma with which Germany 
is confronted l3 succinctly stated in tiio 
Zukunft by the'viroll known naval critic. 
Captain Count Reventlow, late of tho 
German navy. Count Ue.ventlow 
sharply condemns the threaticai man- 
ner In which tho act of occupation was 
performed, and ho ridicules the original 
ambition of tho German government to 
develop Kiao-chati into a second Port 
Arthur or Hongkong. In view of tlie 
overwhelming n.aval preponderance of 
GroJit Britain and Japan in the far 
east he describes a3 aljsurd and fore- 
doomed from tho outset any aspira- 
tions which (3ormany may htivo ciior- 
ished on tills score, even if sinco tlio 
defeat of Russia Japan has not clear- 
Iv iiillmatoa that '.^lio would not coun- 
tenance the construcilon of marine 
batteries and similar forllflcalioiis at 
Kiao-chau. From the iiiilitary point 
of view, therefore, Count Reventlow 
regards the position of Iho German 
leasehold territory as' hopeless and un- 
tenable since Germany can never en- 
tertain tlic pos.5ibility of 'maintaining 
in far eastern 'waters a fleet strong 
enough to copo with tho combined op- 
position of Groat Britain, and Japan. 
At the 'same time, tho possession of 
Klao-oliau has proved an insuporable 
obstacle to effective Oermon participa- 
tion In tho various raodificationa of 
tho balance of powertln China. This 
last consideration, is'.described as ono 
very cogent reason why Japan has not 
evinced aTiy., active ideslro to relievo 
Germany,.of',her.'teri.ure of the territory 
So loiig, ■-■morieover,-""as Nlu-chwang, 
Dalny, arid Chlfu are avallablo as 
points of entrance for Japanese trade, 
Japan, which enjoys in common witli 
the other powers tho benefits of tli.3 
"open door" in tlio province of Shan- 
tung, will not '.-jerlously endeavor to 
evict Germany on economic grounds. 
Nevertheless, If ever war between Ja- 
pan tind AhicrlciL wero to become ini- 
nilnont, tho' Japanese, mindful of the 
anomoious position of Kiao-chau as a 
neutral haven of refuge during the war 
with Russia might \v*U be. tempted to 
put a 'speedy end to tho Gorman occu- 
pation, Count Reventlow parontliotl- 
cally Interjocfa: ''But just In such a 
contingency as d 'vvar between Ja- 
pan and the United States, Germany 
might find It to' her advantage to stake 
her forces in tho far etist, oven if it 
wero a fonds perdu." At the same time 
ho docs not omit to record that what u 
.Tapanese deputy recently described as 
German "Imperialism" In Asia Is be- 
ing carefully followed hot only by' Ja- 
pan, but also liy Groat; Britain and 
Franco. The Anglo -Japanese- alliance 
is now supplemented by a Franco'^Ja- 
paneso agreement, and there seems 
reasonablo prospect that 'Russia- may 
ultimately cast In hor lot with the syn- 
dicate. 

la Count Reventlow's opinion Klao- 
ehau possos.se8 only a very slight Im- 
portance for Gorman trade In east Asia. 
Commorelally, ■ ho s s.ays, - it is ■ at best 
only a speculation, politically- it is an 



anxiety," and as "a<; military position it 
is "hlready lost "'He''" 'inclines to tho 
view that the foiindatlons of solid cpm- 
mercial prosperity might possibly ho 
laid If the territoi-y were formally re- 
stored to .China.- By; the' terms' of 
the.lease China Is .bound' to rescind the 
contract" upOn demand, "and" to give 
Germany tho option Of a correspond- 
ingly favorable point of vantage on the 
coast. But, ho asks, If Germany aban- 
dons Kiao-chau, what guarantee is 
tiiere that tho other powers will allow 
her to occupy another Chinese port and 
to convert In into a coaling station'.' 
In his opinion tiio abandonment of 
Klao-cliau w*uid meai\ the loss of Gor- 
maiiy's pied a torre on tlie Asiatic con- 
tinent. Germany, it might be thougiit, 
would bo well advised to restore Kiao- 
chau to China, while the latter Is still 
disposed to grant cuuipensat Ion, and 
before Great Britain , or Jajiaii, or both 
powers to gethor, compel her to eva- 
cuate tho territory, In which • event 
she would not receive a single penny In 
return for her delay. On the other 
hand, Germany's .'.'loss of face", jvould 
bo even gr.bater if she wero ypluntav.- 
lly to renounce' her: foothold in the far 
oast, and with It her only means of ox-, 
ortlng pressure upon 'China, If the lat- 
ter at the Ih-atancQ of tho otlier powers 
proved tardy in fulfilling her obliga- 
tions. 

Count Reventlow Is consequently In- 
clined to recommend that Germany 
should retain Kiao-chau and make tho, 
best of a bad bargain. It would, ho re- 
peats, bo doing tho Americans politi- 
cally an ill-sorvlco to abandon Kiao- 
chau and to leave them all alone In 
tlio Plillipplnes. Ho consoles himsoif 
with tho cliaracteri.stic reflection that 
if JajKin and the other powers decide 
to "smoko out" Germany, an issue 
of this iilnd would, "with ordinary 
luck," make "a iiolitical" and "national' 
rallying cry which could not bo too 
highly rated for contagious" ofCectlvo-' 
ness." I-Ie sums up his conclusions as 
follows: ' • ■ ■ • • 

"Let us. therefore, contemplate the 
bay of Kiao-cliau without hopes of- 
any ijind, and lot us always remoi-nber- 
that w'o havo no means, either political 
or military, of defending or iiroservlng 
the territory, it oithyr China, Japan, 
or England should no longer desire to 
see us there as tena'nt;}. It was a mis- 
take to lease tho territory; but It 
would bo equally wrong, to abandon- it 
without obtaining tangible advantages 
in return, or without being directly 
compelled to withdraw; ' Voluntoi'y 
surrender of the territory, moreover, 
would react unfavorably upon the do- 
mestic 'Situation at home, and Avould 
create depression; of ' which wo have- 
quite enough already.

One Is anlekly on 
tho rim of the steam-split rift wlilcb 
burst its way tlircmgh the mountain, 
leaving only narrow walls of adamant 
rock staudiiig here and there In the 
course This cliasm, drearier and wild- 
er than any wilderness picture of Dore'.«. 
piled with shattered rocks and volcanic 
ruin, extends from tho bottom of Koto- 
mahana lake for four miles through tho 
mountain 'he^vrt..

Tho 'aiscussioh ' upon this measure, 
especially: In the House of X^ords, was 
very Iteerip.and . at times bitter. On 
the third reading .the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, took occasion to define his 
Ijosltlort' in the following words: 

"I join in thanltlnp my noble friend 
tlio' First Lord oC the Admiralty for 
the eourlesy and kin(lne.-:s with whieh 
he ha.'^: condueled what must have been 
to him a thankless task, luiowlng as 
he did th.it he w.as going in the teeth 
ihiise wh.i, whether rightly or 
wrongly, Celt conscientious objections 
1.1 thi.s bill; and 1 es;;ce!ally thank 1dm 
for the support he gave today to 
aniondinents v,-hleh seem to mo vital 
to the possibility of wmidng tho bill 
at all. 'J'lic position which 1, and those 
who act with ino, 1111 is now one oC 
the extremest dlliiculty and tho ut- 
ninsl lielieaey, as well as Of the) highest 
responsibility. For tho flrst tllne in 
the history of the Church of England 
has the law of the state been brought 
on one spccillc point into direct, open, 
overt conti-ast with and contradiction 
o£ tho speclllc and defined law laid 
down by the authorities of tho church. 
In ll'.o course of this debate slato- 
nients have been made v.-lileh were, to 
sav tho least, nmaKlng to tliose of us 
will) liad stmlled the histnr.v of the 
lj;i.-t dealin;:s with this matter, cither 
in the early days of the chnreh or in 
tini.^s following tho Reforniatlon. 

"liut it \v;is not necessary to enter 
Into detail in .-inswering those st.ate- 
iiienls. 0\w business has been to try 
and reduee b) a ndnunum what seorn- 
Ld ti.i ns the liievllablo difficulties, 
liarilsbiiis, .grievances, .and wroiig.-i 
whlcli the passing of tills bill must 
bring about. T tried, with the support 
ot many of your lordships, to reduce 
them to a minimum by placing at least 
the clergy V of;', the' Church oC England 
outside the,.' provisions of the bill al- 
together with regard to tholr responsi- 
bility and action. I failed to do that', 
and in consequence the burden of the 
difficulty — not the responsibility, for 
that Ilea .elsewhere— lies, and must lie, 
upon us.'f'. I will try to bear that bur- 



den, and dlschBTg'o that responsibility, 
With the i Very best ot my power, to- 
.wards ••■■pcdmotlng the welfare of the 
'people as-a whole. 1 have endeavored 
throughout tho discussions on this 
subject, on which we feel so deeply, 
to use no harsh or unkindly word to 
those who conscientiously foel dU'fer- 
ently. But it is liniiossiblc for us to 
disguise from our.'relves the hnmense 
ditficultlos and periilexltios which lie 
ahead In tho cunduet ot: what must 
follow now that this bill becomes law. 
1 am ciultc sure I .speak for many oth- 
ers and lor almost all. my episcopal 
brethren, when 1 s:iy that i Will try to 
reduce those difficulties to a mini- 
mum, and make the thing \v,n,i 
smoothly so far as is consistent with 
our absolute respect for the consci- 
entious ■ feelings of those whom m :i 
special.'- sense "'we^are called upon to 
lirotect- (Cheers'.). IC we put those 
feelings on one side, and forget what 
that means, we should be unworthy of 
our place here and ot tho trust given 
to us in tho Church of Engkmd. But, 
having said that, 1 .lesire to look hope- 
fully forward, because 1 believe, and 
that tho feeling against it v.ill show 
Uself erfeetiveiy In this way, that it 
will reduce to dhnlnutivo dimensions 
the actual use whlrh is made of the 
provisions which will now become law. 
1 understand that the noble lord pro- 
poses to take a division on the third 
reading, and It would bo - impossible 
obviously, after what has passed, for 
mvsclf and many others who feel \yltli 
me, to do otherwise than vote against 
it on such an occasion. At the same 
time, In bidding farewell to the contro- 
ver.sles which this measure has eiuised 
within:- the-llouae, I. repeat that I de- 
sire af least to reduce those contro- 
versies to a minimum outside, and 
make it work as smoothly tis under 
tho circumstances It possibly can. 

After the bill had become law there 
was a violent controversy in the press 
over It; Lord Hugh Cecil going to such 
an extreme that the Archbishop ot 
Canterburv felt eompelled to r-'in-ove 
hirn publicly. 11 Ih grace issued the 
following letter in regard to the new- 
law: 

I ought at once to say a few words 
to tho clergy and laity of the dioeese 
respecting the bill which has just 
passed through parliament leKa.ll-/.ing 
tne niarrhige of a man -.vitli his dee-eas- 
ed v/ife's sisti'i-. The indirect and in- 
eidental conse.iiieaees of this nie.-isun.. 
are imiiortant, and these will require 
yerv r:u-eful eoii.dder;il ion b;,- the 
bishnijs .-ind their advisers. .-Miout 
these, therefore, I say nothing at pre- 
sent, iiut tliL-re are 0110 uC two points 
upon which an iiimiedlati; word is de- 
s.Vablo. Tho act loaves to every in- 
cumbent fall dlaor,etlon as to whether 
or not lio will soleflinlzo such It mar 
riage if renuosted - to do so. If 'ho de 
cllnes, 11 Is agiMnlett to his discretion 
to say whether or not he will sanction 
Us BOlemnlzatlon by another clergy- 
man in the churchr which is under his 
control and euro. This discretion cov- 
ers, of course, tho proclamation of 
bann.y. 

I have alrcad.v, although tho bill Is 
only today receiving tbo royal assent, 
boon asked to givo advice in a speci- 
fic case, and it may bo well, therofore, 
that I should at once let It bo known ' 



that we shall, in my judgment, serve 
tho best interests of tho church and 
people by not solemnliilnff such niar- 
ria.gos or furthering their soleninh'.a- 
tiou in church. This counsel may ap- 
l)uar to some people to bo unreason- 
able, knowing as wo do that tiicre are 
many jrood Christian men who believe 
that" these marriages, now ■sanctioned 
by the law of the land, are also com- 
patible with what they regard as a 
true liiterin-eLation of the teaching of 
iloly Scriptuio, and even o£ the early 
churcli, i-especling marriages. I sliall 
bo ready in duo time to explain the 
reason which make mo believe in tho 
wisdom and propriety of tho course 
which I recommend. The present let- 
ter, written With a view to publica- 
tion In tho forthcoming issue of the 
Diocesan Gazette, is intended to givo 
merely such preliminary and general 
guidance as tho clergy may rightly ex- 
pect In tin! event of their now receiving 
such reiiuests. 

I deplore, on national as well as on 
religious grounds, tho passing o£ this 
bill. I have expressed my objections 
fully In parliament, and wo have, I 
hope, relieved the clergy from the un- 
fair compulsion which at one time np- 
Iieared to be threatened. I hope, how- 
ever, that In anything wo .may say or 
do in this delicate and difficult matter 
.,ve sliall avoid liarsh and uncharitable 
words,, tho use of which serves to 
harm rather than to promote respect 
for the clearly dcflnod marriage law of 
the Church of England as set forth in 
what Is called "The Table of Kindred 
and Affinity." We believe that table 
to be based -on ;:tho teaching ot Holy 
rierlpture as -lliterpreted by tho reason- 
able judgment of- the Church of Christ 
ihroughout the Christian centuries. 

HANDALL CANTUAR. 
Lambeth Palace, S.E., Aug. -S. 
The iSishop of S.allsbury published 
a letter to his clergy expressing a hope 
that no such marriaRc would bo cele- 
brated by any of them, but perhaps 
the most interesting oC all tho pro- 
nouncements on tho subject, at least 
it lias attriictod the most attention, 
was; the following letter from the 
Bishop of London: 

"To the Church People ot tho Diocese 
of London. 

"August 2G, 1007. 
"Dear People. — After a long struggle, 
the Docetised Wife's Sister bill h.T.s 
been passed, and before I sail for Can- 
ada and America on li'rlday, I want 
to leave behind a few words for the 
guidance of church people In my dio- 
cese. 

"The main point for us all to remem- 
ber is that tho law of the church re- 
mains the same as It was before. This 
has two consequences. "We have se- 
cured Important amendments. In tho 
bill, as it Is now passed, it is provided 
not only that no clergyman need sol- 
{.nini/.e sucli iparriages, but lie need 
not allow tlio use of his church. Nor 
d.)es the bill ni.iko any difl'crenco with 
refard to his responsiliility in dealing 
as a clet-gvman v.-ith the matter. He 
v.-ill, moreover, not be relieved from 
ecclesiastical eon:-,uro if he contracts 
such a marriage himself. 

"1. Surely, then, the llrst conse- 
ruieiice is that 110 clergyman ought to 
..Solemnize such a ni:irrlage or lend his 
churcli for this purpose, and I take the 
responsibility, as bishop, of exhorting 
tlie cl<.rg.\- of the dloccso not to do 
It her of these things. 

j'.ut i£ tho first consetjuence 
binds the second looses. Already 
some 'of the laity have written to ask 
whether they must send away the sis- 
ters-in-law who are bringing up their 
children. I beg them not to dretim of 
doing so on account of the passing of 
this bin. If the law of the Ktate-and ot 
the church protected them before, tho 
law of tho church protects them now; 
and there ought to be a strong enough 
public opinion lu the church t<\ /i''-'; 
any member of it from any breath oT 
blame in continuing under this protec- 
tion the happy and bcncllceut .-i.rrange- 
mcnt by which hi..? late wife .s sister 
is caring for Ida children. 

"I shall have no doubt to spoak or 
v.-rltcnn thlsHUl)jectat greater length 
after niv leturn, Viut I say so much 
now in order that you may not bo loft 
without guidance.— Afjking your pray- 
er-^ for a blessing on my work on the 
oUier side of tho Atlantic, I am, yours 
very .sincerely, i^oNDON."
